LAWYERS? ARGUMENTS 


Summing Up In the Bram Murder 
, Case Wi'l End Today, 


Cotter Attacks Testimony of 
Brown and Monks. 


District Attorney Hoar Now Closing For the 
Government. 


Boston, Jan. 1.—The 17th day of the 
trial of Thomas Mead Bram for the 
murder on the high seas of Captain 
Charles L. Nash was reached yesterday, 
and the capacity of the courtroom in 
the federal building was taxed to its 
utmost. 

Long before the doors were opened 
in the morning an eager crowd had 
gathered around the entrance to the 
justice chamber, and it was with diffi- 
culty that the officials succeeded in pre- 
serving order. Five, tm nutes after the 
doors were open every seat in the audi- 
ence portion of the room was occupied. 

Attorney Cotter, fer the defense, re- 
sumed his argument immediately, and 
Was listened to intently by the specta- 
tors, fully ene-third of whom were 
women. Mr. Cotter took up Witness 
Brown where he left him the day be- 
fore and proceeded to emphasize the 
unreliability of the sailor's testimony. 
Mr. Cotter openly accused Brown of 
having committed the triple murder on 
board the Fuller, saying he was insane. 
Mr. Cotter then referred to Student 
Monks, and said: “I have no hesita- 
tion im saying that the testimony of 
Monks in this case is nothing short of 
direct, downright and deliberate per- 
jury.” 

Mr. Cotter concluded his argument 
with an admonition of the jury to not 
convict an innocent man on such testi- 
mony as that given by Brown and 
Monks. 

A recess of 15 minutes was taken, and 
District Attorney Hoar began his argu- 
ment for the government. 

Mr. Hoar warmly defended Monks 
from the charges which he claimed Mr. 
Cotter had made against him, and 
praised the action of the young studént 
ever since the tragedy had been under 
investigation. 

Brown's story to the sailors of the 
Fuller that he murdered a mam in Rot- 
terdam was classed as a sailor's yarn, 
and Mr. Hoar said it was conclusively 
shown that Brown's affliction in Hol- 
land was delirum. 

Mr. Hoar occupled the entire after- 
noon with his argument to the jury. 
He summed up all the testimony, and 
endeavored to show the fallacy of the 
mim of the defense that the wheel 
could be lashed for over five minutes. 
The other testimony, of the insanity ex- 
perts was also placed in a con@ise form 
before the jury, Mr. Hoar claiming that 


the government’s experts were just as! 


reliable as those of the defense. Mr 

Hoar will finish his argument early this 
morning.

Boston Police Statistics. 
Boston, Jan. 1.—Acting Governor 
Wolcott yesterday received the 12th 
annual report of the Boston police com- 
mission. The report says in part: 
There are few, if any, Kitchen bar- 
rooms in Boston, no open hoases of ill- 
repute and no gambling house -doing 
business in the city. The tytal number 
arrested during the year Was 48,796, 
against 42,534 the preceding year, being 
an increase of 6262. Tbe number of 
males arrested was 4,289; females, 
6507. There were 31,20) persons ar- 
rested for drunkenness dwing the year, 
being 5030 more than las year, and 
2500 more than the average for the past 
five years. The number of persons 
punished’ by fine was 15710, and the 
fines amounted to $133,2%. The witness 
fees amounted to $472. The value 
of property taker trom prisonets and 
lodgers was $6°292. 

Watchr4n Dies In a Struggle. 

Lawrence, Mass., Jan. 1—Calvin A. 
Yeaton, ¢ watchman at the Washing- 
ton mills was found dead on the floor 
of the ‘““rench” drawing room of the 
factory yesterday morning. The left 
gide of the head had been erushed in, 
appareitly with some heavy implement, 
and mirder was suspected. Yeaton came 
to his death through heart failure, 
troyht on by a strugggle which he had 
withBdward Matthews, who had slipped 
fintothe mill without a permit, and who 
Yeapn was trying to eject. The watch- 
man carried a heavy cane, but in the 
strucgie with Matthews, the latter got 
posession of it and struck Yeaton over 
the 1ead, making a deep gash, but not 
necessarily causing death, The struggle 
was zeen by a number of persons outside 
the mil. Matthews gave himself up.

Prosecution of Wales 

Montpeller, Vt., Jan. 1.-The govern- 
ment rested its case in the trial of the 
Wales dynamite case in the supreme 
court yesterday, and the defense opened, 
‘The prosecution relies largely on the tes- 
timony of O. G. Harris, a clerk in a local 
hardware store, who testified that he 
sold Wales the dynamite found in the 
seminary attic after the fire. Harris 
identified Wales at the preliminary 
hearing, and declares positively that he 
is not mistaken. The defense are trying 
to prove that the fire waz caused by 
spontaneous combustion, and that the 
dynamite was not put th Pith the in- 
tent to destroy the seminary; it also dis- 
putes that Wales bought the dynamite, 
and promises to produce a man who 
bought it and whois mistaken by Harris 
for Wales. 


Mills Will Not Curtail, 

Fall River, Mass., Jan. 1.—The report 
that the executive committee of the Fall 
River Cotton Manufacturers’ association 
would soon call a general meeting of the 
manufacturers to adopt a plan for cur- 
tailing production, is denied by the mem- 
bers of that committee. !t seems thatat 
an informal meeting of the ¢ommittee 
the situation was quite lengthily dis- 
cussed, but no action was taken. This 
long meeting probably gave rise to the 
report, which has a disquieting effect 
among the mill operatives of this city. 
However, the outlook is especially dull 
at prese nt, though sales for future de- 
livery will prevent material increase of 
stock on hand during January.

Only a few men were hired by 
the company yesterday, half of them 
being old employes of the road. 


Death of Well-Known Lynn Citizen. 

Lynne, Mass., Jan. 1—Samuel V. 
Spear, one of Lynn's best known and 
: ble citizens, passed away with 
the close of 189% at his home on Chest- 
put street. His death was incident to 
old age. He was 89 years of age, born 
in Philadelphia in 1807, and came to 
Lynn in 145 as a shoemaker, Ten 
years latef he became a shoe manufac- 
turer, fa had a long and successful, 
business life, during which he accumu- 
lated mucb property. 

Bad Accounts at Auction, 

Hartford, Jan. 1.—John B. Miller of 
Newark, N. J., is in this city arranging, 
as he says, to collect what he character- 
ixes as “bad bills.” Miller has hired a 
frontage on the Metropolitan hotel prop- 
erty, and announces that at 2 p. m. to- 
morrow he will auction off to the highest 
bidders these accounts.

It was expected 
that the document would be signed co- 
incident with the new year, but this 
expectation will not be realized, and 
the signatures, it is now stated, cannot 
possibly be affixed before the end of 
next month.

In the meantime there is no reason to 
believe that the prospects of ultimate 
agreement are less favorable than they 
have been, the delay doubtless being 
due to some non-essential question, as 
there is complete understanding on all 
materia! questions. 


Biocton Train Wreckers, 

Birmingham, Ala., Jan. 1—Two sus- 
pected train wreckers were placed in 
jail here yesterday. They gave their 
names as Tom Ingraham and Andrew 
F. Eagan. Both are negroes. They 
were apprehended by special railroad 
detectives in the mountains about 10 
miles from the city. The officials posi- 
tively refuse to disclose the character 
of the evidence against the men, or to 
allow any outsiders to communicate 
with them. This conduct is_explained 
by the fact that other arrests, and itis 
said sensational disclosures, will fol- 
low. The theory of the detectives now 
seems to be that the work wos done by 
an organized band of negroes, who had 
a rendezvous in the mountains, and 
that there were three or more in the 
gang. 


Stockholders Dig Up 

Chicago, Jan. 1.—The Dime Savings 
bank has been saved, itis announced, by 
the stockholders, who have gone down 
into their pockets and paid an assess- 
ment of some 50 per cent. The examina- 
tion of Auditor Gore is understood to 
have found a large deficiency in the 
bank’s assets, and rather than have the 
{nstitution close its doors, leaving its 
4000 depositors to suffer, the directors 
put the bank on its feet. So successful 
were they that the state auditor gave his 
full endorsement to the new condition of 
the institution.

HISTORIC SLAVE AUCTION. 


The Sale of Pinky Said to Have Inspired 
the Enveancipation Proclamation. 

In The Ladies’ Home Journal Mrs. 
Henry Ward Beecher writes of ‘‘When 
Mr. Beecher Sold Slaves In Plymouth 
Pulpit.’’ Recalling the historic sale of 
Pinky, Mrs. Beecher gives these details: 
**An old colored woman had written to 
Mr. G. Faulkner Blake, the brother of 
one of our church members, that her Jit- 
tle grandchild, named Pinky, was too 
fair and beautiful for her own good, and 
was about to be sold ‘down south,’ and 
Mr. Blake asked if she could be freed. 
‘Not unless you bring her north,’ replied 
Mr. Beecher. ‘I will be responsible for 
her, and she shall be lawfully purchas- 
ed or sent back.’ The answer was a 
compliment, to which Mr. Beecher 
laughingly referred as the only tribute 
ever paid to him by aslave owner. ‘If 
Henry Ward Beecher has given his 
word,’ wrote the dealer, ‘it is better 
than a bond.’ 

"So Pinky was brought to Plymouth 
church and piaced upon the pulpit, as 
Sarah, another slave, previously bad 
been. The scene was again one of in- 
tense enthusiasm. Rain never fell fast- 
er than the tears of the congregation. 
The pretty child, the daughter of a 
white father, was bought and over- 
bought. Rose Terry—afterward Mrs. 
Rose Terry Cooke, the famous authoress 
—threw a valuable ring into the basket, 
and Mr. Beecher picked it out and put 
it upon Pinky's finger, saying, ‘Remem- 
ber—with this ring I do wed thee to 
freedom.’ * * * President Lincoln took 
a lively interest in the case of Pinky, 
the details of which were related to him 
by Chief Justice Chase and by Mr. 
Beecher. Iwas not in Washington with 
my husband at the time, and therefore 
cannot verify the story that the sale of 
Pinky inspired President Lincoln to is- 
sue the almost divine proclamation of 
emancipation. ”’ 


Two Yorkshire Stories. 

The sturdiness of the north and its 
rather grim self will are admirably il- 
lustrated by two Yorkshire anecdotes. A 
landlord of very old family proposed to 
make un alteration in one of his tenant’s 
farm buildings, which the tenant de- 
clined to permit, whereupon the land- 
Jord remarked very mildly that, after 
all, the building was bis own. There- 
upon the tenant rejoined, ‘‘Nay, my 
forefather went to the crusades with 
your forefather, and you shan’t touch a 
stove of it.’’ 

Again, a daughter of one of the lead- 
ing citizens of a Yorkshire town hinted 
to her father’s gardener that the family 
would like to appropriate the greenhouss 
to the purposes of a vinery, whereupon 
she was told to let her father know ‘‘he 
may just choose betwixt me and the 
grapes.’’ Of course the proposal was 
abandoned. 


A Wonderful Island of Chalk. 

The English island of Thanet, form- 
ing a part of ths county of Kent, is al- 
most wholly composed of chalk. The 
island is 10 miles in length and about 5 
in breadth and has more chalk exposed 
on its surface than has avy other spot 
of equal area ou the globe. British geol- 
ogists say that there are not less than 
42,000,000, 000 tons of chalk ‘‘in sight’’ 
on Thanet, and that it would take 10,000 
men and 5,000 horses and carts 20,000 
years to move it, providing it were dug 
up ready to be carted away.—St. Louis

owing to the fact that the canvasser finds 
difficulty in getting the necessary ,informa- 
tion. Names and dates are frequently given 
incorrectly. The importance of accuracy 
is shown in many cases where there is a 
question of descent, or inheritance of prop- 
erty, or collection of life insurance or pen- 
sions. The City Clerk’s copy of the record 
is accepted as conclusive evidence in a court 
of law. While great pains are taken by this 
oftice to have the record correct, experience 
shows that it is necessary that parents them- 
selves should lend their assistance. In fact 
the law requires that parents shall give 
notice to the City Clerk of the birth of their 
children, and provides a penalty for neglect 
to give such notice for the space of six 
months, 

It often happens that only. children or 
servants are at home when the canvasser 
makes his call, and the answers to his ques- 
tions are open to doubt. I therefore request 
all parents in whose households a birth has 
occurred in the year 1896, to place upon a 
paper or card the required information, and 
keep it in a convenient place until the can- 
vasser appears. 

The canvass will be commenced on Jan. 1, 
1897.

Washington, Jan. 1—A despatch from 
Madrid gives the form of autonomy 
which Spain is willing to give to Cuba, 
which was decided upon yesterday at a

Among the 
voters were such conspicuous autono- 
mists as Mentero, Giberga, Labra, Ferry, 
Fernando and Gonzales, all Cubans. The 
leaders of the autonomist party of Porte 
Rico have been in Madrid this winter, 


and the royal decree entirely meets with | 


their approval. What has been printed 
4s a new plan of reform is nothing but 
the law of 1895, published by the Spanish 
legation in May last in the pamphlet en- 
titled “Spanish Rule in Cuba.” The re- 
strictions on the appvintment of counsel- 
lors are not against the people, but a re- 
striction of the powers of the govern- 
ment. Nearly all the counsellors ap- 
pointed by the crown are to be taken 
from the people that have received votes 
from the electors, or have been promi- 
nent in the business community or are 
among the principal taxpayers. Enrique 
Varona, the member of the New York 
junta, and even people new in the fleld, 
could be appointed counsellor by the 
crown and of course elected. 


The object of the reforms in Cuba and | 


Porto Rico is to transfer to the council 
of administration of each island powers 
which hitherto have been attributions 
of government officials and exercised in 
Madrid. The reforms as annunced state 
that this council of administration is te 
be composed, in the case of Porto Rico, of 
six provincial assemblymen of the re- 
gion in which the next biennial election 
shall take place, and six councillors ap- 
pointed by the supreme government. 
The council is to deliberate upon the 
general eftimates of expenditures and 
revenues of the island; upon the general

of the island must present annually 


Within the six months following the end | 


of the fiscal year; upon the removals or 
suspensions of mayor or aldermen, and 
upon the petitions for legislative reforms 
that emanate from the provisional as- 
sembly.

from Cuba, which is divided into six 
provinces. 

The provincial assembly is to consist 
of 12 assemblymen, six from each 
region. Terms of office four years. 
The election to fill the vacant seats is 
to take place every two years, 
region of San Juan voting at one 
election and the region of Ponce at an- 
other. 

The provincial assembly to elect its 
own president, to judge of the elections, 
returns and qualifications of the as- 
semblymen and to decide all questions 
referring to its own organization under 
the law. 

Only the supreme court of the island 
shall have jurisdiction over the appeal 
from the decision of the provincial as- 
sembly in these questions. 

The provincial assembly shall re- 
solve in accordance with the laws and 
regulations, whatever it may deem 
proper for the management in the whole 
island of public works, posts and tele- 
graphs, railways and navigation, agri- 
culture, manufactures, trade, immigra- 
tion and colonization, public instruction, 
charities and the health department 
without prejudice of the supervision and 
of the powersinherent tothe sovereignty 
of the nation, which the laws reserve to 
the supreme government. Each year 
it shall prepare and approve the esti- 
mates, with sufficient appropriations 
for those departments and shall exer- 
cise the functions that the law of muni- 
cipalities and other special lgws shall 
attribute to it. It shall audit, and, in 
the proper cases, approve the accounts 
of the provincial revenues and expen- 
ditures, which accounts Shall be ren- 
dered every year by the section of local 
administration, and shall determine the 
liabilities therein incurred by officials. 

The revenues for its appropriations 
shall consist: . 

First, of the proceeds of the lands and 
rents that are the property of the prov- 
ince or of the institutions whose man- 
agement pertains to the provincial as- 
sembly. 

Second, of the surcharges which the 
law may authorize upon ihe taxes of 
the state, which are collected by the 
finance department of the island; and, 

Third, of the contributions it may de- 
mand from the municipalities, the con- 
tributions being apportioned among 
the municipalities in proportion to their 
revenues. 

It shall be the duty of the governor 
general, as supreme chief of the au- 
thorities of the island, to carry out the 
resolutions of the council. 

Although the budget for the island 
must be finally voted by the Spanish 
parliament the Antilles send a numer- 
ous and powerful representation to the 
cortes, enjoying in this respect a great 
advantage over the English colonies.

Total liabilities of 
those failing in 1896 amounted to $247,- 
600,000, 55 per cent more than last year 
and 65 per cent more than in the year 
1894, being exceeded only by the corre- 
sponding exhibit for 1893. The commer- 
cial death rate in the United States in 
1896 was 1.4 percent, by which itis meant 
that 1.4 per cent of every 100 individuals, 
firms and corporations in business last 
year failed. This death rate was exceed- 
ed only by that in 1893, when it was 15 
per cent. In 1895 the commercial death 
tate was 1.23 and In 1894, 1.21 per cent. 

Exports of wheat (flour included as 
wheat) from both coasts of the United 
States this week amount to 2,707,793 
bushels, as compared with 2,111,000 bush- 
els last week, 3,457,000 bushels in tae 
week a year ago, 1,814,000 bushels two 
years ago, and with 2,036,000 bushels in 
the corresponding week of 1893.

GUR NEW YORK LETTER. 


Some Amusing Newspapers—The Sky- 
scraper Craze Makes Fire Fighting 
Impossible—Other Dangers. 


(Special Correspondence. ]} 

The New York newspapers, especially 
those which consider themselves the 
Jeaders—and that classification, it might 
be added, includes nearly all of them— 
are wonderfully amusing. They are 
constantly doing things which would 
cause them to sneer were they dene by 
the papers of some small city. A short 


time ago a very valuable franchise was | 


granted toa fuel gas company under 
circumstances Which most of our editors 
considered somewhat suspicious, Im- 
mediately there arose a howl and the 
whole affair was denounced as a colossal 
steal. Pictures were printed showing 
how close the city hall here is to the 
state prison at Sing Sing. Parallels 
were drawn between the present board 
of aldermen and the ‘‘boodle board’’ of 
1884. Finally the resolution granting 
the franchise was recalled from the 
mayor, and then the startling fact was 
revealed that each newspaper of the city 
had been solely responsible for this ac- 
tion. Blatant editorial and local notices 
heralded these statements to the world, 
and in the press of business these trib- 
unes of the times found the opportunity 
to advertise the journalistic achieve- 
ment. 

Needed Something to Kick About. 

At about the same time that all this 
was going on the aquarium, which is 
the old Castle Garden, was opened. The 
place was not really ready, but those in 
charge foroed matters a little and ad- 
mitted the public. The place was closed 
Sunday, however, and again the jealous 
newspaper guardians of the rights of the 
poor workingman and his family set up 
their old stereotyped howl. It was such 
an outrage to close this educational ex- 
hibit on the only day when the poor 
could visit it, and a lot more in the same 
demagogic strain. Of course the papers 
knew, or might have kuown had they 
cared to take the pains to investigate 
the matter, that it was the intention of 
the department to open the aquarium 
every Sunday after the commencement 
of the new year. But they did not in- 
vestigate. It would not have suited 
their purpose to bave done so, and the 
screech went on merrily. The facts had 
to come out in the end, and again the 
modest crew proceeded to take the cred- 
it, each to himself, for having worked a 
mighty reform. In other words, they 
had brought about something which the 
only persons who have any authority in 
the matter bad decided upon months be- 
fore. 

To Stop the Skyscraper Craze. 

The board of trade and transportation 
has beep investigating the dangers of 
the high building craze and will ask the 


legislature to limit the height of future | 


skyscrapers. The testimony of several 
architects already taken favors the lim- 
itation of height tu from 12 to 15 sto- 
ries. 

James R. Sheffield, president of the 
fire department, was a witness called by 
the committee recently. His testimony 
wus against ‘‘skyscrapers.”’ 
‘*As Chief Bonner has already told you, 
it is almost impossible for us to fight 
fires successfully in buildings more than 

25 feet high. Our best engines only 
throw astream to that height. I believe 
that buildings higher than this area 
menace to life and health as well as to 
other property. 

“I¢ is all well enough to talk about 
fireproof buildings, but there are no ab- 
solutely fireproof buildings, and experi- 
ence bas taught us that it is much hard- 
er than ordinary to fight fires in these 
so called fireproof buildings. ’’ |

In many of the large cities on | 
the other side buildings are not to ex- |} 
ceed in height the width of the street 
on which they front, in most cases not 
more than 72 feet. In all cities the limit 
is under 100 feet. 

Mr. Wilson, during his testimony, | 
said that the sewerage condition in low- 
er Broadway was far from perfect, and 
if many more skyscrapers are put up | 
it will necessitate the construction of an | 
entire new sewerage system in Broad- | 
way.

Insurrection. 


Cecil Rhodes the Lion of the Hour In Cape 
Colony. 


Pretoria, Jan. 2.—Upon the occa:’on 
of the new year’s well wishers calling 
at the presidency to offer President 
Kruger their congratulations, Judge 
Jorisen made a speech, in the course of 
which he said that the gratitude which 
his countrymen felt at the deliverance 
from the attack upon the independence 
of the country was mingled with fears 
for the future. He proceeded bitterly 
to complain that the republic had been 
insulted by the ovations accorded in 
Cape Colony to Cecil Rhodes, “who,” 
said the speaker, “was undoubtedly the 
chief criminal in the despicable assault 
upon our country.” After quoting the 
verdict of the parliamentary commis- 
sion on Cecil Rhodes with reference to 
the Jameson raid, Judge Jorisen con- 
tinued: 


CECIL RHODES 


“This man ig now feasted by every 
town in the colony and glorified as the 
hero of the day, and even as the hero 
of the morrow, from whose return to 
South Africa the people expect every- 
thing. This is an insult to you, to us 
and to the whole republic. We ask our- 
selves how we have deserved such 
treatment at the hands of the colony 
that a man who has shed our blood, and 
like a highwayman, has sprung upon us 
in the night, and who Is about to be 
tried before a tribunal of his country- 
men, should be glorified by a colony 
pretending to value our friendship. We 
trust that we view the situation too 
gloomily, but we place our trustin you.” 

President Kruger showed himself 
deeply moved at this address, but he 
did not reply. 


Cecil Rhodes has been welcomed 
with unbounded enthusiasm at Cape 
Town, Where a_ procession of torch 
bearers was formed and escorted him 
to the house. Five thousand persons, 
who were present, joined in singing 
| “God Save the Queen.” A gigantic 
| banquet in honor of Rhodes has been 


fixed for Tuesday.

THE GALLOWS’ SHADOW 


Is Now’ Hanging Over First Mate 
Thomas M, Bram. 


Convicted Man Wept and De- 
clared His Innocence. 


Jury Remained Out Twenty-Seven Hours Before 
Reaching Verdict. 


Boston, Jan. 4.—After 27 hours’ delib- 
eration, the jury in the case of Thomas 
M. Bram, charged with the murder of 
Captain Charles I. Nash of the barken- 
tine Herbert Fuller, on the high seas, 
July 13, 1896, came into court at 3:40 Sat- 
urday afternoon and returned a verdict 
of “guilty” as indicted. 

As soon as it was announced to the 
court that the jury had reached a deci- 
sion, the prisoner was brought in and 
the jury, headed by its foreman, filed to 
its place. Bram eagerly scanned each 
face as the men were seated, but if he 
learned his fate, he gave no sign. 

The verdict was a complete surprise 
to nearly everyone. Bram heard the 
fatal words of the foreman with noth- 
ing more than a alight blush, keeping 
his stoic attitude throughout the trying 
ordeal. Four times the jury asked for 
instructions from the court on knotty 
questions. 

When the jury retired on Friday after- 
noon a test ballot was taken at once. 
It stood 8 to 4 for conviction. They 
talked for three hours before it was 
proposed to .ake @ tecund ballot. This 
ballot came nearest conviction of all 
ballots taken until the last. The vote 
stood 11 to 1 for conviction, and it was 
stated that the ,uros v ho stood out was 
Charles W. Howes of Chatham, a sail- 
maker. 

After the 11 to 1 ballot the jury re- 
turned to the discussion of the evidence. 
The jurors who voted for acquittal 
hung their hopes on the belief that it was 
not possible for Charles Brown, the only 
witness who gave direct evidence in the 
-ase, to see into the cabin, as he said he 
could. 

At 6 o'clock Saturday morning a bal- 
lot taken then resulted in a vote of 9 to 
8 for conviction. About breakfast time 
a ballot showed that the jury had fallen 
back to 8 to 4 for conviction, and the 
jury Stood in thut attitude during the 
day untilnoon. While the jurors waited 
for dinner they took a ballot, and al! 
the votes were cast foreenviction. They 
reported at once to the officers that they 
had agreed, and the jury was called Into 
court and the verdict recorded before 
they ate their dinner. 

Upon returning to the jury room Juror 
Warren M. Blake was informed of the 
death of his sister, Isabella. Mr. Blake 
lives in Woburn. 


° 


The case was one of the most closely ;¢ 


fought of anv tried in this state since 
the famous Parkman murder case in 
1850, and even now the lawyers for the 
convicted man have not given up the 
fight for his life. None of the exceptions 
taken at the trial were vital points, for 
the court in nearly every instance ruled 
in favor of the prisoner and gave his 
counsel far more latitude than was al- 
lowed District Attorney Hoar. 

The scene outside the courtroom when 
the verdict was announced was sensa- 
tional, as from the great crowd there 
arose an almost gasp of surprise. It 
took only a few seconds for the news 
to spread throughout the city, and al- 
most before Bram himself realized that 
he stood in the shadow of the gallows, 
the fact of his guilt was on every tongue. 

As soon as the jury had been polled 
Lawyer Cotter immediately moved for 
a new trial, and as usual the court ap- 
pointed a day when the argument on 
both sides will be heard on the motion, 
Jan. 9 being the day set. 

For some minutes after the announce- 
ment of the verdict Bram kept his nerve, 
but the strain was too much and he 
gave way to tears for the first time 
during the ordeal. 

At the time he could say very little, 
only to repeat over and over again, 
“T am innocent, I am innocent, I am not 
guilty of this. 

“T did not believe it possible that any 
such thing could happen to me. I could 
not believe it, but I know I am inno- 
cent.” 

Bram is bearing up remarkably well, 
and seems confident of securing a new 
trial. He slept soundly Saturday night, 
and yesterday morning arose and ate 
a hearty breakfast. He does not show 


the least trace of nervousness.

Marry T. Bootn, one of the jurymen 
who convicted Bram, says: 

“I am prepared, and I think I can get 
four others of the Bram jury to do the 
same, to make an affidavit that in agree- 
ing to the return of a verdict of ‘Guilty’ 
against the prisoner, we voted against 
eur convictions. 

“That is to say, that while we may all 
have believed that the mate was the 
man who committed the crime, at the 
same time we did not consider the evi- 
dence established that beyond all 
doubt. 

“The verdict was in reality the result 
of the belief of the jury that they were 
permitted only two courses—to find the 
prisoner ‘Guilty’ or ‘Not Guilty’—and 
could not come into court finally without 
having agreed. 

“Another and very potent factor in 
bringing about the result was the 
meaning given by the jurors to Judge 
Colt’s instructions as to how a minor- 
ity should be guided in endeavoring 
to come to the views of the majority. 
The court was understood to have 
practically instructed the jury that the 
minority must give in to the majority, 
or in other words, that one or two men 
in the minority must consent to hang 
@ man, because the majority considers 
him to have been proven guilty.” 


SUNDAY BLAZE AT LYNN. 


Three-Story Wooden Building Destroyed With 
Contents. 

Lynn, Mass., Jan. 4.—A three-story 
wooden building, 827 to 831 Washington 
street, owned by Stephen Breed and 
eccupled by a number of manufacturing 
firms, was completely destroyed by fire 
yesterday morning, with a loss to the 
owner and occupants of $30,000. The 
fire started in the vicinity of the boiler 
room, and when discovered was burning 
briskly. 

By the time the first engines arrived 
the flames had a firm hold on the build- 
ing, and as the contents were of atinder 
like nature, there being two box facto- 
ries in the structure, it was only a mat- 
ter of a few minutes before the entire 
building was enveloped. Additional fire 


apparatus was summoned, and by hard 
work the firemen managed to keep the 
fire from spreading to adjoining prop- 
erty. fThe losses by the fire are as fol- 
lows:

Cocking Main at Hartford, 

Hartford, Jan. 4.—Sheriff Smith and 
deputies, with the assistance of a large 
force of poiicemen in charge of Ser- 
geant Lyman Smith, broke up a cock- 
ing main at Charter Oak park yester- 
day moruing and arrested 53 men. The 
birds were from East Hartford and 
Burnside against Hartford, and the 
main was to consist of 10 battles. Ihe 
main was being held in an old barn con- 
nected with the hotel. The men were 
so intent in watching the battle then 
in progress that the police were amcnx 
them before they had a chance to run. 
One man leaped out of a window right 
on to Police Officer Dunn, and in the 
scuffie he and a few others escaped. 
The officers also found a bar rigged up 
which was largely stocked with beer 
end liquors. Four dead birds and two 
large boxes of live birds, which, from 
the pasters, appeared to have becn 
shipped from Boston, were secured as 
evidence. The men were taken before 
ezustice Tuttle of West Hartford, and 
each was fined $15.56.

Bridgeport, Conn, Jan. 4.—Frank 
Christian, a colored man, who is serv- 
ing a year in jail for burglary, madea 
murderous attack yesterday on 2-clo 
Atlier, a fellow-prisoner, and woula 
have killed him except for the fact that 
he was quickly secured by some of the 
other prisoners and disarmed. In sore 
manner Christian secured aknife, which 
he-had concealed about his person, and 
yesterday morning, whem the prisoners 
were washing, Christian accused Atlier 
of stealing ‘uis soap. When Atlier de- 
nied the theft Christian made a lunge 
at him with the knive and made a gash 
about four inches long just below At- 
ler’s left groin. He was attempting to 
make a second thrust when he was 
ecized and disarmed. He will now be 
held for the superior court for murder- 
ous assault.

The body was re- 
covered a few hours after the accident.

| CHILD FOUND FATHER HANCING. 


Sulcide of the State’s Princica!l Witness In 
Batchelder Murder Case. 

Portland, Me., Jan. 4.—Walter S. Mar- 
tin, 35 years old, of North Sebago, the 
principal witness for the state in the 
Bachelder case, committed suicide by 
harging in his brother-in-law's barn 
| in that town yesterday. 

Martin’s body was discovered by his 
8-year-old daughter suspended by the 
| neck from a beam in the hay mow at 
about 7:30 o’clock. Martin has been in 
} Portland two days as a witness before 
the coroner's jury, which was investi- 
gating the cause of Mark Bachelder’s 
Bachelder was found in a dying 


distance from Martin’s house a week 
ago with ugly wounds on his head, in- 
flicted by some blunt instrument. Mar- 
tin and his brother-in-law, Henry 
Flint, testified before the coroner’s jury 
that Bachelder had got into a row with 
a young man named Leslie A. Kenison 
at Martin’s house, and that Kenison 
had struck Bachelder with a sled stake, 
inflicting wounds on the head. Bach- 
elder, who was considerably intoxi- 
cated, was helped into his sleigh by 
Martin and Flint and started toward 
home. The next morning Bachelder 
was fotind beside the road and died 
shortly after he was discovered without 
regaining consciousness. 

The coroner's jury returned a verdict 
on Saturday to the effect that Bachel- 


| der’s death was due to exposure and 


loss of blood, and accused Leslie A. 
Kenison of assault on Bachelder with 
intent to kill. Kenison was arrested on 
this charge and is now in jail here. 
After the coroner’s inquest Martin drove 
home to North Sebago with his brother- 
in-law, Flint, and Saturday night 
stayed at Flint’s house, where Mrs. 
Martin had been during her husband’s 
absence in Portland. 

Vesterday morning Martin kissed his 
wife and children good bye and started 
Half 
an hour later his dead body was found 
in the barn. It was clearly a case of 
suicide. It is believed that Martin did 
not tell all he knew concerning Bach- 
elder’s death and the trouble at Mar- 
tin’s house. Kenison’s case will be ma- 
terially affected by the suicide of Mar- 
tin, as his death deprives the state of 
its most important witness.

There is nothing now to be done for this 
year, but we should avoid increasing the 
amount of debt falling due in 1898 and 
1899, and by other economies do what we 
can to relieve the pressure this year.

either $12 per $1000 of the total valua- 
tion of 1896, less abatements, or a like 
amount of the average valuation of 
the three preceding years. By the first 
method of limit it is $210,400; by the 
second $206,900. Last year it was 
not easy to keep our expenses within the 
limit, Our current expenses this year 
must be very largely increased by the ex- 
pense of maintaining the two new schools, 
and this year we are bound to recognize be- 
fore authorizing any increase in annual 
expenditure that this limit compels, as our 
tax-payers demand, a policy of strictest 
economy. We must keep our expenses 
within our, income even if the care and 
lighting or our streets should not be im- 
proved, the safety of our property not in- 
creased, and even though we pay meagre 
salaries. Our possible income is not likely 
to increase rapidly since valuations are 
already so high, as to be at times beyond 
the actual value of the property, and we 
are faced with a very serious problem in 
adjusting our needs to our resources. 

The chief work of construction to be 
undertaken during the year is the sewer. 
An advantageous contract with the city of 
Boston for the disposal of our sewerage 
has been made; aud the necessary plans 
and surveys are so far ready that the work 
of construction can begin with the opening 
of spring. Money has already been appro- 
priated for the main sewer from the centre 
of the city to the proposed pumping sla_ 
tion. There is no reason why the force- 
main to Moon Island, the pumping station 
and possibly some lateral sewers should 
not be constructed during the year in addi- 
tion to what has been provided for, and I 
feel sure that the council will agree that 
there is loss, not economy, in delay, and 
that all the money which can be econemi- 
cally used ought to be appropriated when 
asked for by the commission. 

tecognizing the great importance of 
providing for surface drainage, careful 
study has been given to the possibility of 
using the sewer for that purpose. All who 
have studied the problem agree that it 
would he very expensive and wasteful! to 
do so, and the plans which bave been 
adopted are based upon the belief that sur- 
face drainage can be more economically 
provided for by improving our natural 
water- ways. 


WATER DEPARTMENT, 


During the year, 31 miles of water mains 
have been laid, and 301 new service con- 
nections made, thus adding possibly $5000 
to the earning capacity of the plant. Oa 
the other band the maintenance account 
has not increased. The season has been 
such that our reservoir has furnished with- 
out difficulty the increased supply of water 
made necessary by the increased number 
of consumers. Weare not, however, ina 
position to supply the city safely should a 
season of great drought occur before the 
Metropolitan Water system is complete, 
and the commission recognizing this are 
now at work, and at the proper time will 
report a scheme for securing a temporary 
supply of water sufficient for the needs of 
perhaps four years. It is plain that there 
is no system of economy short of refusing 
new takers that will alone provide for the 
needs of the next four or five years and I 
think it equally plain that we should buy 
water rather than stop putting in service 
connections and thus retard the growth of 
the city. 

POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

Oar present force is adequate, and with 
our other needs I cannot see my way to 
advising any increase in the expense of 
this department. I think it would be wise, 
however, to give one of the officers now on 
duty the title of Sergeant, that there may 
be some authority in the absence of the 
chief, and further to give the special liquor 
otticer a title which will indicate the fact 


more in this line in futuis, Any paving 
has been postponed till the sewer pipes 
are in the streets and they are in condition 
for permanent improvement. As nearly 
all recognize the wisdom and economy of 
paving both Hancock and Copeland streets 
as our means allow, there is here another 
argument for pushing forward the work of 
sewer construction. 

The Highway department is hampered 
at present by the necessity of using in 
common with the poor department a stable 
so miserable as to endanger the condition 
of horses and men, so small as to make 
economical purchases of grain or hay im- 
possible, and so deficient in accommodation 
as to compel three departments to use one 
room for the cleaning and storage of their 
harnesses and tools. A new stable could 
be built for about $3,000, and is among our 
needs, but the department will cheerfully 
continue in its present quarters till the 
city is in condition to improve them. 


SCHOOLS, 


This department will require an increase 
of $10,000 in their budget to meet the ex- 
penses of the two new schools. While I 
recognize that education is the first requisite 
to success, take pride in the belief that 
our schools are among the best in the 
Commonwealth, and have no desire to 
stint those things necessary for the best 
mental and physical development of the 
coming generation, yet I cannot but view 
with gravest apprehension a school budget 
of $95,000, and I trust the School Com- 
mittee will realize that other departments 
will be compelled to forego many matters 
of great need, and will exercise the same 
rigid economy that other departments must 
practise in order to bring the expenses of 
the city within the iron limits of what we 
can legally raise for current expenses. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

Next to education should come the pro- 
tection of tke property and the lives of our 
citizens, The success of this department 
in the last few years has been due to its 
chief and the discipline of his men rather 
than to the adequacy of the means supplied. 
The apparatus is sufficient, but the system 
of call men and catch horses on which he 
must depend for getting much of that 
apparatus to fires means failure to the 
primary requisite of speed and certainty. 
We are in need of permanent men and 
horses wherever we have apparatus, and 
having them wecould well dispense with 


} many of the call men. We must not forget 


however that this means a cost of over 
$4,000 annually. It would further be in 
the interest of efficiency and safety to con- 
centrate the men and apparatus of Ward 
V and VI in a central station. ‘The 
maintenance of this station with its neces- 
sary men and horses would amount to 
$4,000 a year, and if we add the cost of the 
men and horses proposed for Wards II ang 
IV we find an expense of about 36,000 a 
year, exclusive of the first cost of apparatus, 
horses and the central station. The 
councilmen must prayerfully consider the 
financial condition of the city and the 
effect of the probable tax rate, and they 
must be satisfied that it is physically and 
legally possible to raise this sum annually 
in addition to the $10,000 which must be 
added to the budget for school purposes, 
before they are justified in so far increasing 
our yearly expenses. Thoroughly believing 
in the policy of assuring safety from fire, 
and thoroughly sympathizing with the 
chief's desire for more adequate means, yet 
I am not satisfied that these measures can 
safely be adopted today. 
CONCLUSION,

SEVEN MEN MISSING 


From the Cuban Filibuster Commo- 
dore, Which Went Down. 


Wreck of Vessel Said to Be 
-* Work of Traitor.

| Captain Montgomery and Stephan Crane Get 


Ashore on a Raft. 


Jacksonville, Fla., Jam. 4.—That 4 
traitor to the Cuban cause was on board 
the filibustering steamer Commodore 
and caused the loss of the vessel and 
cargo Saturday morning off New Smyr- 
na, is believed by many Cubans in this 
city. They will not make known the 
name of the suspected man, but say 
openly that if their suspicions are con- 
firmed, the man had better leave Florida 
at once. 

Seven members of the expedition are 
missing, and it is thought they have 
perished. 

When it was seen that nothing could 
save the vessel from sinking, Captain 
Murphy gave orders to take to the 
boats. A panic almost ensued among 
the excited Cubans. Twelve of them 
hurriedly entered one of the large surf 
boats and pulled away for Mosquito In- 
let light without any thought of those 
left behind. 

A second boat was lowered, into which 
12 more of the crew hastily crowded, and 
had scarcely left the steamer when the 
boat was swamped in the heavy sea that 
was running. 

Captain Murphy, Stephen Crane, the 
novelist, C. B. Montgomery and Will- 
fam’ Higgins, who were still aboard 
after the launchtng and swamping of 
the second boat, gathered together a 
quantity of timber and spars and rail- 
ings, and lashing them together threw 
overboard the hastily improvised raft. 

A small 10-foot dingy was the only 
boat remaining on the steamer, and this 
was launched and entered by the re- 
maining members of the expedition only 
a& moment before the vessel finally set- 
tled below the waves. 

As those on the raft had no means of 
propelling the craft, the four men in the 


| little dingy endeavored to tow it toward 


theshore. The waves were running high 
and sweeping the raft constantly, and 
the men were being washed off, until 
were left. At this time the 
line parted and the raft was carried 
away in the darkness. After rowing 
about for some time in search of the 
others, they were finally given up as 
lost, and the four men in the dingy re- 
sumed their laborious pul! for the shore. 

The oars were carried away aftergoing 
a short distance, and a sail was impro- 
vised by each of the four taking turns 
at holding up the captain's overcoat. 
The boat successfully rode the moun- 
tainous waves until it struck the surf in 
shore, when it capsized. 

Captain Murphy, Crane and Mont- 
gomery, after a hard fight, succeeded in 
getting safely to shore, completely ery- 
hausted. Higgins was drowned, and his 
body was cast upon the sands. These 
three men made their way to Daytona, 


| arriving there late in the morning. They 


there learned of the 
first boat. 
Orange, neur Daytona, 
containing four men had succeeded 
in landing there. No particulars were 
given. They are supposed to have been 
those who were washed overboard from 
the raft, and who succeeded in righting 
the overturned surf boat. 

Late last night the Three Friends left 
for the scene of the disaster in search 
for those who may still be on board the 
raft. The steamer, however, will not 
be able to reach the locality until about 
daylight, and there is little hope of sav- 
ing the wrecked men.

Wages to Be Cut 10 to 50 Per Cent, 

Chicago, jan. 4.—The Illinois Steel 
company has made a general cut in 
wages. The men were told that the 
amount of reduction had not yet been 
erreed upon, but the cut, which might 
be anywhere from 10 to 50 per cent, 
would go into effect on Feb.1. The work- 
men were told that there were no favor- 
ites, every one would suffer from presi- 
dent down. The employes at the Bay- 
view miils in Milwaukee received simi- 
lar notice. As a sample of the cut, it 
was stated that some of the executive 
men of the concern who have been draw- 
ing $10.000 a year will have to get along 
with $5000. The cause is said to be a 
general falling in prices, said to have 
been occasioned by a breach of contract 
on the part of a certain company in un- 
derselling the other manufacturers of 
the country, all of whom had agreed to 
certain regulated prices of different 
products. 


Youth Lacked Nerve 
Chicago, Jan. 4.—Because their par- 
ents thought them too young to marry, 
Nellie Uren, i9 years of age, and Obbie 
Heaith, one year younger, decided to 
commit suicide. The girl killed herself 
by drinking carbolic acid, but the nerve 
of the youth failed him at the last min- 
ute, and he stood by and watched his 
sweetheart die. The young couple en- 
tered a coal shed and passed the bottle 
of ucid bac«x and forth several times, 
neither baving the courage to drink. 
Finally the girl drank half of it, and as 
S00R as she felt the effects of the acid 
she begged young Health not to drink it, 
and he began making efforts for her re- 
licf. She died within a few hours, how- 
ever. Health says he intended to drink, 
but the sight of the girl’s agony was too 
much for hi-r. 


Probably Fatal Prize Fight.

BLIZZARD © RACES. | 


Northwest Visited by by Worst Storm In Years. 
Traffic Blocked. 


j 

Chicago, Jan. 4—Reports from all | 
parts of the west tell of great damage 
by flood and storm. Joliet, is threatened | 
with one of the worst floods in its his- 
tory. Hickory and Spring creeks are out | 
of their banks, and the Desplaines river | 
and the lower end of the canal have | 
raised 16 inches. Families are moving 
out of their houses, and the lowlands 
are iwoded. Water is sweeping through 
the lumber yards, and the Rock Island 
track is submerged. 

In the vicinity of Lacon, wheat has 
been damaged badly by the 32 hours’ 
rain, and the roads are impassable for 
marketing corn. The Sangamon river is 
raising, threatening destruction to thou- 
sands of bushels of cribbed corn. It has 
rained for 60 hours, and is still raining, 
but growing colder. 

In northern Michigan the rain is also 
severe. Near Menome?:e it has rained 
for 48 hours. Logging has been sus- 
pended, and hundreds of men have come 
out of the woods. Ice gorges at Fischer 
and other points on the Menominee river 
threaten serious consequences to Me- 
nomenee and Marinette. 

In Minnesota a blizzard raged all day, 
with alternating rain and sleet and with | 
falling temperature. 

South Dakota suffered a severe snow 
storm, which prevailed ell day Satur- 
day. The snow drifted, and a railroad 
blockade is feared. 

Nebraska is suffering from the worst 
blizzard it has experienced for years. | 
Snow was 12 inches on the level Satur-| 
day night, and the wind ptled great 
drifts six and seven feet high. Trains 
were delayed in the vicinity of Has- 
tings. At Grand Island there was five | 
feet of snow in the Union Pacific railroad | 
yards. Telegraph and telephone service 
is greatly impe -ded.

Minnesota . Auditor's Recommendations. 

St. Paul, Jan. 4.—The hiennial report} 
of State Auditor Robert C. Dunn to the 
Minnesota !egislature has been given te! 
the press, and gives some startling fig-| 
ures and recommendations drawn cena 
a rigid interpretation of the law and a} 
careful examinat‘on of the records of his 
office, which includes the law depart- 
ment. The auditor's conclusions and 
recommendation regarding miineral 
lands, however, are most startling. He} 
recommends thit the legisiature direct 
that action be begun in the courts look- 
ing to the recovery of lands already con-| 
veyed to the Duluth and Iron Range rail- 
road, amounting to 200,000 acres, and 
that the remaining portion, 403,000 acres, | 
be declared forfeited. These lands, con-|} 
servatively valued, are worth $3,000,000, | 
being located exclusively in St. Louis, | 
Lake and Cook counties, which comprise 
the mineral and timber portions of the 
state. He then calls attention to the 
constitutional provision that all state 
lands must be sold at public auction. 
As the timber has been considered part 
of the realty, it has been similarly dis- 
posed of, and the state auditor now 
raises the question whether the mineral] | 
is not also a part of the realty, and) 
should not be disposed in like manner. 
The Rockefellers and the Minnesota 
Iron company hold $0 per cent of the! 
mining contracts on state lands, includ- 
ing the famous Oliver mine, with its 
great ore deposits, and tRese were all 
secured at private sale, so that if his! 
contention be approved there would be 
@ general shaking up in mineral con- 
tracts. 


Political Muddte In Delaware. 
Dover, Del., Jan. 4.—The legislature of 
Delaware will meet here tomorrow, and 
tnuch interest centers in the opening of 
the session, because of the political mud- 
die inthe state.

No Two Interests Are Agreed Upon 
Schedule ot Rates, 


Decisions Handed Down by 
Supreme fourt. 


Petition of Sugar Broker Chapman Granted 
Other Rulings. 


Washington, Jan. 5.—Tobacco and 
manufacturers thereof, being schedule 
F of the existing tariff law, was. the 
subject of the hearing before the com- 
mittee on ways and means yesterday. 

The many varied branches of the 
business were represented, the native 
growers, importers, manufacturers 
using native goods, using Havana, and 
those handling the Sumatra product 
Between these classes there was much 
discord, no two of them being agreed on 
any schedule of rates, and contradicting 
one another on questions relating to the 
effects of the present law, to rates o) 
labor and cost of production and manu- 
facture. 

The National Association of Tobacce 
Manufactuvers was represented by a 
large delegation, with its president 
Moores Kron of Cincinnati, for spokes- 
man. ‘The association asked for duties 
of 55% cents a pound on all imported 
leaf tobacco, of not more than 55 cents 
on all unstemmed tobacco, and $5 a 
pound, with 25 cents ad valorem, on im- 
ported cigars. 

Under any higher rates they declare3 
their business would be ruined. 

The principal representatives of the 
growers were Michael Tobin of Bald- 
winsville, N. Y., and J. P. Van Duyer 
of Horse Heads, N. Y. They asaserted 
that the native growers had made nc 
money under the Wilson bill, and asked 
for rates higher than those of the Mc- 
Kinley act. 

George J. Smith of Kngston, N. Y., 
spoke for the users of Sumatra tobacco. 
and P. Gumby, formerly collector of the 
port of Tempa, for the Florida manu- 
facturers of Cuban products. It was 
represented that only 5 per cent of the 
Havana tobacco used as wrappers paid 
duty as such under the Wilson tariff. 

Others who spoke were ex-Mayor 
Frederick Schroeder of Brooklyn, H. S 
Frye, Windsor, Conn.; L. H. Neudecker, 
Paltimore; J. I. Ellison, New York, and 
George Richardson, St. Paul. 


Supreme Court Decisions, 

Washington, Jan. 5. — The United 
States supreme court reconvened yes- 
terday after a recess of two weeks. 
Among the cased under consideration 
was the petition of Elverton K. Chap- 
man, the New York broker, for a writ 
of habeas corpus in the cases in which 
he was tried in the courts of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia on the charge of re- 
fusing to answer questions put to him 
by the senate sugar trust investigating 
committee in 1894. The application was 
made in Chapman's behalf by ex-Sena- 
tor George F. Edmunds, and the court 
issued an order granting leave to file 
the petition, making it at the sugges- 
tion of Mr. Edmunds, returnable on 
March 22 next.

the sum of $1000. In this petition 
Chapman claims that the questions 
which he declined to answer and for 


which refusal he was indicted, tried and 
found guilty, were questions relating 
to his private business, whuch he was 
not bound to answer, because they were 
made with the view of an unlawful 
search into his private affairs in con- 
travention of the fourth amendment of 
the federal constitution. 

The court, in an opinion by Justice 
Peckham, affiirmed the decision of the 
supreme court of Florida in the cases 
of F. R. Osborne, who yas arrested, 
tried and imprisoned on the charge of 
violating (by acting agent for the South- 
ern Express company) a state law re- 
quiring a license for the operation of 
express companies in that state. Os- 
borne brought the case to the supreme 
court on the allegation that the law was 
unconstitutional, but Justice Peckham 
said in his opinion the law didnot violate 
any provision of the constitution. 

An opinion rendered by Justice 
Brewer in the case of William G. Ford, 
Jr., and Louis P. Levy, vs. the Delta 
Pine Land company, decided the owner- 
ship of 200 different tracts of land, in- 
cluding 112,160 acres in nine different 
counties in the state of Mississippi. The 
lands were acquired by the Pine Land 
company upon tax sales for levee im- 
provements which the former owners 
resisted on the ground that the lands 
which had formerly been granted to 
the Memphis, Holly Springs and Mo- 
bile Railroad company were exempt. 
The case was appealed from the circuit 
court for the southern district of Mis- 
sissippi by Ford and Levy, the decision 
there having been averse to them. 
This verdict was yesterday affirmed. 

A petition for a writ of habeas corpus 
for Edward Eckart was filed by Rublo 
A. Cole. Eckart is serving a life sen- 
tence in the Wisconsin penitentiary 
on the charge of murder, and has al- 
ready served 18 years. He complains 
that his conviction was irregular and 
without due process of law. 

The court also rendered a decision 
through Justice Peckham in the case of 
Albert L. France and others involving 
the anti-lottery law of 1895. France 
and his fellow-appellants were con- 
victed in the district of Ohio on the 
charge of conspiring to violate this act, 
and the verdict of that court was re- 
permedsyy Vissi 0 ats 21 

Gun Acc'dent. 

Middletown, Conn. Jan. 6.—John 
Schultze, an employe at the Wilcox- 
Crittenden Hardware Manufacturing 
company’s factory, was frightfully in- 
jured yesterday by the accidental dis- 
charge of a shotgun. Schultze started 
to go hunting, and while trying to put 
on his gloves the gun exploded. 


Fitzsimmons Signs Agreement. 

Jersey City, Jan. 5.—Bob Fitzsimmons 
has signed the agreement to fight Jim 
Corbett on March 17 next for the purse 
of $15,000 offered by Dan Stuart. Fitz- 
simmons was accompanied by his man- 
ager, Martin Julian, and Joe Vendig 
was also present.

The City Clerk’s copy of the record 
is accepted as conclusive evidence in a court | 
of law. While great pains are taken by this 
office to have the record correct, experience | 
shows that it is necessary that parents them- 

selves should lend their assistance. In fact 

the law requires that parents shall give 
notice to the City Clerk of the birth of their | 
children, and provides a penalty for neglect 
to give such notice for the space of six 
months. 

It often happens that only children or 
servants are at home when the canvasser | 
makes his call, and the answers to his ques- 
tions are open to doubt. I therefore request 
allsparents in whose households a birth has

Bride Nearly a Cen‘anarian. 
A dispatch from Manchester N. H., re- 


ports the marriage at Deerfield of Jacob 


Witham, aged 87, formerly of Quincy, to 
Mrs. Georgiana Rivers, aged 97, his house- 
keeper. The report says that in 1834, 
when a young man of 24 years, Mr. With- 
am married Caroline Ferguson of Notting- 
ham, N. H., who was gifted with great 
beauty. He engaged in stone work at the 
ledge in Quincy, Mass., and from there he 
went to Lowell to take a position as watcb- 
man in the Hamilton print works. He 
returned to Nottingham, and in 1847 mar- 
ried Mary A. Jordan of Lee. Mrs. Witb- 
am, second, was a native of Naples, Me., 
and at the time of her death a few years 
ago weighed nearly 400 pounds. 

Soon after his second marriage Mr. 
Witham went to South Newmarket to 
work in the foundry, which at that time 
had a large contract of pipe work for the 
Boston water works on hand. Some 45 
years ag) he came to Deerfield and has 
lived there ever since in the litt!e home- 
stead on the Back road. 

When the venerable Mrs. Witham was 
congratulated on her marriage and wished 
more happy New Years, she laughed 
heartily and said she had been married so 
often that she was used to it. 

Neither Mr. Witham nor Mrs. Witham 
wear glasses, both reading easily with- 
out them. Mrs. Witham does all the 
housework, and her husband declares she 
can do it better than many younger folks. 


Inaugural Points. 


Gleanings from addresses in other cities 
which will be of interest: 

Mayor Bond of Waltham advocated a 
plan whereby the city will receive pay for 
franchises granted to electric car com- 
panies and other corporations that enjoy 
special privileges in the public streets. 
He advises an imitation of the systems 
whereby such corporations pay an annual 
rental for the use of the streets, 

The Mayor of Worcester recommended 
the separation of the surface water and 
street wash from the domestic sewerage. 


street railways. He says: In considera 
tion of the valuable franchise and privileges 
given the street railway companies in 
Chelsea, they should be required to keep 
the streets through which they run their 
cars properly watered by railway sprinklers, 
at their own expense and to the satis- 
faction of the city. 

Mayor Brickettof Haverbill is more liber- 
al tb the car companies. He says: ‘Oar 
street railways own valuable franchises, 
granted on terms which sometimes seem 
too favorable, but no factor is more essen- 
tia] to the growth of the city than a suc- 
cessful street railway service, such enter- 
prises must be encouraged upon a recipro- 
cal basis. In return we should expect 
good service, and fair treatment as to the 
repair and maintenance of streets through 
which the lines pass. 

Mayor Ashley of New Bedford is ready 
to fight for compensation from corporations 
for privileges in the streets, 

Mayor Jenkins of Lawrence would elect 
but one-third of the aldermen and council- 
men annually, that a majority may be ex- 
perienced. 

Mayor Turner of Salem wants a munici- 
pal lighting plant. 

The mayor of Lawrence says the electric 
road, gas, telephone and electric com- 
panies all have important franchises, and 
the city ought certainly to receive some 
reasonable return for such privileges, 

Mayor Cate of Everett is against high 
valuations and says the only ones bene- 
fitted are the yeal estate operators, 

Mayor Greene of Fall River is against 
municipal lighting at this time. 

Mayor Farnham of Malden would license 
expressmen to better control the delivery 
of liquor. He says the law is weak and 
that the Legislature should remedy the 
evil. 

The mayor of Brockton says the rentals 
in the sewer department should more than 
pay maintenance this year. He believes 
that the system will ultimately prove a 
financial success, as it certainly bas proved 
a success so far as disposing of the matter 
emptied upon the beds is concerned.

POST OFFICE BURGLARS. 


\They Have Reached Quincy and Try | 
the Atlantic Office. 


An unsuccessful attempt was made some- 
time during last night to blow the safe | 


at the Atlantic post office, and the only | 
thing that prevented the break from being 
asuccess was that the parties were fright 
ened away. 

When postmaster John A. Da-gan’s| 
clerk came to open the oflice this morning 
he found the curtains drawn and the outer 
door uniecked. A large hole over the lock 
showed how the door had been opened. 
After gaining entrace to the building an- 
other door had to be forced to reach the | 
safe, the main office being separated from | 
tbe post office department by a partition. 

Further investigation showed that an | 
attempt had been made to blow the safe. 
A hole had been drilled in the safe door 
near the lock and this had been filled with 
powder and a long piece of fuse attached | 
and that everything was in readiness to 
blow the lock to pieces, 

It was evident that before they had time 
to light the fuse they became fright- 
ened and in their hurry to escape left 
everything behind them, for the drill and | 
other tools used were found on the floor 
pear by. 

It is not known how much money was in 
the safe, but as there is no bank nearer | 
than Quincy, the chances are that there | 
was considerable, as it was the first of the | 
quarter,

| fontrivance is in form a sort of tur- 
|bine arrangement, something like a 

| gourd hollowed out, cut in ‘‘gores’’ pee 
|the ‘‘gores’’ turned a little on their 
| axes, This turbine is placed on dual 
|rods vertically attached to the forward 
wheel of the bicycle. A bar projects 
|from the center of the handle bars out- 
| ward, and to this is attached the top of 
the turbine. 

The turbine revolves on its axis and 
catches enough wind to give the for- 
| ward wheel an added impetus, No mat- 
| ter from what direction the wind blows, 
the turbine catches it, and by attach- 
ment with the hub of the front wheel 
communicates some of the force of the 
wind to the wheel. The turbine prao- 
tically neutralizes the effect of a beam 
wind. 

The twisting of the turbine in its ro- 
tary motion works on the rods that at- 
tach it to a ratchet wheel, which re- 
volves about the hub of the front wheel. 
These rods work up and down like the 
piston rods of an engine and in that 
| way accelerate the motion in great de- 
gree.—New York Journal. 


Changes Anson Favors.

THE HOUSEHOLD. 
Hints to the Uninitiated on Buying Chi- 


na—About Walls and Floors, 
This and That. 


The variety of china from which the 
housekeeper may make her selections at 
the present time is little less than be- 
wildering. There are the English, very 
neat and very complete, at low cost; the 
Haviland, the Doulton ani the Guerin 
Limoges, each having many admirers, 
while all are of moderate price. The 
Austrian china is richly colored, and 
while it represents somewhat greater 
value, does not go beyond the compass 
of the ordinary purse. The common 
white table dishes of all sorts are now 
of so excelleat quality and so reasonable 
in price that the humblest table may be 
neatly and completely equipped at all 
times without serious tax to the family 
funds, says Good Honsekeeping, which 
glso gives the following advice about 
buying china: 

In buying china it must not be forgot- 
ten that each separate piece counts one. 
Thus a soup ladle, tureen and cover, 
with detached tray, count four; a but- 
ter dish with cover and removable strain- 
er is three, while each cup with its 
saucer counts two. The full set, as or- 
dinarily made up, consista of 155 pieces. 
There are a soup tureen, gravy tureen, 
sauceboat, 2 pickle dishes, a salad bowl, 
4 covered and 2 uncovered vegetable 
dishes, 5 meat dishes, 18 dinner plates, 
12 plates each for breakfast, tea, soup, 
preserve and butter, 12 cups and saucers 
each for tea and for coffee, 2 comports 
and 2 cake plates. This assortment does 
not provide bread and butter plates, 
game or fish services. If these are added, 
the set is carried up to something like 
250 pieces, and this only makes provi- 
sion at the most for a dozen persons, 
with no allowance for breakage. If we 
are to entertain 15 or 20, the table crock- 
ery would need to consist of perhaps 400 
pieces or even more. 

There are low priced sets to be found 
in the market. They may be of the same 
pattern and general appearance as those 
of more than double the price. The un- 
initiated would find this discrepancy 
difficult to account for and might sup- 
pose that the seller of the high priced 
article was an extortioner, while the 
low cost man was a public benefactor. 
Neither supposition would be correct, 
and often it occurs that the man who 
sells at the lower price makes the most 
in the way of profit. The explanation 
is this: During the firing process some 
pieces become slightly warped, many of 
them in only the slightest degree. But 


this is enough to condemn them for first | 
class goods, and they are set aside, with | 


pieces which have some slight imperfec- 


tion in the docoration or a trifling flaw | 


which only trade experts would detect. 


It is often the case that sets made up} 
from these lots are sold by unscrupulous | 


dealers at almost the price of perfect 


goods. But however that may be, the; 


purchaser could scarcely by the most 
careful inspection discover the differ- 
ence, and takes pleasure in the posses 
sion of an elegant article. This rule 


holds good equally with fine china and| 


granite ware. Most of the crockery 


goods offered by ‘‘bargain stores,’’ of| 


whatever nature, are of this sort. 


About Walls and Floors, 

For papering walls the salmon pink 
is a new departure in small apartments, 
noted by The Decorator and Furnisher. 
If the ceilings are high, a deep frieze in 
used, and the ceiling proper is calci- 
mined in two or three different tones, to 
match the walls. This style is peculiar- 
ly artistic for north rooms. 

As a rule, many housekeepers do nm 
know the convenience of the small 
sponge in general housecleaning. The 
authority mentioned says a good porous | 
sponge is all that is necessary for the} 
cleansing of painted walls, woodwork 
of doors, windows and surbases. If there 
is a spot hard to move, a slight rubbing 
of the sponge with sapolio will eradi- 
cate the dirt and leave the surface bright 
and cleanly. 

Denim, when used as a floor covering, 
should be washed before putting together 
or laid. This prevents certain lines given 
by the broom when being swept, and a 
smoothness of texture is acquired if 
treated in this manner. 

To keep polished floors in good order 
a broom incased in a thick canton flan- 
ne] bag serves as an excellent sweeper 
for those boards where light dust has to 
be removed. 


How to Make Pea Soup. 

Boil a ham bone in about three quarts 
of water. The previous night have steep- 
ing a large breakfast cup full of yellow 
split peas. Add these to the boiling 
stock, a little bit of onion, pepper and 
salt to taste and either a stick of celery 
(perhaps you have an outside piece which 
does nicely for soup) or else a teaspoon- 
ful of celery seed, tied up in a little bit 
of muslin.

THREE BANKS SUSPEND. 


Bank Examiner at St. Paul Kept Very 
3usy These Days, 


Cashier Cornelius of Balti- 
more Kills Himself. 


Directors of Farmers and Planters’ Bank 
Found $60,000 Shortage. 


St. Paul, Jan. 5.—As a direct result 
of the closing of the Bank of Minnesota, 
two Weeks ago, which created new dis- 
trust among bank depositors and started 
runs on a number of city banks that 
were reputed not to be as strong as de- 
positors wished, three St. Paul banks, 
the Germania, the Allemania and the 
West Side, none of them national in- 
stitutions, and all closely associated, 
yesterday closed their doors, one being 
now in the hands of the state examiner 
and the others making assignments. 
During the time that has intervened 
since the closing of the Bank of Minne- 
sota the Germania bank paid out $225,- 
000 to frightened depositors, and early 
yesterday the directors concluded that 
they would stop the drdin and made an 
assignment to the cashier, Peter M. 
Korst. The Allemania bank, which, 
like the Germania, had a large clientage 
among the Germans, and whose vice 
president had formerly been president 
of the Germania, then became the tar- 
get for as lively a run as could be seen 
during panic times anywhere. People 
crowded about the doors and fairly 
fought fur a place in the line before the 
paying teller’'s window. 
cials realized fully what such a run 
meant, and promptly called on Bank 
Examiner Kenyon to take possession 
of the bank, and that official is now in 
charge. 

The West Side bank was small, but 
possibly stronger. It cleared through the 
Allemania, and yesterday its clearings 
were returned by the lattér institution. 
Following this there was a decided run 
inaugurated on the bank, and at 2 
o’clock the bank officials closed the 
doors and called a meeting of the direc- 
tors to decide what action to take.

Mr. Cornelius was one of the oldest 
and best known bank cashiers in Balti- 
more, and his acquaintance among 
bankers extended throughout the coun- 
try. He was of a cheerful disposition, 
and was prominent in religious circles, 
and was also largely interested in build- 
ing associations in this city. During the 
life of the late Enoch Pratt, the philan- 
thropist, he was one of that gentleman’s 
most intimate friends, and probably 
knew more about Mr. Pratt's private in- 
terests than any other man in Baltimore. 

For many years Mr. Cornelius had 
been one of the most prominent Method- 
ists in the city. At his death he wasa 
local preacher of the Baltimore confer- 
ence, president of the City Missionary 
and Church Extension society, presi- 
dent of the Emory Grove association, 
one of the trustees of the Baltimore an- 
nual conference and a member of the 
official board of Madison Avenue church. 

Mr. Cornelius began his career with 
the National Farmérs’ and Planters’ 
bank 42 years ago as messenger boy, and 
worked his way up to the position of 
cashier. He was never known to specu- 
late, and lived very frugally.

NORTHWEST BLIZZARD. 


Railroads Crippled and Schools Closed---Wind 
Blew Fifty-Two Miles an Hour. 

Chicago, Jan. 5.—The storm which 
has been raging for the last 48 hours 
in ‘the northwest has not increased in 
severity, save perhaps in Coma, and 
the signal service office in this city re- 
ports that within a short time the 
storm will “probably abate.” The wind 
has been higher throughout the storm, 
and in some instances has shown re- 
markable pertinacity in clinging to the 
high figures, it having for 36 hours kept 
up a 62-mile per hour gate at Huron, 
8. D. 

The falling temperature is general in 
the lake region and upper Mississippi 
valley, but there has been no heavy fall 
of snow east of Coma. 

St. Paul reports that train service is 
badly crippled throughout the north- 
west as a result of the blizzard. In some 
towns business is about suspended. 
Devil’s Lake and Grand Forks, N. D., 
report that the schools areTlosed and 
that all railroad traffic has been sus- 
pended for 36 hours. Omaha reports 
that the snow has ceased falling in Ne- 
braska, but the wind still blows, and 
the temperature is very low. Main line 
trains are running about two hours be- 
hind time, but branch lines, as a rule, 
are closed. Kansas City reports that 
the railroads in the southwest are suf- 
fering badly from the snowstorm, and 
in some places traffic is suspended.

Annual Report Contains Many Important) 


Recommendaticns. 

New Haven, Jan. 5.—Dr. C. A. Linds- 
ley, secretary of the state 
health, has forwarded his annual re- 
port to Governor-elect Cooke. This re- 
port is interesting, because it makes 


several important recommendations in| ‘

Walker was a brilliant one. He was be- 
loved by his comrades; honored and es- 
teemed for his efficiency and bravery, 
and was considered one of the-best ad- 
jutant generals serving with the Army 
of the Potomac. le to the war 
with the Fifteenth Massachusetts, and 
Was early appointed as an assistant ad- 
jutant general. In 1563 he was promoted 
to the post of adjutant general of the 
Second Army corps, and from that time 
to the close of the war served in that 
position with great distinction, being 
in that time attached to the staffs of 
Generals Couch and Hancock. Con- 
sidered merely as an adjutant general, 
his great prompitude and exactness, 
joined to the thorough method which he 
applied to the smallest part of his 
duties, made him a perfect staff officer

On all sides deepest expressions of 
regret are heard on the death of such 
an able and ia spirited citizen as 
General Walker. Among many others 


who have given voice to their 


sorrow 


are Mayor Quincy of Boston, President 
Scth Low of Columbia university, Con- 
gressmen Walker and Gillett, Senator 


Hoar and numerous educators through- 


out the country. Al! unite in saying 
that General Walker's death is a great 
loss, not only to Boston and Massa- 
vhusetts, but to the country at large. 
The funeral is to take place from 
Trinity church on Friday at noon. 
Francis Amasa Walker was the sec- 


ond son of Amasa Walker, LL. D., one of 
America’s most distinguished writers on 
subjdcts relating to political economy 
and science. He was born at Boston, 
but his father removed to North Brook- 
field when he was but three years of 
age. He graduated from Amherst col- 
lege and entered the law office of the men 
later known as Judge Devens and Sena- 
tor Hoar, then in partnership at Wor- 
cester. 

But when the civil war broke out the 
young man forgot all aspirations, and 
enlisted in the Fifteenth Massachusetts 
regiment. He served with distinction 
throughout the war, at the close of which 
he had won by bravery an adjutant gen- 
eralship. Upon his retirement from the 
army General Walker returned to his 
home at North Brookfield. He then be- 
gan teaching. He was*tappointed by 
President Grant chief of the bureau of 
statistics. His faithful and efficient ser- 
vice in this position insured for him the 
avpointment of superintendent of the 
United States census of 1870. 

In 1871 General Walker was appointed 
by the president as Indian commissioner, 
and he served in that position until 1872, 
when he wus elected professer of polit- 
ical economy and history in the Shef- 
field scientific school at Yale college. 

When in 1580 he was appointed to the 
position of supervisor of the United 
States census he resigned his professor- 
ship and accepted the position offered 
him. Early in 1881 he was elected presi- 
dent of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology 


Major Everson Near Death,

Eustis Everson, a veteran of the Civil 
War, and prominent in the subsequent 
reconstruction period in the south, is 
dying at his home here. Major Ever- 
son was born in Hanson in 1837, and left 
his position as register of deeds of Nor- 
folk to join the first call for men in 1861, 
He served in the Third and Kighteenth 
regiments, M. V. M., and retired a 
brevet major of volunteers. After the 
war he continued in the service of the 
zovernment in South Carolina, and was 
vaptured and sentenced to be shot by 
the Ku Klux Klan, but through the 
strong appeal of the leader of the party 
was liberated. He remained in the 
south, becoming librarian of Columbia 
college, and also colonial and aide-de-

Worcester, Mass., Jan. 6.—In the supe- 
riorcourtinthis city Monday the case of 
John A. Niederberger vs. Dr. Henry H. 
&abeler, both of this city, was called,and 
oon-suited. Mr. Niederberger pays the 
costs, and the result s a virtual victory 
for the defendant. The case has aroused 
much interest among physicians and 
fentists, the plaintiff claiming that he 
was given gas by the defendant in the 
prtraction of teeth, and that alleged 
gs rms of eczeme retained upon the rub- 
per mouth of the inhaler caused an at- 
tack of the disease, from which he suf- 
fered after the operation. Physicians 
have stated that eczema is not conta- 
gious, and therefore the plaintiff could 
not have caught the disease from the 
alleged infected inhaler, thus exonerat- 
ing Dr. Gabeler from any charge of neg- 
lect. Expert testimony would have been 
produced by the defendant if the case 
had corne to trial. The suit was brought 
to recover $3000. 


Big C otton Shipment, 

Boston, Jan. 6.--Owing to an unex- 
pected delay in loading, the steamer 
Shawmut, which was reported to have 
sailed from Galveston on Saturday last 
for this port with the big four-masted 
barge Atlas in tow, did not leave there 
until late yesterday afternoon. The 
combined cargos of the steamer and 
barge aggregate 82,000 bales of cotton, 
5000 being stowed away in the mam- 
moth hold of the barge, -while the re- 
maining .3200 bales are carried by the 
steamer. This is probably the largest 
shipment of cotton ever sent to a north- 
erm port from the gulf. The average 
weight of the bales in this shipment is 
550 pounds, which is fully 60 pounds 
heavier than the ordinary bales. It is 
reckoned that it will take the tow fully 
15 days to reach Boston.

MOOSE AND CARIBOU. 


Maine Sportsmen Want Penalty For Violation 
of Law Changed to !mpr sonment. 

Augusta, Me., Jan. 6. — The annual 
meeting of the Maine Sportsman's as- 
suciation was held at the state house 
yesterday afternoon to elect officers and 
consider the presentation to the incom- 
ing legislature of new measures in- 


tended for the wtter protection of the 
State's fish and game interests. Some 
very important changes in the game 


laws have been suggested, and the meet- 


ing was looked forward to with con- 
siderable interest. 
President P. O. Vickery c* Augusta 


celled the meeting to order shortly after 
2:30, and in his remarks announced that 
218 new menibers had been admitted to 
the association during the year. He 
commended the excellent work of the 
fish and game commissioners during the 
year, and congratulated the members on 
the good work the association had ac- 
complished. 

Secretary E. C. Farrington read his 
annual report and advocated changes 
in the laws for the better protection of 
moose and caribou, 

Treasurer W. Scott Choate of Au- 
gusta reported that the receipts for the 
year were $603.60 and the expenditures 
$286.57, leaving a balance in the treas- 
ury of $317.57. 

Officers were then elected as follows: 
President, Hon. P. O, Vicekry of Au- 
gusta; vice presidents, Hon. C. A. Mars- 
ton, ig eee A. M. Spear, Gardiner: 
Hon. E. C. Burleigh, Augusta; Hon. W. 
M. P. a szewiston; Hon. A. R. Nick- 
erson, Portland; J. H. Kimball, Bath; 
J. H. Stuart, Bangor; directors, P. O. 
Vickery, W. S. Choate, J. F. Hill, J. F. 
Sprague, J. H. Kimball, George H. 
Fisher,’ E. C. Farrington, George G. 
Gifford; F. E. Timberlake; secretary 
and trdasure r, E. C. Farrington. 

Hon. L. T. Carleton of Winthrop 
spoke for the committee on legislation, 
and stated that they would recommend 
to the legislature the repeal of the 
bounty on that the penalty for 
killing moose and caribou in close time 
shall be at least 30 days in jail, and not 
more than 0 days, fines being abolished 
and imprisonment absolute. The moose 
and caribou, he said, are being rapidly 
exierminated, and some measures must 
he taken to save them. ‘ihe committee 
advised that the open time on 
and caribou should be one month from 
Oct. 15 to Novy, 15, and that the keepers 
of hunting camps should be licensed 
and give bonds that they will not vio- 
lete the laws. 

Duck and partridge shooting, the com- 
mittee thought, should begin Sept. 15, 
and residents of the state should not 
be allowed to take carcasses out of the 
state; non-residents should not be al- 
lowed to take a carcass out of Maine, 
unless shot by themselves; visiting 
sportsmen should pay $25 for the privi- 
lege of hunting moose and caribou. 

After the several propositions of the 
committee were discussed the meeting 
voted to recommend all of them to the 
legislature with the exception of the one 
charging visiting sportsmen $25 for a 
license to shoot moose and caribou. 

The asociation voted to ask the leg- 
islature for an appropriation of $75,000 
to carry on the work of propogating and 
protecting the fish and game interests of 
the state.

Catskill was arraigned yester- 
day before Justice Abbott at Wappin- 
ger’s Falls on the charge of prize fight- 
ing. He waived examination and 
furnished $1000 bail to await the action 
of the grand jury. Other arrests are 
likely to follow. 


A Parisian Disturbance. 

Paris, Jan. 6.—There was a meeting in 
the Salle de Rivoli last night to protest 
against the torturing of anarchists in 
the prison in Barcelona, Spain. Violent 
speeches were made, and at their con- 
clusion 500 persons marched to the Span- 
ish embassy in the Boulevard de Cour- 
celles, singing the Carmagnole and “Ca 
Ira,”’ and shouting ‘“‘Conspuez Canovas.” 
The police dispersed the mob and arrest- 
ed several of the members. 


National Monetary Conference, 

Indianapolis, Jan. 6.—It is estimated 
that upward of 500 delegates will attend 
the national monetary conference to be 
held in this city Jan. 12. The executive 
committee has issued an appeal to busi- 
ness men of the city to do everything in 
their power to make the delegates wel- 
come. Ex-Governor Standard of St. 
Louis will, in all probability, be chosen 
temporary chairman to open the conven- 
tion. 


Pacific Cable, 

London, Jan. 6. — The Pacific cable 
eonference will meet within a fortnight 
in order to sign its report, which is al- 
ready agreed upon.

COST OF SEWERS. 


Cuincy Fortunate That It Did Not 
Enter Metropolitan System. 


The report of the Metropolitan Sewerage 
Commissioners just issued shows the ex- 
penditures upon the Neponset valley 
system for the year ending Sept. 30, 1896, 
to have been $200,604 35. This, with the 
amount previously reported, $2,649.95, 
makes $203,254 30 expended to that date. 

The sum of $500,000 was appropriated 
for the work and the commissioners ask 
for an additiona’ appropriation of $300,000. 

Milton will pay 45 per cent. of the cost 
and 16 per cent. of the maintenance. This 
will make ber proportion of the cost, about 
$400,000 and interest, if the work cost 
$800,000. Hyde Park will pay 18 per cent. 
of the cost or about $150,000, and 35 per- 
cent. for maintenance, Dedham will pay 
over $10,000 on the cost and about 20 per 
cent. for maintenance, Boston's propor 
tion of the cost is 23 per cent, and of the 
maintenance 28 per cent.

SENATORIAL CONTESTS 


Lively Opening Sessions of Many 
State Legislatures, 


Republicans Frozen Out In 
Delaware. 


Quay Knocks Wanamaker Out In One Round. 
In Other States. 


Jan. 6.—The Delaware 
legislature was organized yesterday 
amid confusion and turmoil. The seven 
Kent county Republicans, against whose 
contest for seats the court of errors and 
appeals has decided, were denied recog- 
nition, and after fruitless protest the 
Republicans left the hall and organized 
a “rump” house at the Hotel Richard- 
son. There they elected Dr. T. C. Moore 
speaker and Charles Hastings clerk. 
After notifying the senate that they 
were ready to receive any communica- 
tion from that body and receiving no 
reply, the body adjourned to meet next 
Friday. 

The senate was a!so organized by the 
Democrats, Samuel B. Meredith, whose 
seat was in dispute, being permitted to 
vote, while Allee was not. This made 
the vote 5 to 4 in favor of&he Democrats. 
After participating in the vote for tem- 
porary chairman, the Republicans re- 
fused to vote, except in the case of the 
chaplain, when John M. C. Moore voted 
for Rev. T. P. Revell, who was elected. 
Senator Hanby championed the cause of 
the Republicans, but his colleagues re- 
mained mute. 

After adjournment the Republican sen- 
ators held a conference in the state house 
parlor, during which Senators Hanby 
and Allee accused Senator George Fish- 
er Pearce of treachery, and of playing 
into the hands of the Democrats. 
Pearce made no defence. 


PENROSE SUCCEEDS CAMERON. 


Wanamaker Defeated In First Ballot For 
Pennsylvania Senatorship. 

Harrisburg, Jan. 6.—The factional Re- 
publican contest for the succession to the 
seat in the United States senate occu- 
pied by J. Donald Cameron, which has 
kept the people of the state in a fever 
heat for many weeks, was finally set- 
tled last night in the joint party caucus 
of the Republican members of the legis- 
lature, who chose state senator Boies 
Penrose of Philadelphia as the man upon 
whom the honor shall be bestowed. Of 
the 215 Republicans in the legislature, 211 
were present and voting. Of these votes 
Penrose received 133, ex-Postmaster 
General John Wanamaker 75, Senator 
Cameron 1, Congressman John B. Rob- 
inson 1 and Superior Court Judge Chase 
Rice of Wilkesbarre 1. The place has 
been conceded to Philadelphia from the 
start, and the fight was thus narrowed 
down to Wanamaker and Penrose.

Congress Advised to Fix Arbitrary Price For 


Armor For Vessels. 


Washington, Jan. 6.—Secretary Her- 
bert has transmitted to congress his 
reply to a provision in the last naval ap- 
propriation bill directing him to exam- 
ne into the actual cost of armor plate 
‘T ‘uve ar1ojaq sseidguo0d 0} yodel puV 
1897, and to make no contract for armor 
plate for the vessels authorized by that 
act until after the report was made to 
congress. This provision of the bill grew 
out of a heated debate in the house and 
senate, in which the main contention 
was that the government was payng too 
much for armor plates. The report isa 


very important, and in many respects, a | 


sensational document. The present cost 
of armor is $583 per ton. Mr. Herbert's 
conclusion is that the cost of material 
and labor is $198.70, and allowing for the 
cost of maintaining the plant and the 
nickel now furnished by the government 
and 50 per cent profit to the companies, 
the net cost to the government would be 
in round numbers $400 per ton. The 
Carnegie and Bethlehem companies have 
both expressed a desire to sell out their 
plants to the government. 

Secretary Herbert, in his reply to con- 
gress, explains the methods of investiga- 
tion he pursued and the difficulties which 
beset him. Both the Carnegie and Beth- 


lehem companies declined last spring to | 


give the information, on the ground that 


they were not obliged to give to the pub- | 
lic the secrets of their business, a posi- | 


tion to which Mr. Herbert took excep- 
tion on the ground that the government 


bad bound itself not to buy armor plate | 


abroad, and therefore was entitled to 
know whether the prices charged were 
reasonable. 

The Carnegie and Bethlehem com- 
panies made statements of the cost of 
producing armor, which are severely 
criticised by the secretary.

Of Massachusetts New Hampshire and 
Connecticut Lezislatures, 


Clerks, Messengers and Chap- 
lains Selected. 


Organization Completed and Everything Ready 
For Business. 


Boston, Jan. 7.—The Massachusetts 
legislature for 1897 began work at lla. 
m. A large number of spec- 
tators present. The business of 
the morning consisted in the usual ad- 
ministration of the oath of office to the 
new legislators by the acting governor 
in the presence of the executive council, 
after the usual form, and the oprganiza- 
tion of the two houses. There was a 
caucus for nomination of house officers 
beforehand, at which John L. Bates 
was named for speaker, and the much- 
talked-of clerkship contest was decided 
in favor of James W. Kimball of Lynn, 
who had a substantial pnajority over 
George T. Sleeper, the former clerk. 
The inauguration addresses of the in- 
coming presiding officers both made 
Pieas for shorter sessions. 

Every living member of both houses 
Mas present and qualified, 239 in the 
house and 40 in the senate. One of the 
events of the morning was the filing of 
a petition with the clerk of the house 
in which Councillor John H. Sullivan of 
Boston asked that the contested coun 
cillor the recent election be 
counted for him. 

The speaker of the house announced 
as the committee on rules the speaker 
and Messrs. Myers of Cambridge, Jones 
of Melrose, Lowell of Boston, Manches- 
ter of Winchester, Clarke of Wellesley, 
Stone of Springfield, Hayes of Lowell 
and Kenefick of Palmer 

Mr. Whittlesey of Pittsfield announced 
the death of Edward N. Robbins of 
Pittsfield, member-elect from the Fourth 
Berkshire district, and offered an order

Connectient Legislative Offic'als. 

Hartford, Jan. 7.—Both houses of the 
general assembly of 1897 convened hvre 
at 10:20 yesterday. The oath was ad- 
ministered to 236 of the 252 members. 
Representatives Jacobs of Killingly, 
Eldridge of Willington and Gladden of 
Chester of the house of 1896 will hold 
over, owing to the sickness of the mem- 
bers-elect from those towns. Joseph L. 


F'arbour of Hartford was_ elected 
speaker. Other officers of the house 
were elected as follows: Clerk, F. A. 


Scott, Plymouth; assistant clerk, F. E. 
Healy, Windsor Locks; chaplain, Rev. 
W. A. Richard, Hartford. After fixing 
Feb. 4 as the last date for receiving new 
business, the house adjourned until 
afternoon. In the senate these officers 
were elected President pro tempore, 
Senator W. H. Marigold of Bridgeport; 
clerk, Samuel A. Eddy of North Canaan. 

At 2 o'clock both branches of the gen- 
eral assembly reassembled. Lieuten- 
ant Governor Dewell tqok his seat in 
the senate chair and delivered his ad- 
dress. There was some delay in the 
arrival of Governor Cooxe. 

Tha hous? passe! a resc'ution, which 
was offered by Representative Griffin of 
Hartford, which orders the directors of 
the Connecticut reformatory to make 
no further contracts, and to take no fur- 
ther steps on contracts already made, 
until the general assembly has acted 
upon the matter.

Officers of Maine Legislature, 

Augusta, Me., Jan. 7.—The legislative 
caucus for the nomination of state offi- 
cers was held in the house of representa- 
tives at the capital last evening. There 
was an immense crowd present, drawn 
thither by the exciting contest for the 
attorney egeneralship between Hon. 
George M. Seiders of Portland and Hon. 
William T. Haines of Waterville. After 
three ballots, in which Mr. Noble of Lew- 
iston and Mr. Appleton of Bangor also 
figured, Mr. Haines was nominated. 

Other officers nominated were as fol- 
lows: Sesretary of state, Byron Boyd 
of Augusta; state treasurer, F. M. Simp- 
son of Carmel; state assessors, Otis Hay- 
ford of Canton and William C. Marshall 
of Belfast; state printer, Clarence B. 
Burleigh of Augusta; state binder, H. E. 
Smith of Augusta, and seven councillors, 
who have been previously announced. 

The inauguration of Governor Llewel- 
lyn Powers will occur at the hall of rep- 
resentatives this morning at 10 o’clock. 


New Hampshire Legislature of 1897. 

Concord, N. H., Jan. 7.—The 10th bi- 
ennial and 105th regular session of the 
New Hampshire legislature convened 
yesterday afternoon. The roll call 
showed eight of the 357 members-elect of 
the house absent. Governor Busiel ad- 
ministered the official oath to members 
of the senate, and afterward went to the 
cther chamber and qualified the repre- 
sentatives. David R. Pierce of Somers- 
worth was elected temporary presiding 
chairman of the house. A resolution 
presented by James O. Lyford of Con- 
cord that the clerk strike the name of 
Arthur E. Dole from the roll and insert 
that of Samuel F. Patterson, as one of 
the members from ward 6, Concord, was 
adopted without objection. Mr. Lyford 
stated that the certificate was given Mr. 
Dole, but that a subsequent recount 
showed Mr. Patterson to be elected.

WIND AND FIRE. 


Derry Depot Narrowly Escapes Disastrous 
Conflagration. 

Manchester, N. H., Jan. 7.—A special 
from Derry Depot says: Fire has de- 
stroyed the Derryfield shoeshop and a 
2% story dwelling owned by Myron 
Richardson, inflicting a loss of $45,000. 
At one time the town was seriously 
threatened. 

The fire started in the building owned 
by the Derryfield Shoe Factory associa- 
tion, and in a few minutes the whole 
building was enveloped in flames. A 
strong wind carried the blazing embers 
far and wide, and only energetic work 
and the greatest good fortune prevented 
the whole town from being consumed. 

The fire became so threatening that 
a call was sent to Manchester for aid, 
but the fire was controlled and the call 
was countermanded. 

The fire was of rather mysterious 
origin, since there are no fires in the 
building, and the steam is obtained from 
outside. No smoking is allowed in the 
abop. 

The house of slyron Richardson, 
which was close by, was consumed. 

The loss on the factory is complete, 


and is estimated at $40,000. About 200 
hands were employed. The building 
Was owned by local pesple, and was 


built a year ago last October. 


Tonnage Tax on German Vessels. 

Boston, Jan. 7.—The first steamer to 
enter this port subject to the tonnage 
tax, which went into effe¢t on Jan. 1, by 
proclamation of President Cleveland, 
was the Hamburg-American steamer 
Cheruskia, Captain Schlaeker, which ar- 
rived Monday from Hamburg. The tax 
is 6 cents per ton, figured on the net ton- 
nage of the steamer, unti! 30 cents has 
been paid in one year. This, of course, 
would permit the steamer free of this 
tax after her fifth passage in one year. 
The net tonnage of the Cheruskia is 2097, 
making her tax $125.82. By the treaty of 
9 or 10 years ago, this tax on vessels 


from German ports was annulled, on 
condition that the same privilege be 
granted American vessels in German 


rorts. It transpired that though the 
Berlin government was carrying out the 
contract, some of the ports in Germany 
were imposing a tax which amounted to 
the same thing as the tonnage tax, 


Sensational Case at Boston. 

Boston, Jan. 7.—The case of Cham- 
berlain vs. Woodbury, about which so 
much has been printed, came up in 
court here yesterday. Frederick D. 
Chamberlain of Spokane, Wash., is 
suing E. Frank Woodbury and Jose- 
phine C. Woodbury for $25,000 damages, 
alleging that the defendants were the 
cause of alienating his (Chamberlain’s) 
wife's affections. The Wodburys are 
Christian scientists, and Mrs. Cham- 
berlain is a convert to that belief. In 
court Mrs. Chamberlain said the cause 
of estrangement between her husband 
and herself was not her religious be- 
lief, but financial matters were the real 
reason. She paid her husband's bills 
until she tired of the constant drain 
and then left him. He then charged 
the Woodburys with influencing her. 
All the people involved are wealthy and 
hold good positions in society. 


General Walker's Faneral. 

Boston, Jan. 7.—It has been decided, in 
deference to the wishes of the family, 
that the body of General Francis A. 
Walker, the late president of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, will 
not lie in state previous to the funeral 
today. Owing to the fact that Trinity 
church will not hold all who desire to at- 
tend the funeral, delegations will be lim- 
ited in membership. Many bodies with 
which the general was identified, in- 
cluding the Commandery of Massachu- 
setts, Loyal Legion, have adopted ap- 
propriate resolutions on the death, and 
previded for representation at the ser- 
vices. 

Woman's Sad Predicament 

Portland, Me., Jan. 7.—A woman 
named McDermott, 60 years old, was 
found up to her waist in the mud and 
water of Back bay last night. She was 
nearly frozen to death when her cries 
for help were heard by two men, who 
chanced to be passing. When taken to 
the police station it was some hours 
before the woman was brought to con- 
sciousness. How she came in the water 
she either does not know or refuses to 
tell. Foul play is suspected, and the 
police are investigating the matter. 
The woman is in a critical condition, 


Marital Contracts Upheld. 

Boston, Jan. 7.—An important prece- 
dent was established by the full bench 
of the supreme court in the case of Rich- 
ard Polsen vs. Henry Stewart, Jr., 
handed down yesterday, Chief Justice 
Field dissenting. It holds that a court 
of equity here will enforce a covenant 
made by a husband to his wife in another 
state, where they were domiciled, and 
whose laws give her the right to con- 
tract, as if she were unmarried, to sur- 
render all his marital rights in land be- 
longing to her, situated here.

NHE Record of births in any city or town | 
is always more or less unsatisfactory, | 
owing to the fact that the canvasser finds | 
ditfic alty in getting the necessary informa-} 
tion. Names and dates are frequently given 
orrectly. The importance of accuracy 
is Shown in many cases where there is a 
qaestion of descent, or inheritance of prop- | 
erty, or collection of life insurance or pen- 
sions. The City Clerk's copy of the saoont| 
is accepted as c onelusive evidence in a court 
of law. While great pains are taken by this 
office to have the re ord correct, experience 
shows that it is necessary that parents them- 
selves should lend their assistance. In fact | | 
the law requires that parents shall give | 
notice to the City Clerk of the birth of their | 
children, and provides a penalty for neglect 
to give such notice for the space of six} 
months. 

It often happens that only children or 
servants are at home when the canvasser 
makes bis call, and the answers to his ques- 
tions are open to doubt. I therefore request 
all parents in whose households a birth has 
occurred in the year 1856, to place upon a! 
paper or card the required information, and 
keep it in a convenient place until the can- 
vasser appears.

High School a Happy Family 
and Would Remain So. 


There was a very interesting debate at 
the High school on Wednesday, as it was 
one in which the members of the Debating 
society could take an interest, viz: 

“ Resolved, That the Quincy High School 
ought to be divided.” 

The affirmative was given to Miss Gor- 
don, Miss Laing, Miss Martin, Miss Mc- 
Donnell, and Miss Osborne. 

The negative was supported by Miss 
Park, Miss Perry, Mr. Gallagher, Mr. E. 
C. Hewitson, Mr. Lewis, Mr. Litchfield. 

Some of the arguments of the affirmative 
speakers were: The number at the High 
school; inconvenience of location; the 
custom of dividing High schools; the un- 
wieldiness of large numbers; the advan- 
tages of separate High schools for girls and 
for boys; the advantages of separate High 
and Latin schools; the numbers of the 
classes; the fact that the large study room 
will not accommodate the entire school; 
the availability of the old High school 
building; the necessity of building an

The arguments for the negative were 
equally numerous, viz: The fact that 
much larger schools remain undivided ; 
both buildings might prove difficult of ac- 
cess to some; the Newton High school is 
not divided; large schools are not necessa- 
rily unwieldy; the advantages of coeduca- 
tion; pupils preparing for different occu- 
pations gain breadth of mind by being 
educated together; large classes afford 
competition; small schools often show 
poor results; the study room is large 
enough. It would not be wise to have one 
any larger; all high schoo! pupils ought to 
be given equal facilities; an addition may 
be built whenever it may be necessary; a 
division would destroy the unity of the 
school and might bring disaster to the sep- 
arate parts,

for common Latin terms. “The attempt is 
generally successful to only a moderate de- 
gree, so that the result is a mongrel pro- 
nunciation neither Roman, nor English, nor 
Continental. It is generally understood 
among professional c!assical teachers that 
the Roman pronunciation is to be used only 


| in reading the Latin of classica! authors. 


Even when one is translating from the 
works of Cicero, Cw#3ar, Virgil, Ovid, 
Horace, or any other Latin writer, the 


| proper names when transferred to English 


must be given the English pronunciation. 
In fact, these proper names have been 
The terms of anatomy, pbysi- 
ology, and other sciences should be given 
not the Roman but the English pronuncia- 
tion.

‘PROUD OF HIS RECORD. 


| United States Minister Bayard Replies 
to Englishmen’s Eulogies, 


Article Club Banquets Ameri- 
can Ambassador. 


Cardinal Vaughan s Toast to Pecple of United 
States Receives Cheers. 


London, Jan. 7.—United States Am- 
bassador Bayard was given a magnifi- 
cent ovation last night by the Article 
club, the leading commercial organiza- 
tion of England. The members of the 
c'ub represent an aggregate capital of 
£1,500,000,000, and are general agents of 
English foreign colonies, heads of de- 
partments and others interested in the 
commerce of the world. Hotel Cecil 
was the scene of the gathering. 

The Earl of Jersey, who succeeds the 
Farl of Winchelsea as president of the 
club, was chairman, and at the con- 
clusion of the dinner he opened the pro- 
ceedings by making a few remarks in 
eulogy of Mr. Bayard. Then Sir Robert 
G. W. Herbert, agent general in Lon- 
don for Tasmania, toasted the colonies, 
which, he said, were greatly indebted to 
Mr. Bayard for the settlement of certain 
questions tending to the federation of 
the English-speaking peoples. Sir 
Donald Smith, Canadian high com- 
missioner in London, responded with 
warm tributes to Sir Charles Tupper, 
ex-premier of Canada, and Mr. Bayard. 
He said: 

“We have in Canada everything 
which has made the United States what 
it is today.” 

Cardinal Vaughan, archbishop of 
Westminster, proposed the toast to “The 
People of the United States” amid pro- 
longed cheers. He said: 

“The United States and Great Britain 
havc a common mission of civilization, 
and Britons have extended to their 
American cousins the hand of fellow- 
ship.” 

Cardinal Vaughan proceeded with 
words of praise for Mr. Bayard’s tact 
and kindliness in the recent anxious 
period growing out of the Venezuelan 
dispute. The United States, he said, 
had often chosen worthy representa- 
tives in England, but never had a hap- 
pier choice been made than that of Mr. 
Bayard. 

When Mr. Bayard arose to reply to 
this toast he received a tremendous 
ovation from those present. He said: 

*“T have sincerely tried to be faithful 
to my trust. We look upon you as our 
English cousins and you on Canadians 
as our American half-brothers. There 
ig nothing in: the growth of Canada but 
what will awaken pride in a citizen of 
the United States. There is not and 
there ought not to be any just obstruc- 
tion between the United States, Great 
Pritain and Canada. There should be 
no divergence by sharp phrases and in- 
sult that sting longer than injuries.”’ 

Referring in his usual strain to the 
relations between England 
United States, Mr. Bayard closed by 
saying: 

“I have evoked the displeasure of

He 
was visibly affected, and he almost 
broke down once or twice during the 
course of his speech.

CAMBLERS ARRESTED. 


‘Connecticut Authoritles Determined to Stop 
Poolse'ling. 

Stamford, Conn., Jan. 7.—A raid was 
made yesterday afternoon upon the two 
pool rooms located near the depot, and 
the managers, Joseph H. Leslie and Wil- | 
liam Plunkett, with 18 other men, were 
arrested.

FIRST COLORED COUNCILLOR. 


Isaac B. Allen of Boston Declared Elected by 
Legislative Committee. 

Jan. 8.—In spite of every sort 
egal appeal, in the board of election 
the courts, and at last 
the legislature itself, Isaac B. Allen, the 
first colored man ever holding such an 
office, was seated as councillor yesterday 
by the legislature, and will for the cur- 
rent year be one of Governor Wolcott's 
advisors. Allen's margin over Sullivan 
Was SO Small that a recount was at once 
asked for; but while Sullivan's gain was 
over 200 votes, it was not @nough to elect 
him. The courts were appealed to, but 
in vain, and, as a last resort, Mr. Sulli- 
van petitioned the legislature to go be- 
hind the returns and count 340 ballots 
which had been thrown out, and which, 
he claimed, should have been counted for 
him. 

A special committee of both branches 
refused to canvass the votes for council- 
lors until the question of Allen’s election 
had been settled. The imatter was dis- 
cussed, and the committee announced its 
intention of having the bailots produced. 
Later the committee reconsidered the 
matter, and decided that it had not the 
power to go behind the returns, and a 
majority of the committee reported that 
the petitioner have leave to withdraw. 
The Democratic members, however, pre- 
sented a minority report, claiming that 
the matter had been too hastily decided. 

Both branches adopted the majority 
report, and the oaths of office were ad- 
ininistered to Councillor Allen, 

At a subsequent meeting of the council 
the governor appointed Mr. Allen on 
three committees, two of them of con- 
siderable importance e.

WHOLESALE. MURDERER. 


Sam Cooper, a Negro Outlaw, Takes Four 
More Liv.s. 

Maysville, S. C., Jan. 8 —Simon 
Cooper, the negro outlaw who shot and 
killed another negro and wounded sev- 
eral others at Magnolia a few days ago, 
and for whom there is a reward of $100 
offered by the ‘governor, added more 
murders to his record yesterday near 
Magnolia. 

Cooper entered the house of Ben Wil- 
B0n about sunrise and demanded the 
use of Mr. Wilson's buggy, which was 
refused. This human monster then 
picked up an ax and split Mr. Wilson’s 
head open. He attacked Wesley Wil- 
son, the son, and murdered him in a 
like manner. Cooper then murdered 
Mrs. Wesley Wilson with the same 
weapon, after which he struck down a 
negro, who had approached on hearing 
the noise, and left the ax sticking in the 
negro’s head. As soon as the news of 
the shocking tragedy reached Sumter 
the sheriff organized a posse of men, 
chartered a special car and came to 
Maysville, where re-enforcements from 
this town and the surrounding country 
awaited him. Word reached the sheriff 
here that Cooper had been seen within 
two miles of Sumter. The sheriff di- 
vided the volunteers into several posses 
and sent them out in different direc- 
tions, but Cooper was not found. The 
Wilsons were white people of high 
Standing in their community. Ben 
Wilson was about 80 years of age, his 
son, Wesley, about 40, and Mrs. Wesley 
Wilson about 25. Two children have 
been left orphans by the deed of Cooper. 
It is almost impossible for Cooper to 
escape, as the county is being scoured 
in every direction. If captured his fate 
will be a most terrible one.

The letter of ex-Judge Goodridge,

cutta, points out that the means 
adopted by the government of India to 
check the famine are entirely inade- 
quate, declares that thousands of per- 


| Sons are dying from starvation and calls 
| attention to the general apathy on the 
| subject thus far displayed in England. 


The queen some time ago sent a tele- 
| gram to the viceroy of India expressing 
| Sympathy for the sufferers and promis- 
ing that they would be assisted, but 
thus far nothing of consequence has been 
done by the imperial government to 
avert the effects of one of the greatest 
calamities that has ever threatened In- 
dia. 

Comparisons are made in the matter 
between the attitude of Great Britain 
and Russia which do not redound great- 
ly to the credit of England. It is 
known that the czar has several times 
expressed himself as being deeply con- 
cerned in the outcome of the famine, 
and his interest has taken a practical 
tury.

MEMORY OF JACKSON. 


Democrats Gather In Several Places 
to Honor Their Patron. 


Bryan League Banquet at 
Chicago. 


Leading Silverites Including Ex-Candidates 
in Attendance. 


Chicago, Jan. 8. — William Jennings 
Bryan was the guest of honor last night 
at the Jackson day banquet given under 
the auspices of the William J. Bryan 
league at the Tremont House. 

The occasion was the celebration of 
“Jackson Day,” and the silver wing of 
the Democratic party was well repre- 
sented. 

The time for the feast was 8 o'clock, 
and during the hour preceding it Mr. 
Bryan held an informa! reception in the 
parlors of the hotel, at which nearly all 
of the 300 guests invited to the banquet 
called, as well as many others. 

The banquet was the first held by the 
Bryan league, and in point of attendance 
was fully as representative of the entire 
state as any similar affair held in 
years. 

Carter H. Harrison, the first president 
of the league, was at the head of the 
table, and acted as toastmaster, Mr. 
Bryan being seated immediately at his 
right. It was fully midnight when Mr. 
Harrison rapped for order, and in a few 
pleasant, well-chosen words, introduced 
Mr. Bryan. The latter was greeted with 
great applause when he rose to speak 
in response to the toast of “Andrew 
Jackson,” and freqyently throughout 
his address he was tompelled to pause 
while his hearers took time to demon- 
strate their approval of his sentiments. 

Mr. Bryan made a characteristic 
speech, in which he declared the prom- 
ised prosperity, which was to follow Re- 
publican success, has not materialized. 
He reiterated his arguments on free sil- 
yer, and declared that free coinage would 
ultimately triumph. 

Following Mr. Bryan came Governor 
Altgeld, to whom had been assigned 
the subject, “Character and Mission of 
a Minority Party.” Then came R. M. 
Ridgely, late postmaster at Springfield, 
who was. recently removed by 
President Cleveland for “offensive par- 
tisanship.”” He seemed well in touch 
with his subject, for the reason, as he 
alleged, that he had lately “been up 
against it.” 

Governor Altgeld declared that the 
three Democratic conventions preced- 
ing that of 1896 had been dominated 
largely by corporationinterests, and that 
the dominations had practically been 
dominated by the corporations. The 
convention of last year was, he de- 
clared, the first instance where the peo- 
ple had broken away from these in- 
fluences and made a start for them- 
selves. He predicted a brilliant future 
for the silver party, and in closing paid 
an eloquent tribute to Mr. Bryan, who 
had, he said, made the most phenom- 
enai campaign in political history. 

John W. Tomlinson of Alabama was 
the last speaker on the regular list, and 
he delivered an eloquent address upon 
“Memories of Heroic Conduct.” After 
Mr. Tomlinson came a number of local | 
members of the silver Democracy. 


In McKinley's Town. 

Canton, O., Jan. 8.—The Bryan Free 
Silver club of this city held last night 
what Allen O. Myers of Cincinnati, one 
of the speakers, and an Ohio Democrat 
of prominence, termed a post mortem 
over the recent election. It was a ban- 
quet intended to do honor to the memory 
of Jackson. 

Covers were laid for nearly 500 guests. 
The woman's auxiliary to the club as- 
sisted in the arrangements, and many 
women were among the guests. 

Toasts were yesponded to by General 
A. T. Warner of Marietta, Allen O. Myers 
of Cincinnati, Congressman-elect J. J. 
I.ent of Coiumbus, Judge Blandin of 
Cleveland, and others. Letters from 
William J. Bryan, Hon. Richard P. 
Bland, Senator Stewart and J. R. Sov- 
ereign, were read during the celebration. 

Mr. Bryan's letter said: “If we were 
right in the position taken during the 
campaign, we are still right. If our op- 
ponents were wrong during the cam- 
paign, they are still wrong. Post-election 
events only confirm me in the opinion ex- 
pressed during the campaign, that no 
permanent and general prosperity can 
be expected under the gold standard.

It 
deals with the rules which govern vessels 
at sea and on the lakes and rivers. The 
bill as passed is a substitute for the 
house bill, but is essentially the same | 
measure. It provides for shipping com- | 
mission officers, for the shipment and | 
discharge of sailors; fixes 72 cubic feet as | 
the minimum space to be allowed each | 
seamau on a large vessel, and makes | 
minor changes in the regulation of lights, | 
signals, settlement of seamen’'s estates, | 
ete. The bill amending the laws relating 
to American seamen occasioned a long 
and fruitless debate, which led Mr. Per- | 


kins to characterize the talk as a “‘tem- | 
pest in a teapot,” whereat Mr. Hill pro- 
tested against calling the senate a “‘tea- 
pot.” The bill was finally laid aside, and | 
at 5:30 p. m. the senate held a brief exec- 
utive session, and soon adjourned until 
Monday. 

The Pacific railroad funding bill, which 
is considered the most important piece 
of legislation which will come before con- 
gress at this session, came up yester- | 
day in the house under a special order, 
which allows two days for debate under 
the five minute rule, with provision fora 
final vote on Monday next.

Michigan Central Uses a Portable Arsenal 


to Guard Its Train.

tral between Chicago and New York,’’ 
Said a railroad official. ‘‘This car isa 
regular man-of-war on wheels and has 
given great satisfaction. It is attached 
to the express leaving Chicago every 
evening. The ‘guard’ car is lined inside 
with steel, as also are the doors and 
Midway on each side of the car is 
a steel box projecting from the sides 
about six inches und about three feet in 
length and a like width. There are 
portholes in front and on each side, and 
through these a rifle can be operated. A 
man with a repeating rifle can get a 
full sweep of either side of the train, 
front or rear. 

**A like arrangement is built on each 
side of the roof of the car, to reach 
which a platform is built inside. A 
man can stand on the platform and 
shield his head in the steel box and can 
range rifle to bear upon objects 
either on top or along the sides of the 
train. 

**Arranged on racks in 
small arsenul in the way 
arms, and everything 
with the car indicates 
attempt to get into the car they run a 
great risk of being hurt. Had one of 
these cars been attached to the train re- 
cently held up in Blue cut, Messenger 
Frier could, unaided, have given the 
band a warm reception.’’—Chicago 
Record. 


MOON A MILE “AWAY. 
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Wonderful mb iaanersn to Be Shown at Paris 
In 1900. 

One of the many wonders of the great 
Paris exposition of 1900 is to be a tele- 
scope of gigantic power. | We hear from 
Paris that the object lens is to be 51 
inches in diumeter and that the huge 
instrument will bring the moon within 
an apparent distance from us of one 
mile. To accomplish this, however, the 
telescope must embody other new fea- 
tures than merely gigantic size, as re- 
ports from leading astronomical centers 
in the country show. 

For comparison’s sake the diameters 
of the object glusses of the greatest tele- 
scopes in the world are here given: The 
largest in existence is the Lick, whose 
object glass is inches across. The 
second largest is at Pulkowa, Russia, 
with a glass of 30 inches. The third is 
at the University of Virginia, its glass 
being 26 inches. Harvard has the fourth 
largest, with a 24 inch glass, and the 
fifth in size belongs to Princeton col- 
lege. The famous Yerkes telescope glass, 
the latest of the celebrated productions 
at Cambridge, Mass., rated at 40 
inches diameter.

RABIES PROOF DOGS. 


| A Simple Operation Performed by Mr, 

Lawyer's Father With Great Success. 

Mr. E. J. Lawyer, state fire marshal, 
who has been interested in the children 
who were sent to the Pasteur institute 
to be treated for the bite of a mad dog, 
said yesterday: 

**My father, William Lawyer, who is 
an old man, has always been fond of 
dogs, and he has always performed an 
operation ou all the animals he has 
owned to prevent them from having the 
j rabies. He has had but one animal at- 

fected, and in this case he failed to take 
the precaution as he had done with the 
| othee dogs. 

‘*When he was 17 years of age, a Ger- 
man blacksmith, who lived at Hanov er, 
Pa., owned two puppies. He called my 
| father one day and said, ‘William, I 
| will show you something which will al- 

ways be of use to you.’ Taking one of 
| the dogs, the blacksmith placed it in 
|@ boot top, and, opening its mouth, 
| pulled the animal’s tongue out. Then 
| he took asharp knife and made a slit 


}awl and forced out a small worm. 
When he had completed the operation, 
the blacksmith asked father to try his 

| hand on the other animal, which he did. 

The blacksmith then said: “These dogs 

will never have the hydrophobia. If 

they are bitten by a mad dog, their jaws 
| will lock, and they will not be able to 
| Open them.’ ”’ 

The fire marshal said his father had 
taken the precaution to follow the black- 
| Smith’s advice. One of his dogs, which 
had been treated by this process, was 
| bitten by a dog which was mad, and in 
a few days the mouth of Mr. Lawyer’s 
dog became locked and the animal died | 
without inflicting any injury to any | 
one. 

Mr. Lawyer says he would like to 
have some of the medical fraternity ex- 
periment with two dogs, taking the 
worm from the tongue of one and leay- 
| ing it in the tongue of the other, then 
| inoculating both with the virus from a 

dog known to have been affected with 
| the rabies. —Baltimore Sun.

Arbitration Dieta England and 
United States Now Assured, 


Pauncefote aoa Olney Signed 
Treaty Yesterday. 


President C’eveland Sends Message to Senate 
on Subject.

Britain, yesterday affixed their signa- 
tures to a new treaty, by which, for a

Speaking natior “¢ to abide in peace 
and without resort to arms, all possible 
questions of controversy being referred 
to a court of arbitration, with the single 
exception that neither nation surrenders 
its honor vr dignity to the judgment of 
ubitration. Later in the day President 
Cleveland sent the treaty and message, 
earnestly approving it, to the senate. 
The treaty sists of 12 articles, and 
in print would fill about a newspaper 
column. One of the last points to be de- 
cided was that King Oscar Il. of Sweden 
is to act as final arbitrater 
others fail to agree on the 
final member of the court.

It was felt, however, that the momest 
Was an eventful The diplomatic 
bureau had prepared two copies of the 
documents. They were not in any sense 
ornate. The articles of agreement were 
engrossed in a tair hand on the simple 
red margined parchment paper ordina- 
rily used for treaties by the state de- 
partment. These copies were laid upon 
the “s desk, and then occurred 
a very necessary formality. The British 
umbassador produced a formidable look- 
ing document signed by Lord Salisbury 
certifying that he (the ambassador) was 
authorized to sign for the British gov- 
ernment a treaty bearing on the subject 
specified. Secretary Olney replied by 
showIng a letter from President Cleve- 
land delegating to him authority to sign 
the proposed convention. Having thus 
satisfied themselves that everything was 
being conducted in regular order, the 
principles proceeded to the signature of 
the duplicate treaties. Sir Julan 
Pauncefote had the honor of signing 
tirst. Secretary C¥ney immediately 
placed his signature after that of the 
ambassador. This will be known as the 
British copy, and will never leave the 
possession of that government. Taking 
up the other copy, Secretary Olney 
signeditfirst, and Sir Julian signed after 
him. This was the United States copy, 
and likewise will remain in the posses- 
gion of our government. 

After the senate has passed upon It, a 
copy will be made of our original, and 
this will be used in the final exchange of 
ratifications later on. Then both of the 
copies were sealed with red wax. Sec- 
retary Olney impressed his private seal, 
a simple monogram “R. O.,” and Sir 
Julian used his family crest, a lion, and 
the ceremonies were complete. 

The pen used was a simple broad point 
steel stuck in a red and black hard rub- 
ber holder, but it will be treasured by the 
owner, Mr. Blandford. 

The President's Message. 

“T transmit herewith a treaty for the 
arbitration of all matters in difference 
between the United States and Gregt 
Britain. The provisions of the treaty 
are the result of long and patient de- 
Uberation and represent concessions 
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made by each party ror tne sake ofagree- 
ment upon the general scheme. 

“Though the result reached may not 
meet the views of the advocates of im- 
mediate, unlimited and irrevocable ar- 
bitration of all international contro- 
versies, it is, nevertheless, confidently 
believed that the treaty cannot fail to 
be everywhere recognized as making a 
long step in the right direction, and as 
embodying a practical, working plan by 
which disputes between the two coun- 
tries will reach a peaceful adjustment 
as matter of course and in ordinary 
routine. 

“In the Initiation of such an {mportant 
movement it must be expected that some 
of its features will assume a tentative 
character looking to a further advance; 
and yet it is apparent that the treaty 
which has been formulated not only 
makes war between the parties to it a 
remote possibility, but precludes these 
fears and rumors of war, which of them- 
selves too often assume the proportions 
of a national disaster.

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ENCLISHMEN M MASSACRED. 


Peaceful Excedition to to Benin City Totally 
Wiped Out. 
London, Jan. 12.—A dispatch -from 
Eonny, on the upper coast of Guinea, re- 
ports the massacre of all the members of 
&@ peaceable British expedition which left 
the coast about Jan. 1, intending to pro- 
ceed to Benin City, on the Benin river, 
by way of Sapele. 
The expedition consisted of Acting 
Consul Genera! Phillips, Major Copeland 
Crawford, Captain Bolsragon, who was 
the commandant of the force of the Niger 
coast protectorate; Captain Maling, be- 
longing to the same force; Messrs. 
Campbell and Locke, consular officials; 
Dr. Elliott, Messrs Powis and Gordon, 
civilians, and a number of Kroomen and 
native carriers. 
The yacht Ivy, belonging to the British 
consul, has returned to Bonny, and re- 
ports that the members of the entire ex- 
pedition were killed by subjects of the 
King of Benin, which territory is includ- 
ed in the Niger coast protectorate. 
It is stated in the foreign office advices 
that the party was unarmed when it left 
the consulate at Benin, on the west side 
of the Niger, traveling toward the Ada- 
magu country. They were surprised on 
the frontierterritory at Benin City, where 
they were fired upon, surrounded and 
massacred. The object of the mission 
is not yet known. 
Benin City is within the Niger protec- 
torate, and is 60 miles up the river Benin. 
The population is 60,000, and it is gov- 
erned by a priesthood, which is notorious 
for human massacres. Itis thought that 
the massacre is possibly connected with 
the recent escape of the king of the Okrik 
tribe to New Calabar, who was cap- 
tured by the British. 
It is feared that the disaster will have 
a bad effect on the Niger company’s ex- 
pedition, which is about to proceed 
against the Emir of Nupe. 
A telegram from Lagos says that the 
expedition against the Emir of Nupe is 
still waiting at Lokoja. This expedition, 
sent out by the Royal Niger company, 
consists of 500 Hussa troops, six Max- 
ims, 26 mounted European officers and 
900 carriers. It is expected that it will 
march against Foula’s forces at Kabba, 
southwest of the Niger. Sir George Gol- 
die, the governor, has arrived, and will 
accompany the column. The Royal 
Niger company’s flotilla of armed stern- 
wheeled steamers will patrol the Niger 
and cut off the enemy's retreat to Bida, 
their capital. 
The Times, in an editorial, explains 
that the old quarrel between the power- 
ful Emir of Nupe and the Niger company 
Was on account of the emir raiding the 
company’s territory for slaves. The 
Foulas occupying Kabba are 20,600 foot 
and 2000 cavalry. The company have an 
rduous and perilous task.

END OF FUNDING BILL, 


Powers Bill Meets. Decisive Defeat In 
Lower House of Congress, 


Friends of Measure Undecided 
on Next Move. 


Mills Denounces Administration In Speech on 
Cuban Recognition. 


Washington, Jan. 12—A full attend- 
ance in the house yesterday of members 
was evidence of the interest taken in the 
Pacific railroads funding bill, which 
was debated last week. 

The bill provided for the settlement of 
the $112,000,000 of indebtedness of the 
Union Pacific and Central Pacific on the 
basis of an extension of over 80 years at 
2 per cent, witb an annual extinguishing 
payment on the principal at the rate of 
$365,000 for the first 10 years, $580,000 for 
the second 10 years, and $750,000 for the 
remaining years. 

The bill was defeated, which involves 


the probable immediate foreclosure of | 


the government’s lien and the sale of the 
property. 


The friends of the measure who had | 
predicted its passage up to the last mo- | 


ment were surprised by the decisive 
character of theirdefeat. They had been 
led to hope from the votes on the substi- 
tutes that the bill had more than aneven 
chance of passing. The Bell substitute 
provided that if the Union Pacific and 
Central Pacific would clear off the first 
mortgage and advance the government's 


Men the government would extend the | 


indebtedness at 3 per cent. It was de- 
feated, 110 to 158. The Harrison sub- 
stitute providing for a commission to 
negotiate a settlement of the debt was 
rejected by the house by a vote of 55 to 
214. Many of the members were as 
much opposed to these substitutes as to 
the Powers bill. The California and 
middle west members voted almost 
sulidly against them. When the vote 
came on the majn proposition the whole 
opposition swung into line and crushed 
it by an adverse vote of 102 to 168. 
vote was not taken directly on the pas- 
sage of the bill, but on the preliminary 
motion to engross and read the bill a 
third time. 


Bills, the subject of hard contests, are | 


usually brought to a final test before the 
last parliamentary stage is 
The Reilly Pacific funding bill, two years 
ago, was defeated in the same manner 
on the same motion. This is the fourth 
funding bill killed in the house in 10 
years. An analysis of the vote shows 
that 86 Republicans and 16 Democrats 
voted for the bill and 99 Republicans, 58 
Democrats and 6 Populists and 6 inde- 


pendents against it. | 


Mr. Powers, the chairman of the Pa- 


cific railroad committee, entered a mo-} 
tion to recommit the bill after he had | 


recovered from the shock of his defeat, 
saying that the members of the house 
were ali in favor of a settlement, but 
evidently opposed to the principal of the 
measure the committee had brought tn. 
He thought his committee should have 
an opportunity to formulate another bill 
in the hope that it would prove accept- 
able. A point of order was made against 
Mr. Powers’ motion, but, at the sug- 
gestion of the speaker, the point was not 
ruled upon, but will be when the house 
convenes today. 

Mr. Powers says he does not know what | 
will be done, but expresses the opinion | 
that another effort should be made to 
pass an acceptable bill. The opponents 
of the bill, on the other hand, are rejoic- 
ing, and say the vote settles the fate of 
ali schemes to fund the debt at this ses- 
sion. After the bill was disposed of the 
army appropriation bill and sevaral 
other bills were passed. The army bill 
carried $23,126,344, $155,558 less than that 
for the current year.

WEYLER'S BUTCHERIES. 


Continuation of Wanton Murders of Cubans 
of Both Sexes. 


Boston, Jan. 12.—The Cuban-American | 


junta of New England has received news 
from its agent in Cuba of an act of bru- 
tality which it is alleged was perpe- 
trated on a plantation near Cienfugos. 
The plantation was taken by the Spanish 
troops, and as it was known to belong 
to a sympathizer with the Cuban cause 
all those who did not make their es- 
cape were killed. These consisted of an 
old woman of 74, her grandchild of 12 
years and another family by the name 
of Morrina. All of these, the agent 
says, were, by the order of General Wey- 
ler, put into sugar hogsheads and set 
| on fire, and they were burned to death. 
The letter also tells of the destruction 
| ot a body of Spaniards in Trinidad by 
| an American named Taylor, who is with 
General Gomez. The Spaniatds were 
| encamped ona hillside, and a good many 
lof them were in a cave in the hill. In 
the night Taylor succeeded in stealing 
up and throwing a dynamite bomb into 
the cave, killing about 50 of the occu- 
pants.

| In view of the deep interest manifested 
by the people of the United States in Cu- 
ban affairs, it is perhaps proper that it be 
stated that the aid of the American Na- 
tional Red Cross society was officially 
tendered for Cuba by its president a 
month ago, and later Miss Barton offered

Altgeld Shut Out 
Springfield, Ills., Jan. 12.—A sensa- 
tional scene marked the retirement of 
Governor John P. Altgeld. When Alt- 
geld’s successor, Governor John R. Tan- 
ner, had spoken, an effort was made by 
State Senator Mahoney of Chicago to get 
the floor, but the speaker refused to 
recognize him.

THE HOUSEHOLD. 


Why Furniture Grows Shabby, Warps 
and Oracks—A Taking Luncheon 
Scheme—Baskets For Salad. 


The fortnightly polishing of the far- 
niture figured as a prominent item on 
the old fashioned programme of house- 
work, when furniture was valued, per- 
haps, more for its lasting qualities than 
for decorative effect. The very indif- 
ferent treatment which is given at pres- 
ent to almost all articles of this kind, 
especially when they are left altogether 
to the tender mercies of servants, leads 
to the following comments by Standard 
Designer: 

A half hearted dusting, with now and 
then a wiping with a damp cloth, is 
the extent of the efforts of most domes- 
tics, and when scratches, stains and 
breaks occur the article marred is rele- 
gated to the storehouse or auction room, 
| or else left to grow more and more un- 
sightly and shabby until it becomes ut- 
terly useless. ; 
| Furnace and steam heat are to a large 
| degree responsible for the cracking and 
| warping of the lighter kinds of furni- 
| ture, especially bamboo. And to coun- 
| teract the ill effects of the same they 
| should be rubbed regularly with equal 
| parte of linseed oil and turpentine, ap- 
plied with a flannel and then rubbed in 
| with a soft cloth. Bamboo is also im- 
| proved by an occasional wash with cold 
water, but should be thoroughly dried 
afterward. 

Mahogany, rosewood or black walnut 
| should be rubbed with linseed oil or 

crude petroleum, a very little being put 
on at a time and rabbed in thoroughly 
| until the surface shines like a mirror. 
| If the rubbing is done once every two 
| weeks, it is not at all difficult to geta 
| good shine in a short time, but the first 
application may require longer. 

Any of the natural woods that are not 
varnished can be polished in the same 
way, but varnished surfaces should be 

| washed with water in which tea leaves 
| have been steeped for half an hour. 
| This will make them much brighter 
than if washed with soap and water, 
and, unlike the latter, it will not remove 
the gloss. When the varnished furniture 
becomes scratched, the spots should be 
gone over with a camel’s hair brush and 
shellac varnish until they disappear. 
| Nothing should be allowed to touch the 
| places until the application is thorough- 
ly dry. 

If a small splinter of wood is knocked 
off of a bureau or chair, glue it on again 
with a little liquid glue, and if the 
edges show white color them with 
paint to match the rest of the wood. 
| When this is dry, varnish, and the break 
will hardly be perceptible. If the broken 
| piece is large and where it is likley to 
be hit and knocked off again, in addi- 
tion to the glue secure it in position 
with small brads. 

Leather trimmings, which have such 
& persistent way of separating them- 
selves from wood, may be securely re- 
fastened by means of a paste made o 
melted india rubber mixed with shellac 
varnish. The leather itself can be made 
to look almost Jike new by being washed 
| with warm milk. This is especially 
| good for leather seats or lounge cover- 
| ings. 


A Hall Seat. 

A hall seat seems to be what is need- 
| ed in many halls, but every housekeeper 
| cannot afford an old oak or mahogany 
settee or even have one built of pine and 
| Stained to match the woodwork in the 
}room. <An exchange suggests that a 
| plain wooden bench, such as is to be 
found in every house furnishing store, 
| stained to imitate cherry or oak, makes 
a nice looking settee. Make a box cush- 
ion for the top, covering it with sumptu- 
ously colored cretonne, corduroy or some 
inexpensive material, tufting it by tack- 
ing down with covered buttons. Puta 
12 inch flounce upon the cushion, box 
plaiting it on, and you will have a very 
comfortable and pretty hall seat. 


A Taking Luncheon Scheme, 
Picture a luncheon table with a hand- 
|some service in which blue and red 
predominate. See the center of white 
linen, in which the same colors are 
| found among others which compose a 
delightful harmony, the design being 
| floral. A narrow silk fringe borders the

JAILED ON SUSPICION, 


dissolute ey O'Neil Accused of 
Murdering Mrs, McCloud, 


Pleads His Innocence of the 
Crime. 


Believed That Officers Are Keeping Back Im- 
portant Evidence. 


Greenfield, Mass., Jan. 13.—An owl train 
which arrived in this village at 6 o'clock 
yesterday morning, brought State Offi- 
-er Munyan, Deputy Sheriff Snead and 
Officer Wesley Woodward of Shelburne 
Falls, having in custody John O'Neil, Jr., 
23 years of age, who was arrested at an 
tarly nour at his father’s residence in 
Shelburne Falls, Rockland township, on 
the charge of being the murderer of Mrs, 
Hattie McCloud. 

O'Neil was arraigned before Associate 
Justice Danna in the district court, and 
pleaded not guiity. 

From the time of the discovery of the 
murder, the police have been tightening 
the chain of evidence against O'Neil, who 
is said to be addicted to drink and the 
black sheep of an otherwise respectable 
family. What first aroused the officers’ 
suspicion was the fact that late on the 
night of the murder, O'Neil and some 
eompanions tried to purchase a ticket to 
Boston, and to prove that he had money 
waved a ten-doliar bill in the face of the 
ticket agent at the Fitchburg depot. 

State Officer Munyan, Deputy Sheriff 
Smead of Greenfield and Police Officer 
Wesley Woodard of Shelburne Falls en- 
tered the house, which is situated only 
e short distance from the scene of the 


tragedy. The other officers remained 
outside. 

Officer Munyan asked Mrs. O'Neil, “Is 
John in?” and Mrs. O'Neil said, “Yes’ 
what is wanted?” The reply of Mr. Mun- 
yan was: 


“We want to arrest John on the sus- 


picion that he murdered Hattie Mc- 
Leod last Friday night.” 
Mrs. O'Neil simply said, “John is in 


that room,” and pointed to a door. 

The officers at once entered, and O'Neil 
Was seen in his bed, sleeping as sound- 
ly as an innecent child. Sheriff Smead 
aroused O'Neil, and said,“"We want you.” 

The suspected man kicked off the bed 
clothing and bounded to the floor. He 
said, “What do ;ou want?” and was 
told that he was under arrest for the 
murder of Mrs. McCloud. 

O'Neil at once said, “I am innocent: T 
never committed that murder. Who 
said I did it?” 

The general feeling about the town is 
that the officers have some important 
evidence against O'Neil which they have 
not made public. 

While the excitement here is intense 
and the prejudices of the people are 
really against O'Neil, considerable sym- 
pathy is manifested for his father and 
family. 

Just how conclusive the evidence of 
the government is cannot now be stated. 
It is thought, however, that O'Neil saw 
Mrs. McCloud on her way home and fol- 
lowed her. The home of his father is 
only 125 rods from the scene of the 
tragedy. It is thought that if he is the 
guilty man, he did not know his victim 
was dead when he left her, and it is not 
believed he intended to commit murder. 
It may be that he had a companion, and 
itis among the probabilities that another 
arrest will follow. 

G. D. Crittenden has increased the re- 
werd offered for the conviction of the 
murderer of his daughter to $700. The 
state officers are endeavoring to find the 
Fupposed accomplice of O'Neil, and may 
make more arrests. 


In Three Legislatures. 

Boston, Jan. 13.—Both branches of the 
legislature held 15-minute sessions yes- 
terday and adjourned. Several bills 
were introduced in both houses and re- 
ferred without debate. In the house 
Mr. Evans of Cambridge introduced a 
movement for increasing the salary of 
insurance commissioner. Mr. Stone of 
Springfield put in a bill to protect the 
estates of deceased persons from the 
prosecution of fraudulent claims. The 
Sarae gentleman also put in a bill pro- 
viding that the returns relative to legacy 
and collateral taxes heretofore made by 
the judges of probate courts be here- 
after made by the registers in the vari- 
ous counties. Insurance Commissioner 
George S. Merrill has filed his list of

He also recommends slight changes in 
@ number of the acts relating to insur- 
ance agents and companies, 

Augusta, Me., Jan. 13.—Both houses of 
the legislature met yesterday afternoon 
at 4:30 o'clock, and were in session Just 
an hour. President Day of the senate 
and Speaker Larrabee of the house an- 
nounced their committees, and a few re- 
solves were introduced. Governor Pow- 
ers issued a@ communication to both 
houses announcing the death of ex-Gov- 
ernor Davis, and suggested that ap- 
propriate action be taken. It was voted 
that President Day, Sec ‘retary of the 
Senate Dunbar, Speaker Larrabee anda 
committee of 10 from the senate and 
house attend the funeral of the deceased 
executive at Bangor today, in company 
with Governor Powers. The legislature 
then adjourned over today out of re- 
spect for the ex-governor, and will meet 
again tomorrow morning at 10 o'clock. 
During the afternoon Governor Powers 
announced his executive council com- 
mittees. 

Concord, N. H., Jan. 13. — Speaker 
Briggs was absent from the house yes- 
terday, and Mr. Lyford of Concord oc- 
cupied the chair temporarily. The clerk 
was instructed to procure 2000 copies of 
the bsgislative manual. The committee 
on revision of laws was instructed to in- 
vestigate and report what legislation is 
necessary to make more effective the 
secret ballot law. Notices were given of 
bills regulating the charges of tele- 
graph and telephone companies; regu- 
luting the sale of spiritous and malt 
liquors; regulating railroad tariff, and 
prohibiting the manufacture of spirit- 
oux and malt liquors in the state. The 
house occupied the entire afternoon dis- 
cussing the newspaper question, finally 
voting to take 400 copies each of the six 
daily papers in the state. Among the 
bills presented is one providing fora tax 
on bicycles. 


Libel Sait Dismissed 


Boston, Jan. 13.—Charges of criminal 
libel brought against Torrey E. Ward- 


ner, editor of the Boston Traveler, and 
Frederick D. Chamberlain by Mrs. 
Josephine Curtis Woodbury, a well- 


known apostle and teacher of Cnristian 
science, was ruled out of court by Judge 
Dewey yesterday, and the defendants 
were discharged. The action was 
orought by Mrs. Woodbury on account of 
stories published in The Traveler giving 
in detail methods allered to have been 
employed by Mrs. Woodbury in obtain- 
fing pupils in her cult, and reference was 
made to certain homes which had been 
broken up on account of the refusal of 
Mrs. Woodbury’'s disciples to remain in 
ther: unless the other members adopted 
the belief. The principal one of these 
homes mentioned was that of Frederick 
Ip. Chamberlain, the defendant in the 
case with Mr. Wardner. Mr. Cham- 
berlain is a widely known real estate 
dealer, and his wife was one of the lead- 
ing belles in Boston society at the time 
of her marriage several years ago. On 
coming under the influence of Mrs. 
Woodbury, it is alleged, Mrs. Chamber- 
lain refused to remain with her husband, 
and went to live with her teacher, the 
plaintiff in this case. The trial has at- 
tracted considerable attention. 


House Vainters and Decorators, 

Boston, Jan. 13.—The sixth annual 
convention of the Society of Master 
House Painters and Decorators of Mas- 
sachusetts was opened here yesterday, 
with President George H. Brown of Law- 
rence in the chair. The reports of the 
officers showed the organization to bein 
a flourishing condition both numerically 
and financially. F. J. Thayer made an 
interesting address on “Should Not We, 
as a Society, Take Some Steps to Founda 
Trade School in the State?" A paperon 
“The Duty of Local Associations to Affil- 
late with the State Society’ was read by 
William J. Fdwards, bringing out many 
new facts. Charles Wigs#in, a member 
of the Journeymen Painters’ association, 
made a brief address, in which he made 
sugggestions for a closer union between 
the journeymen and master painters’ or- 
ganizations, which, he said, was the only 
Way to protect the industry. 

A Mayflower Society. 

Plymouth, Mass., Jan. 13.—The General 
Society of Mayflower descendants was 
brought into being yesterday in this his- 
toric town by delegates from the various 
societies of Maytower descendants in 
Connecticut, Pennsylvania, New York 
and Massachusetts. They «ame together 
in old Pilgrim hall, and informally dis- 
cussed the project. At noon dinner was 
taken at the Samoset House, and later 
a temporary organization was made, 
which will be more clearly defined today. 


Triennial reunions at Plymouth of the 
descendants are proposed. 
Jack Frost Arrives 
Boston, Jan. 12.—The long spell of 


mild weather extending as far back as 
Christmas was broken last night by a 
Gecided drop in the temperature, and 
slortly after midnight reliable ther- 
mometers registered 7 above zero. The 
change began shortly before sundown, 
when the wind. which for days has been 
from the south and west, hauled to the 
northwest, and for some hours blew a 
gale. At 8 o'clock the temperature had 
dropped to 13, and is now steadily fall- 
jaz, with every prospect of zero being 
reached.

Skowhegan, Me., Jan. 15.—The first 
day's session of the annual meeting of 
Somerset county Pomona Grange was 
held here yesterday. Twelve granges 
were represented. Ella H. Crowell de- 
livered the address of welcome, which 
was responded to by Ellen H. Goodwin.

Shoe Factory For Gardiner. 

Gardiner, Me., Jan. 13.—About 300 busi- 
ness men met at the rooms of the board 
of trade last evening to decide the ques- 
tion of raising $25.000 to build and equip 
a shoe factory, to be leased by the Com- 
monwealth Shoe and Leather com- 
pany of Whitman, Mass. The company 
will employ 400 hands, with a weekly 
payroll of $3000. About $10,000 was 
pledged, and committees were appointed 
to solicit the balance. 


DUEL OF BITTER WORDS 


Sequel to Pacific Railroads Funding 
Bill Fight In House, 


Johnson and Maguire of Cali- 
fornia Antagonists. 


Former Protests Against Bringing Up Skeletons 
of Youth’s Mistakes. 


Washington, Jan. 13.—Yesterday the 
finale of the Pacific railroad funding bill 
fight was enacted on the floor of the 
house. 

Mr. Johnson and Mr. Maguire (Dem., 
Cal.) were the antagonists. Their wordy 
duel grew out of the publication in The 
Record, as a part of Mr. Maguire's re- 
marks, of comments on the former's 
speech of last week, in which he defended 
Mr. Hearst, and without the mention of 
Mr. Johnsoa's name detailed some mat- 
ters in the early life of the latter when 
he resided in Syracus?. Mr. Johnson 
&ot the floor on a question of privilege. 
H2 was at times dramatic. He de- 
nounced Mr. Maguire's attack on him 
as wantou and cowardly, and told the 
story of his indictment 34 years ago in 
New York for forgery, and how he had 
gone out to California to rear a new 
home and make a new name. He de- 
scribed his success and how he had been 
able to pay back every dollar he owed. 
He then explained that all this was an 
cld story in California, where he had al- 
ways avowed it when he ran for office. 
‘Then, with bitter invective. he paid his 
respects to Mr. Maguire and Mr. Cooper 
ot Wisconsin, who last week character- 
ized his attack on Mr. Hearst as 
cowardly. 

In conclusion, he said: ‘‘There is a 
Statute of Ilmitations in every civilized 
nition against crime. Is it right to go 
hack 34 years and unlock the secret 
chambers and bring out the skeletons of 
my past and shake them before the peo- 
ple; to forever throw at a man the fol- 
lies and crimes of his youth? Should 
there not be a statute of limitations 
@cainst this? Oh, may the day come in 
this nation when men will be judged 
solely by their acts in the present, an 
no man or newspaper wiil delve into his 
past and bring sorrow to his wife, his 
children and to the gray hairs he has 
earned in building up a good name.” 

Mr. Johnson received tremendous ap- 
plause at the conclusion of his speech. 

{Grove L. Johnson is one of the best 
known attorneys of the Pacific coast, 
and he stands high with the bench and 
bar of that section. He has conducte¢ 
many leading cases during the past 20 
}ears, and has always been looked upon 
as an honest man. He is one of the 
principal attorneys for the Southern 
Pacific. Mr. Maguire of California is 
equally prominent, and is known as the 
nemesis of C. P. Huntington.) 

Mr. Maguire replied to Mr. Johnson in 
@ sarcastic vein. He told how he had 
attempted to secure time in which to 
reply to Mr. Johnson during the debate, 
and had been unable to do so, and how 
he had pri:ted his defense as a man un- 
able tc secure a hearing for himself. He 
sneered at Mr. Johnson for whining be- 
cause his attack went home, and said he 
should have thought of the grief and 
auguish he was bringing to another be- 
fore he assailed Mr. Hearst. 

Mr. Pool of New York, who represents 

‘ the Syracuse district, made a brief state- 
ment in vindication of Mr. Johnson. 
His motion to expunge Mr. Maguire's 
remarks from the records was adopted 
after Mr. McMillan had ineffectually 
attempted to delay action, but a similar 
motion to expunge Mr. Johnson's re- 
marks about Mr. Hearst was defeated, 

+ 82 to 94. This incident overshadowed 
interest in the house proceedings. Just 
before adjournment, however, Speaker 
Reed announced the committee appoint- 
ments made vacant by the deatk of ex- 
Speaker Crisp, which had caused so 
much speculation. Mr. Bailey of Texas 
was appointed to the vacancy in the sub- 
committee and Mr. Boatner of Louisiana 
to that on ways and means. Early in 
the day the speaker sustained the point 
of order against the motion to recommit 
the Pacific funding bill. 

Some lively political sparring marked 
the later hours of the senate session yes- 
terday. The free homestead bill was 
under discussion, and Mr. Allen found in 
it opportunity for questioning Mr. Vilas 
of Wisconsin concerning the party dif 
ferences of last fall. It brought out 
much difference of opinion as to whether 
the Democratic platform was made at 
Chicago or at Indianapolis. Mr. Vilas 
declared that there was almost nothing 
in the Chicago platform not inimical to 
the interests of the government. He 
insisted that the Indianapolis platform 
was founded throughout on Democracy. 
Mr. Allen characterized the Indianapolis 
platform as a ‘rump affair." The con- 
troversy became very lively and took 
a wide range 

The homestead bill was further de- 
bated, but a vote was not reached. Mr. 
Vilas attacked it as a measure giving 
away $35,090.000 of government money. 
Mr. Nelson (itep., Minn.), Mr. Allen and 
Mr. Peffer (Pop., Kan.) spoke for the bill. 
Mr. Hill (Dem., N. Y.), who has not often 
addressed the senate of late, spoke in 
favor of a law fixing four years as the 
term of fourth-class postmasters, 

Mr. Nelson (Rep.. Minn.) supported the 
bill as a just extension of the govern- 
ment policy of giving free homesteads 
to actual settlers. It was as necessary 
to aid the settlers as those who enjoyed 
the benefits of a protective tariff, and 
those who were benefitted by river and 
harbor improvements. It was not time 
for the senate to adopt a picayunish 
policy toward the strygsling: settlers,

London, Jan.

TO ASSIST CONGRESS. 


Business Men Meet at Indianapolis to 
Consider Financial Conditions, 


Nearly Three Hundred Dele- 
gates In Attendance. 


Some Suggestions Contained In Speeches by 
Prominent Men. 


Indianapolis, Jan. 13.—Shortly after 
8 o'clock yesterday afternoon H. H. 
Ha@nna called the national monetary 
conference to order in Tomlinson’s hall. 

At that time there was seated in the 
auditorium over 300 delegates, repre- 
senting business interests that run upin 
value into the hundreds 2f millions. It 
was a fine looking body of men, whose 
object is to attempt a reform of the gov- 
ernment’s currency system. 

In taking the chair, Mr. Stannard said: 

I desire to thank you for the honor 
you have conferred upon me by this call 
to preside over the temporary delibera- 
tions of this convention. 

Early in December, at the instance of 
the board of trade and the business men 
of Indianapolis, a preliminary monetary 
conference was called to meet here, con- 
sisting of representatives of commercial 
organizations of some of the central 
western states, and that conference was 
composed of some 50 business men. 

After a thorough and rather compre- 
hensive discussion of matters under 
consideration it was resolved to invite 
the commervial organizations of the 
United States to send delegates to a 
convention to be held in this city to- 
day, to consider matters of importance 
pertaining especially to the financial 
policy of our government. Pursuant to 
this action you have here assembled, and 
1 congratulate you and the country upon 
the assemblage of this convention of 
business men to consider matters of so 


| great importance to the country. 


It is not my purpose on this occasion 
to suggest any given line of policy to be 
pursued in remedying the evils of which 
complaint has been made, or that may be 
suggested here or hereafter. But I may 
mention—to my mind—some of the most 
glaring defects in our financial system. 
In this .connection it is safe for me to 
say that the stability, vrosperity and 
safety of our commercial, manufactur- 
ing, banking and agricultural opera- 
tions depend upon a safe, comprehensive 
and stable financial policy for our gov- 
ernment—a pelicy that may be relied on 
to last from one year to another, and 
from one political administration to an- 
other, and to be taken, as far as possible, 


} out of the realm of politics. 


The speaker reviewed the financial 
policy of our government, which, he 
said, was adopted during the war, when 
there were greatemergencies. The peo- 
ple want treasury notes retired, as they 
are a menace to the credit of the govern- 
ment. National banks should be al- 
lowed to issue notes up to the par value 
of their bonds. He commended the na- 
tional banking system, and said in con- 
clusion: 

I am sure the banker, ...erchant, pro- 
fessional man, manufacturer, farmer, 
miner, artisan, mechanic and laborer al! 
have a community of interest in the 
cause we are here to promote. In the 
language of Benjamin Franklin, “We 
must all hang#together or hang separ- 
ate.” The country cannot permanently 
prosper if any of the essential! interests 
are neglected or sacrificed. All legisla- 
tion should be for the “greatest good of 
the greatest number.” 

The chairman then announced his se- 
lection for the several committees. 

After these committees retired there 
were calls for a speech from Charles S. 
Fairchild. In opening, he said: 

For the first time in the history of gov- 
ernments, a great scientific financial 
question was submitted to the people for 
popular consideration in our last elec- 
tion. It was a great test; it was a great 
test of our institutions, not alone in the 
way in which it was decided, because we 
consider the adoption practically of a 
tool with which to conduct our business. 
Other men, at other times in our history, 
have considered similar questions, men 
differing as widely as possible in their 
political views. And yet, to them, there 
never entered an idea that party section, 
race, nationality, or worldly condition 
was involved. 

After dwelling upon the defects of the 
present monetary system, Mr. Fair- 
child concluded with these words: 

I tell you, before the work of this con- 
vention is finally concluded, the business 
world, not only of the United States. but 
of all the world, will be looking at icand 
its result, and I tell you, gentlemen, if it 
shall demonstrate (as God grant that it 
may not) that there is within this body 
not sufficient wisdom to arrive at some- 
thing wise and conclusive, or if, having 
s0 come to a conclusion among your- 
selves, it is demonstrated that you are so 
far removed in influence from the law- 
making power that no results come from 
it, I tell you, gentlemen, you may tremble 
for the business and political future of 
your country. (Applause.) 

John P. Irish of California was next 
called. Among other things, he said: It 
is your business to sugggest to the law- 
makers the way out of the difficulty, to 
put simplicity instead of complexity, to 
conform that system to the law of 
finance. Iam aware that we have many 
wise men who join us in the accomplish- 
ing of financial reform in this country, 
and who believe, perhaps conscientious- 
ly, that the way tostrengthen the super- 
structure is to weaken the foundation. 

The chairman then called for the re- 
port of the committee on credentials, 
There were no contests. The total num- 
ber of delegates whose names have so far 
been reported is 270. 

Hon. J. H. Walker, chairman of the 
house committee on banking and cur- 
rency, said in part: 

The practical question for this conven- 
tion to consider is what ouglit to be done 
to correct the evils made clearly mani- 
fest. I answer, we ought not to be sat- 
isfied with anything that does not re- 
lieve the treasury of the United States 
absolutely and forever from any re- 
sponsibility for the “current redemp- 
tion” of any form of paper money, and 
that at once. We must banish bonds 
from any connection with the monetary 
System. Bankers must be allowed to 
manage the banking business of the 
country, as the tarmer does the business 
of farming; the woolen men the woolen 
business, and as every other business is 
managed, and independently of the gOv- 
ernment, other than in the supervision 
of banks, as now. The national bank act 
must be made as liberal as it is possible 
to make it, consistent with safe bank- 
ing. No substantial relief can come in 


| any other way than this. 


The question over and above what 
ought to be done is what can be done 
under existing circumstances, and the 
answer to that, to my mind, is entirely 
clear. Nothing, absolutely nothing, until 
the business men and farmers are all 
worxers, interested in a sound currency— 
in the prosperity of the country—bring 
@ pressure to bear upon congress that 
will compel a thorough reformation of 
the whole system.

DYING BY MILLIONS. 


Famine Sufferers In India Perishing by 
the Wayside. 

London Jan. 13.—Lord George Hamil- 
ton, secretary of state for the Indian de- 
partment, has sent to the lord mayor the 
statement upon which the appeal for 
subscriptions for the relief of the famine 
sufferers in India was based. 

He says that districts witha popula- 
tion of 37,000,000 will be sufferers from 
famine until the end of March, and that 
it may continue in some parts until the 
end of June. In other districts, having @ 
population of 44,000,000,distress may deep- 
en with famine for a shorter or longer 
period, while 6,000,000 in the native state 
may be victims of famine. The density 
of the famished population varies from 
902 per square mile in Mozatferpore and 
Bengal to 122 per square mile in Bhala- 
gat and the central provinces. 

There were 1,200,000 people on the relief 
work at the beginning of January, and 
this number will reach 2,000,000, and may 
exceed 3,000,000. 

It is estimated that the famine will 
cost the Indian treasury at least £4,000,- 
000 to £6,000,000. 

Cablegrams from Calcutia state that 
the distress * pidly deepening, espe- 
cially the Bundelpund districts, 
where half the population needs relief. 

The Mansion house relief fund amount- 
ed to nearly £30,000 last night, including 
a donation of £250 by the Prince of 
Wales and the donation by the queen of 
£500, which has already been chronicled. 

The Daily Mail’s correspondent re- 
ports that in all quarters tne famine is 
daily becoming more severe and wide- 
spread. Heartrending scenes are re- 
ported from the interior. At Jubbulpore 
men and women reduced to living skel- 
etons are lying at the roadsides. It is 
believed that relief will cost the govern- 
ment £5,000,000. There are terrible 
scenes at the burial grounds of the Mo- 
hammedans, which are much over- 
crowded, and where the bodies of plague 
stricken victims recent!y interred are 
dug up to make room for fresh arrivals. 
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Sherman For Secretary of State, 

Cleveland, Jan. 13.—General Charles 
H. Grosvenor came to Cleveland last 
evening from Canton, spent a few hours 
in conference with Chairman Hanna 
and .deparited for Washington at mid- 
night. General Grosvenor says that he 
did not go to Canton to discuss the tariff 
question with Mr. McKinley. “I did 
talk with him about the cabinet situa- 
tion. Senator Sherman is to be the next 
secretary of state. He practically told 
me that himself the other day. I want 
to say also that Senator Sherman’s ap- 
pointment to the state department Is 
not contingent on the appointment of 
Mr. Sherman's successor in the senafe. 
That does not enter into it.” Speaking 
further, General Grosvenor said that 
Senator Allison was not asked to take 
the state portfolio: that he was offered 
the treasury portfolio and declined it. 
Mr. Grosvenor said that Congressman 
Dingley was out of the question in con- 
nection with the treasury department, 
because of his health. 
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Promoters Exonrrated 

New York, Jan. 13.—Tom O'Rourke, 
the manager of the Broadway Athletic 
club; Dick Roche, the club referee, and 
George Justus, who met young Duffy in 
the boxing bout which proved fatal to the 
latter, have been exonerated from all 
blame. O'Rourke, Roche and Justus 
were arrested immediately after the 
bout which resulted in Duffy's death 
and held in $2000 baileach. The coroner’s 
jury exonerated them, and yesterday 
they were discharged from custody by 
Magistrate Flammer. 


International Quarantine Abolished, 

Ottawa, Jan. 13.—The dominion cabi- 
net has passed an order in council adopt- 
ing the agreement which was entered 
into by Hon. Sydney Fisher and the au- 
thorities at Washington on the question 
of quarantine. Asa result of this agree- 
ment international quarantine will be 
abolished between Canada and the 
United States, and rigid inspection put 
in force between each country. Quaran- 
tine against other countries will remain. 


Lightweights Fight a Draw. 

New York, Jan. 13.—The 25-round bout 
between Solly Smith of Los Angeles and 
Tommy White of Chicago, which took 
place at the Bohemian Sporting club here 
last night, resulted in a draw. The boys 
weighed in at 122 pounds, and they put 
up one of the fastest contests that has 
ever been seen in this vicinity. White 
had the advantage in height, but Solly 
counteracted this by his wonderfully 


Buffalo, Jan. 13.—The celebration of the 
advent of transmission of electric power 
into Buffalo took place last evening in 
the spacious banquet hall of the Ellicott 
club. It took the form of a banquet, at- 
tended by about 300 gentlemen, half a 
hundred of whom were distinguisheé 
guests from out of town. With the ex- 
ception of Thomas A. Edison, practically 
ail the famous electricians of the country 
were present.

St. Louis, Jan. 13.—General Jacob §. 
Coxy yesterday called to order the con- 
ference of reformers who met pursuant 
to a call issued by the commonweal lead- 
er, for the purpose of forming a new or- 
ganization to take the place of the Peo- 
ple’s party, which he declared is dead. 
There were 23 middle-of-the-roaders 
present, most of them being local lights. 

Mrs, Livermore Re-Elected. 

Eoston, Jan. 13.—The annual meeting 
of the Massachusetts Woman's Suffrage 
association was held in Park Street 
church here yesterday afternoon. The 
report of the treasurer, Francis J. Garri- 
son, showed receipts of $4349 and ex- 
fpenses $2940. Mrs. Mary A. Livermore, 
who was absent on account of sic kness 
was re-elected president: Henry B. 
Blackwell, corresponding secretary: 
Francis J. Carrison, treasurer, and Mrs 
O, Augusta Cheney, clerk. 


Nurse Confessed. 

Yokohama, Jan. 13.—The trial of Mrs. 
Walter Carew, who was charged with 
poisoning her busband, has been brought 
to a dramatic close by the appearance 
and confession in court of Miss Mary 
Jacob, the governess of the family, 
who, it now seems, was the murderess, 
and the person who wove the chain of 
evidence around the widow which nearly 
led to her conviction.

THE SPORTING WORLD. 
It is said that the main reason why 
pacers last longer on the turf than trot- 
ters is that the ‘‘side wheelers’’ carry 
less weight on their feet. A trotter that 
must carry, a8 many of them do, front 
shoes weighing 10 or 12 ounces and 
sometimes a 4 or 6 ounce toe weight 
pesides, cannot but sabmit the tendons, 
muscles and ligaments of his legs to an 
enormous strain. The concussion when 
the feet of a trotter so shod strikes the 
ground, when going faster than a 2:10 
gait, is terrific, and it is hardly to be 
wondered at that so many of the crack 
trotters retire in a crippled condition 
early in life. The pacing gait, unlike 
the trotting gait, is as a rule developed 
to its limit without loading the horse 
down with heavy shoes or weights. 
Joe Patchen, 2:08, the largest of the 
fast pacers, wears shoes in front weigh- 
ing only 4!4 ounces. His shoes are plain 
bar shoes, having neither heel nor toe 
calks. Robert J, 2:011¢, wears the same 
style of shoe, and it is of exactly the 
same weight. John R. Gentry, 2:003¢, 
wears & plain bar shoe weighing a trifle 
less than 5 ounces, while the shoe 
worn by Star Pointer, although of the 
same style, weighs 534 ounces. Frank 
Agan, 2:083;, is the only one of the 
pacing cracks of 1896 that did not wear 
bar shoes. His shoes are of the ordinary 
shape, having heel calks running length- 
wise of the web and a toe calk extend- 
ing clear around the toe, following the 
shape of the web.—Exchange. 


Why Weston Failed. 
Weston, the veteran walker who re- 
cently attempted to cover 112 miles in 
24 hours, explains his failure as follows: 
‘‘In starting out on such a schedule I 
made one serious mistake. While I be- 
lieved, and still believe, that the muscle 
and constitution which carried me 
through a quarter of a century ago can 
even now tide me over such a task as I 
tried I failed to make allowance for the 
sleep needed by a man of my years. 
Had I split the schedule at 60 or 70 
miles and taken a nap I feel] confident 
that I would have got well over the 
mark I set out to reach. As it was, I 
counted too much on youthful precedent 
and paid the penalty. The rapidity with 
which I revived when I was ultimately 
forced to seek rest shows that my recu- 
perative powers are still unimpaired. 
Why, when I returned to the path for 
what proved to be a hopeless effort to 
make up Jost ground, I felt almost as 
frisky and full of going as when I went 
after the Astley belt.’’—New York Sun.

NHE Record of births in any city or town 
is always more or less unsatisfactory, 
owing to the fact that the canvasser tinds 
difficulty in getting the necessary informa- 


tion. Names and dates are frequently given 
incorrectly. The importance of accuracy 
is shown in many cases where there is a 
question of descent, or inheritance of prop 
erty, or collection of life insurance or pen- 
siops. The City Clerk’s copy of the record 
is accepted as con ’lusive evidence in a court 
of law. While great pains are taken by this 
ottice to have the record correct, experience 
shows that it is necessary that parents them- 
selves should lend their assistance. In fact 
the law requires that parents shall give 
notice to the City Clerk of the birth of their 
children, and provides a penalty for neglect 
to give such unotice for the space of six 
months. 

It often happens that only children or 
servants are at hume when the canvasser 
makes his call, and the answers to his ques- 
tions are open to doubt. I therefore request 
all parents in whose ' ouseholds a birth has 
occurred in the year 15‘, to place upon a 
paper or card the required information, and 
keep it in a convenient place until the can- 
vasser appears. 

The canvass will be commenced on Jan. 1, 
1897.

tiated by Secretary Olney and Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, and some speculation as to 
its ratification. 

A member of the committee on foreign 
relations stated that the subject was so 
vast that it was necessary to give the 
niatter very close consideration before 
any action should be taken, and that in 
the examination of it there were possi- 
bilities not known which might cause a 
man to change his mind many times. He 
said that until he could give the matter 
such attention as the subject demanded, 
he could not be quoted onthe matter. He 
said that one phase might be instanced. 
At present there might not be anything 
in view to arbitrate, yet after general 
arbitration had been agreed upon, any 
number of cases might be presented by 
one of the parties, and numerous claims 
which were previously unheard of might 
be brought forward. The unknown quan- 
tities might be a serious objection to 
making any definite agreement. 

Senator White of California says that 
he will support the treaty, if at all, be- 
cause it is for a short period, and is large- 
ly experimental. It might be that the 
experiment would prove successful, but 
he feared that in every contention that 
would arise some new principle might 
&rise which it might not be good policy 
to submit to the tribunal proposed in the 
treaty. He said some question relating 
to the Monroe doctrine might arise, and 
tuat question the United States would 
not care to submit to arbitration. An- 
other case instanced by a senator who 
has given the subject some thought was 
Cuba. Under certain conditions the 
United States might aesire to take action 
regarding the situation, and assert the 
Monroe doctrine. The European powers, 
Great Britain included, might dispute 
the right of the Unted States, under the 
Monroe or any other doctrine, to inter- 
fere, and the matter, so far as Great 
Britain is concerned, must go to arbitra- 
tion. Reference was also made to the 
Monroe doctrine resolutions now pend- 
ing in the senate, in which the declara- 
tion was made that the United States re- 
served the right to decide when the doe- 
trine applied. 

The discussion yesterday indicated 
that the treaty would require long con- 
sideration, end the opinion was ex- 
pressed that it might be ratified through 
interference of peace societies and kin- 
dred associations, who feel that suche 
treaty might prevent war in the future. 

Secretary Olney was turned down by 
the senate in executive session yester- 
day in his effort to have the vote on the 

@xtradition treaties between this country 

snd the Orange Free State and the Ar- 

entine Republie reconsidered for the 
purpose of withdrawing the gsenate’s 
amendmends. He was beaten at every 
point. At the conclusion of a two hours’ 
session the senate resolved to stand by 
its original decision not to accept the 
treaties without amendment protecting 
American citizens. 


Congressional Proceedings 

Washington, Jan. 14.—The opening 
session of the senate yesterday was 
inuch curtailed by an executive session, 
lasting two hours. After this the bal- 
ance of the day was given to Mr. Bacon 
of Georgia in a speech upholding the 
power of congress to recognize new gov- 
ernments. The senator insisted that the 
arrogant assertion of one man power 
threatened to make the presidential 
power greater than that exerted by any 
monarch. An agreement was reached 
for a vote on the free homestead bill at 
4p. m. today. 

After a very dull day devoted to pass- 
ing bills of minor importance the house 
plunged into a warm controversy over 
a bill to make 
imitations of dairy products subject to 
luws of the states into which they are 
transported. The author of the bill, Mr. 
Grout of Vermont, led the first fight for 
it, and it was opposed by the Democrats 
and several Republicans, chiefly on the 
ground that it would give the states 
power to prohibit the use of such prod- 
ucts. The house got into a parliamen- 
tary struggle over the measure on ac- 
count of the determination of Mr. Can- 
non of Illinois to secure more time for 
its consideration, and adjourned, leav- 
ing itunfinished. One of the senate bills 
passed was to withdraw from the su- 
preme court criminal cases other than 
capital, and leave jurisdiction over them 
to the courts of appeals. 


Agriement With Spain. 

New York, Jan. 14.—A special to The 
World from Washington says: The 
agreement between the United States 
and Spain regarding the terms to be 
granted to the Cuban insurgents was 
practically concluded yesterday. It is 
neither a treaty nor a diplomatic memo. 
It is a compact or agreement between the 
United States and Spain upon the terms 
that Spain is willing to grant the in- 
surgents. There are to be three parties 
to the agreement. The United States 
do not act as representatives of the in- 
surgents. There are still some minor 
details to be arranged, and these may 
occupy at least 10 days more. By the 
end of January, however, the terms will 
be complete. They will then be laid be- 
fore congress in a special message from 
President Cleveland. Simultaneously 
they will be promulgated in Madrid and 
in Havana. 


Reanion of Army of Potomac, 

New York, Jan. 14.—Major C. A. Wood- 
ruff, U. S. A., now at Governor's island, 
end Dr. Rossiter W. Raymond, formerly 
of General Frémont’'s staff, have been 
chosen respectively orator and poet for 
the 28th annual reunion of the Society of 
the Army of the Potomac, which will be 
held at Troy in the latter part of August. 


Railroad Sold. 

Rome, Ga., Jan. 14.—The Chattanooga, 
Rome and Columbus railroad was sold 
here yesterday by order of the United 
States circuit court. The road was 
bought by Simon Borg & Co. of New 
York, agents and attorneys for the bond- 
holders. The price _paid was $500,000. 


Temporarily y Succeeds ‘President Walker. 

Boston, Jan. 14.—At the meeting of 
the faculty of the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology, held yesterday after- 
noon in the Ruger building, Professor 
James M. Craft of the chemistry depart- 
ment was elected chairman of the fac- 
ulty pro tem.

CAPTAIN TAYLOR’S SUICIDE. 


self Through Head. 

Boston, Jan. 14.—The Merchants and 
Miners’ Transportation company steam- 
er Howard, which left here at 3 o'clock 
Tuesday afternoon for Norfolk and 
Raltimore, returned to her berth at Bat- 
tery wharf at 11 o'clock yesterday with 
colors at half-mast on account of the 
suicide of Captain John C. Taylor of the 
vessel by shooting. 

Captain Taylor had just come off his 
watch and entered his room leading off 
the cabin, at about midnight, when sud- 
denly a sharp report of a ievolver was 
heard, and several of the officers and 
passengers on hastening to the captain’s 
room, found that he had shot himself 
through the head. The wounded man 
died a few moments later. 

The deceased was about 53 years of 
ege, and had been connected with this 
company for abolt 30 years. He leavesa 
wife and grown up daughter, who reside 
at the Hotel Warren in Roxbury. The 
only reason known for Captain Taylor's 
act is that he was greatly worried over 
an accident which occurred on his last 
trip from this port to Baltimore, near 
Fort Carroll, in the Patapsco river,when 
the Howard collided with and sunk the 
tugboat Job T. Wilson of Richmond, and 
the engineer of the tug, James Saunders, 
and the steward, Charles C. Campbell, 
were drowned. This was Captain Tay- 
lor’s first accident in his 30 years’ experi- 
ence when a loss of life resulted. Theac- 
cident was due to a confusion of signals, 
but it has been noticed that Captain 
Taylor has appeared much depressed 
since the collision. 

The Howard was off Gay Head in Vine- 
yard sound when Captain Taylor took 
his life, and Chief Officer John Monte- 
lesh, who was then on watch, put the 
ship about and returned to Boston, 

At noon Captain Bragdon of the harbor 
police, accompanied by the medical ex- 
aminer, visited the steamer and viewed 
the remains. The vessel resumed her 
passage later in the day in charge of 
Mate Montelesh. 

The officials of the Merchants and 
Miners’ Transportation company of 
Baltimore, to which line the Howard be- 
longs, state that they made a careful in- 
vestigation into the circumstances sur- 
rounding the sinking of the tug Wilson, 
end that Captain Taylor and his crew 
were exonerated from all blame in the 
inatter

THE ARLINGTON PLAN. 


The Agsessment for Frontage Fixed 
by a Special Act. 


The act relative to the construction of 
a system of sewerage for the town of 
Arlington is among the most recent legis- 
lation, being an Act of 1896. Section 5 
which relates to assessments reads: 

Section 5. The owners of estates bene- 
fited and abuting on streets or ways, public 
or private, in which sewers have been laid 
or shal! hereafter be laid, under said votes 
or under the provisions of this act,shall pay 
to said town towards defraying the cost of 
such sewer, systems of sewerage and sewage 
disposal an assessment or charge as 
follows: Twenty-eight cents per running 
foot frontage on the street or way on which 
a sewer is constructed, and fifty-two one- 
hundredths of a cent per square foot area 
within a depth of one hundred feet from 
the line of such street or way, the area of 
corner lots being measured to tke line bi- 
secting the angle formed by the streets; 
but no estate shall be deemed benefited un- 
less or until a sewer is constructed into 
which it can be drained. The remainder 
of the cost of said system or systems shal! 
be borne by the’ town. No particular or 
other sewer from any estate or part of an 
estate, not already assessed or not liable to 
assessment or charge, as provided above, 
shall be entered into a common sewer, 
except upon the payment of such an assess- 
ment or charge, and upon such other terms 
and conditions as the board of sewer com- 
missioners shal! fix and determine.

is always more or less unsatisfactory, 
owing to the fact that the canvasser finds 
ditticulty in getting the necessary informa- 
tion. Names and dates are frequently given 
incorrectly. The importance of accuracy 


is shown in many cases where there is a} 


question of descent, or inheritance of prop- 
erty, or collection of life insurance or pen- 
sions. The City Clerk’s copy of the record 
is accepted as conclusive evidence in a court 
ofiaw. While great pains are taken by this 
office to have the record correct, experience 
shows that it is necessary that parents them- 
selves should lend their assistance. In fact 
the law requires that parents shall give 
notice to the City Clerk of the birth of their 
children, and provides a penalty for neglect 


to give such notice for the space of six 
months. 
It often happens that only children or 


servants are at home when the canvasser 
makes his call, and the answers to his ques- 
tions are open to doubt. I therefore request 
all parents in whose bouseholds a birth has 
occurred in the year 18%, to place upon a 
paper or card the required information, and 
keep it in a convenient place until the can- 
vasser appears.

Indianapolis, Jan. 14.—Congressman 
Walker of the house banking commit- 
tee ran afoul of the delegates to the 
monetary conference yesterday, and a 
hot debate resulted. The difficulty arose 
over the adoption of the report of the 
committee on resolutions. Immediately 
after the morning opening Congressman 
Tl’owler, Walker’s associate on the house 
banking committee, made a report, 
which started the ball rolling. Hesaid: 
“There are three ways of escaping na- 
tional bankruptcy at some time if the 
present plan is to be continued: 

1—We could assume full functions of 
banking, a step which is altogether out 
of the question. 

2—We can tax the people when the 
emergency arises, which must prove, as 
it always has, a most expensive and 
burdensome policy, and one to which 
the people will not long submit. 

38—The retirement of the demand ob- 
ligations of the government, a policy 

| that is clearly demanded by our own 
experiences and approved by that of all 
of the rest ofthe world. Thisis theonly 
| practical solution, and it is our only 
remedy.

Article III—All rules and by-laws of 
the commission and all its proceedin s 
shall be directed toward the accomplisn: 
ments of the subjects of its creation 
which is to make a thorough investiga- 
tion of the monetary affairs and needs of 
this country, in all relations and as- 
pects, and to make appropriate sug- 
gestions as to any evils found to exist 
and the remedies therefore; and no limit 
Is placed upon the scope of such inquir, 
or the manner of conducting the same 
excepting only that the expenses thereof 
shall not exceed the sum set apart for 
cosh purpose by the executive commit- 
Article IV—The executive committee 
of this convention shall use so much of 
the voluntarily contributions made to it 
as may be available for that purpose to 
& fray all necessary expenses of the 
commission, and shall notify the com- 
mission from time to time of the amount 
50 available in order that it may regu- 
late its expenditures accordingly. and 
; no liability shall attach to said commit- 
tee or to this convention beyond the 


amount so notified. 

Article V—When the labors of this 
committee have been completed as far 
&& practicable the executive committee, 
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if it deems it advisable, shall issue & 
call to bring this convention together 
again at a time and place designated in 
such call, and at the meeting so con- 
vened the commission shall make re- 
port of its doings and suggestions in such 
manner and form as it shall deem best 
adapted to present the same to this con- 
vention and its members for action, and 
if legislation is deemed impossible shall 
accompany such report with a draft of 
such bill or bills providing for such legis- 
lation. 

* Resolved, That all messages and com- 
munications as to methods as to cur- 
rency reform which have been presented 
to this convention be read to this com- 
mission when formed. 

After the reading of the resolutions J. 
H. Walker of Massachusetts, chairman 
of the committee on banking and cur- 
rency, was recognized, and hurled a 


bombshell into the convention. Hesaid: 


“The congress of the United States, 
through the last congress, deferred ac- 
tion upon any reform of the financial 
and banking system of this country to 
the present congress, the presidential 
election being so near that the whole 


question was put over to the present | 


congress. At the first session of this 
congress, for the same reason, it was de- 
layed until the present session of con- 
gress. The committee on banking and 
currency of the house and finance of the 
senate have taken no special action, 


but up to the present moment it had | 


been determined that before this con- 
gress closes there should be some defi- 
nite scheme formulated to be presented 
to the proposed extra session of the 
Fifty-fifth congress. 

“And but for this convention some 
cheme would have been provided. This 
convention was called. What have you 
done? The extra session meets—you can- 
not inaugurate your commission before 
the close of the 
cannot determine whether you will ap- 
point this commission by this body un- 
til that scheme is tried, and then it goes 
over to the regular session of congress, 
and when the next congress Is elected, if 
legislation has not before been had, you 
will not get it. You will not, in my judg- 
ment, get it for 10 years. I don't be- 
lieve there is a member of congress here 
or in Washineton who believes by the 
niachinery you have devised here any- 
thing can be accomplished until the 
Fifty-sixth congress. I ask the people 
—if you wish to face the people again— 
if the financial condition has been re- 
vealed to them.” 

In closing, Mr. Walker said: “Now I 
did propose that you say something 
about the methods of securing legisla- 
tion if there had been the slightest hope 
or encouragement from this convention, 
but I want to say to you that you have 
damned the whole reform, damned it 
here today in the weakness of human 
nature, and there is no salvation.” 


F. L. Roots of Conn ille, Ind 
jumped up at once to reply to Mr 
Walker. He said: 


“I take it that he has misunderstood 
the motive of the men who have been 
active in the calling of this convention. 
Rather let it be the beginning of a grand 
future in politics that we are so inter- 
ested that we 
from the east, west, north and south 
act as citizens because the republic fs 
in our hands and not in the hands of 
congresses or senates. We came here 
fora purpose. We came here to express 
cur sentiments, and dangerous is the 
position of that man in cons 
charges us with being lobby 
moral or any other purpose.” 

Mr. Roots also introduced resolutions, 
upon which no action was taken. By 
this time the delegates were aroused and 
interested and began to prepare for the 
squall that was tocome. Congressman 
Fowler offered an amendment to the 
committee's report, which provided that 
the permanent executive committee 
of this body shall consist of one mem- 
ber from each state represented, and 
that said committee shall confer and co- 
operate with the banking and currency 
committee of the house and the finance 
conimittee of the senaie to secure the 
Inevitable passage of 4 bill carrying out 
the principles adopted. 

Mr. Fowler spoke to his amendment. 
after paying his respects to Mr. Roots 
in a sarcastic tone. 

Mr. Bullitt of Pennsylvania spoke 
against Mr. Fowler's amendment, urg- 
ing that it would not be feasible to ap- 
Point a commission composed of one 
man from every state in the Union. He 
said: “On that committee you want men 
of the same caliber of the men who 
brought this convention together—men 
who are not to be deterred from doing 
their duty, even by being told by the 
chairman of the committee on currency 
that our movement is damned. 1 
should rest from going forward in a 
movement he believes to be right be- 
cause some man in a moment of disap- 
Pointment tells you that you are 
damned. 

“You have a right to call upon con- 
gress. You have aright to Say to them 
that they must do what will conduce to 
the true iaterests of the country and 
what will preserve to you and to other 
citizens the rights that they enjoy. 
They have that right, and so far from 
disbelieving that this movement is to fail 
in the future, or it is to be cut dow n, that 
members of congress, gentlemen, will 
notice it. Let us move forward conti- 
dent that we are right, determined to 
assert our rights and determined to hol | 
them responsible if they do not come up 
to what is rightfully expected of them,” 

A running debate followed, in which 
E. C. Kamp of Knoxville, Mr. Rhodes of 
New York an@ Mr. Walker took part. 

M. F. Ingalls of Cincinrati, in remarks 
that evidently voiced the sentiments of 
every man on the convention floor, ex- 
cept Congressmen Walker and Fowler 
paid: “If our friend Walker wishes to 
give a lecture on the best way to help 
congress I will hire a hall anda give him 
&n evening.” 

Mr. Fowler here withdrew his amend- 
ment. A tremendous burst of applause 
greeted Mr. Fowler's action. é

THE MACHETE. 


fhe Terrible Weapon Used by the Insur- 
gents In Cuba. 

The impression prevails that the 
| weapon with which the Cuban insur- 
gents are fighting the Spaniards is the 
| identical implement with which, in 

time of peace, they hack down sugar 
canes and prune trees. While there may 
'be afew insurgents armed with these 
primitive weapons, as a matter of fact 
the machete used by the Cuban army 1s 
a regular weapon of war, manufactured 
especially for fighting purposes. For use 
| when at peaceful employment the Cuban 
farmer has a short, heavy machete with 
a broad, curved blade. It is a terrible 
weapon at close quarters and is more 
like an ax in its cutting powers, but it 
| would be of little use against bayonet 
| or sword, as these weapons could stretch 
| an enemy lifeless long before the short 
machete could be brought into service. 
The machete, in the hands of the in- 
| surgent Cubans, is a knife about two 
| feet long, with a blade very slightly 
| curved at the end and unprovided with 
!a hand guard. It is adeadly weapon for 


| close fighting, but has the disadvantage | egect is almost in 


| of being only a cutting knife. It cannot 


be used to advantage for thrusting. In 


thrusting when in a sword conflict that 
many of them break off the point of the 
weapon, which they regard as quite use- 
less, and use the machete as a short 
sword for slashing purposes only. 

The insurgents have just arrived at 
the conclusion that the machete at pres- 
ent in use is not an ideal weapon. The 
labsence of a hand guard leayes the 
wielder of a machete open to lose his 
sword hand at the first crossing of 
weapons, and the insurgents, with mus- 
cles long trained to the cutting sweep 
of a heavy implement, find the heavy 
| machetes at present in use too light for 
| their purpose. 
| The result is that orders have been 

placed with German and English firms 
for the manufacture and shipment to 
Cuba of a weapon that the insurgents 
| have decided is the ideal one for their 
| use. It is a machete with a short hand 
guard and a blade 28 inches long and 
| 214 inches across in the widest part. It 
| will make a weapon that, in the hands 
| of men who have been used from boy- 
| hood to wielding a heavy cutting im- 
| plement, will prove a deadly one at 
close quarters. —New York Herald. 


A VALUABLE DOCUMENT. 

| New York Loyal Legion Presented Witha 
Historical Treasure. 

The New York commandery of the 
| Loyal Legion has received a document 
}of much historical value. It was given 
to the commandery by Mrs. Ely S. Par- 
| ker, the widow of General Grant’s mil- 
|itary secretary, who was with him at 
the Appomattox surrender. 

The document is the first manifold 
copy of the terms of Genera) Lee's sur- 
| render, April 9, 1865. It is in the hand- 
| writing of General Grant and is the on- 
ly one of three manifold copies he made 
that is known to be in existence. The 
copy is in two sheets, protected by glass, 
in a folding frame, and over the heads 
of the sheets in Grant’s hand is a note 
signed by him saying: 

‘‘The document below is one of the 
| Original impressions from manifold on 
which I wrote the terms of surrender of 
' 


General Lee’s army at Appomattox 
| Courthouse, April 9, 1865. It is one of 
| the three impressions taken by the mani- 
| fold.’’ 

This note is dated New York city, 

Oct. 21, 1880. The document remained 
| in General Parker’s possession until he 
j died. In General Grant’s memoirs is a 

photograph of the terms of Lee’s sur- 
G This was made from the copy 

now in the hands of the Loyal Legion. 


FORGING AHEAD. 


Germany Rapidly Building an Immense 
Foreign Trade, 

Not so much to praise as to warn is 
the explanation given by United States 
Consul Monaghan, at Chemnitz, for the 
frequent reports that are sent into the 
state department to illustrate Germany’s 
magnificent growth as an industrial 
state. And then he gives some surpris- 
ing comparative figures to show that al- 
ready Germany stands second only to 
England and much exceeds the United 
States in the value of her exports and 
imports. 

For 1895 these aggregated for Eng- 
land $8,125,820, 600; for Germany, $1,- 
926,729,000; for the United States, $1,- 
524,770,000. Germany has also gone 
ahead of France in ocean tonnage, and 
Hamburg, her great seaport, is surpassed 
only by London, and she has the largest 
tingle steamship company in the world. 

All this is the work of little more 
than 20 years, and it grew out of almost 
nothing. Now the Germans demand a 
powerful navy to protect this magnifi- 
cent merchant marine and prevent its 
destruction, as happened to Spain and 
Holland.

HIS BROTHER'S BLOOD, 


Solomon Millington a Fratricide as a 
Result of Rum Drinking, 


Tragic Ending of Sabbath 
Drinking Bout. 


Sieyer Claims He Fired In Self-Defense After 
He Had Been Struck. 


Bennington, Vt., Jan. 15. — Another 
tragedy resulting from whisky drinking 
is added to the listin thisstate. During 
a quarrel one brother shot another, caus- 
ing his death after many hours of terri- 
ble agony. 

The fratricide occurred at Shaftesbury 
Hollow, a little village a few miles from 
here, and it was the outcome of Sunday 
dissipation. Solomon and John Milling- 
ton got drunk and quarrellied over a 
trivial matter. 

As John died without having told the 
whole story, only Solomon's version of 
the affair is known. He says thatin the 
quarrel John, who was boarding with 
him, struck him twice in the face, and 
threatened to kill him. Later he took 
possession of the house, and when Solo- 
mon became involved in another quarrel 
the latter fired three shots, one penetrat- 
ing John’s breast over the heart. 

The shooting, Solomon says, was in self 
@efense. John had admitted striking 
Solomon before he died. Solomon is 
under arrest, but no inquiry has been 
opened yet.

The Shelburne Tragedy 

Shelburne Fes, Mass., Jan. 15.—There 
are a few new developments in the Mc- 
Cloud murder case.

Mr. Dawlin 
spent about two hours in consultation 
with the prisoner. It has been decided 
to hold the inquest at Shelburne Falls 
next Tuesday. It is stated that George 
D. Crittenden has received a letter from 
a conductor of a freight train on the 
Fitchburg road saying that last Satur- 
day morning his train was boarded bya 
tramp, who kept mumbling to himself: 
“T didn’t kill her,"’ and whose actions 
were suspicious.

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MORE BURGLARIES. 


A Freight Car and Livery Stable 
Robbed Last Night. 


It was reported this morning that 
burglars or sneak thieves were about 
Quincy again Thursday night but just how 
much booty they secured is not known at 
present. 

The places entered were the livery stable 
of Joseph T, French, and a freight car of 
the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R., atthe afincy 
depot, which contained a quantity oft mis- 
cellaneous freight, Entrance to the freight 
car was had by breaking the seal of the 
car. Once inside the parties smashed open 
a number of packages among which were 
two cases of shoes consigned to the Quincy 
Shoe Co. They took a number of pairs of 
shoes but just how many can not be 
learned until the goods are checked off, 
and when the owners of other packages 
check off their goods they may also find 
some missing. 

At French's stable the parties were evi- 
dently acquainted with the premises, for 
the indications are that they entered the 
stable sometime during the evening and 
hid themselves in the hay loft, and after 
the night man had retired they came down 
stairs, which they could easily do without 
disturbing the night man, who sleeps over 
the office. 

In the carriage house was a team of the 
New York Biscuit Co, and from this the 
parties took an ulster and pair of gloves 
and some crackers. They then went into 
the office and took a bundle of under 
clothing and made their exit by the big 
door, which was found unlocked this 
morning. 

The police are inclined to think that the 
breaks were made sometime between 2 and 
4 o’clock this morning and that the parties 
do not live more than ‘® thousand miles 
from Quincy.

Thursday afternoon the police were 
notified thattwo men in a buggy were 
cruelly overdriving a horse toward Quincy. 
Officers Barry and George McKay went 
out and stopped the team which contained 
David R. Cole and Stephen Tenney. The 
officers found the horse wringing wet 
with prespiration and the water running 
off the animal in streams. The officers 
also found Cole more or less intoxicated 
and they locked the two men up and pat 
the horse in French’s stable. 

It was not shown in court that the men 
beat and ill-treated the horse. But 
according to the testimony the anima! was 
young and fiery, and had not been 
harnessed for several weeks and it was 
difficult for them to manage him.

New York, Jan. 15.—The Irish Na- 
tional alliance has issued the following: 

Call for support for the men at home 
in their fight for restitution of the mil- 
Hons stolen, and for all to be ready to 
meet any demands that may be made, 
@ven to marching with Lord Castletown 
at the head of a patriot army. Party 
and religious differences to be forgot- 
ten. 

Ireland is awake. She has discarded 
trumpery politics and arisen as a na- 
tion, demanding that justice must be 
done. Peer and peasant, cleric and lay- 
man, Protestant and Catholic, Orange- 
man and Nationalist, parliamentarian 
and fenian, are upon one platform 
united, to see that injustice shall not be 
tolerated in Ireland. The royal com- 
mission appointed to inquire into the 
financial relations of England and Ire- 
land, a commission composed mainly 
of the ablest financiers of the govern- 
ing country, has declared that the poorer 
in the enforced partnership is being 
robbed yearly of some $12,000,000.

LAND AND BAD BUTTER. 


Free, Yomestead Bill Passed by the | 
Upper House, | 


Open All Indian Lands to 
Settlement. 


Oleomargerine Under Discussion In House of 
Representatives. 


Washington, Jan. 15.—The free home- 
stead bill, which has been under dis- 
cussion since the holidays, was passed 
by the senate yesterday. 

It is a measure of far reaching im- 
portance, particularly to the west, and 
the interest in it was shown by the fact 


| that a plank concerning it was a feature 


of the seyeral national platforms. The 
effect of the bill is to open to settlement 


{all public lands acquired from Indians 


free of any payment to the government 
beyond the minor office fees, and to re- 
lease from payment those who have 
heretofore settled on these lands. The 
number of acres involved, according to 
an estimate made by the commissioners 
of the general land office, is 33,250,641, 
which would have yielded the govern- 
ment at the prices heretofore estab- 
lished $35,343,006. To offset this state- 


| ment it was brought out during the de- 


| bate that the lands were mainly arid, 
|} and that those who had settled upon 
them were unable to make payment by 
reason of the scanty products of the soil. 
| The western senators in the main fav- 
| ored the biil as an extension of the gen- 
| eral homestead policy of the govern- 
ment. The opposition was directed 
mainly by Mr. Platt (Conn.) and Mr. 
| Vilas (Wis.) As the bill passed in the 
| house it covered only the lands acquired 
from Indians in Oklohama, but as passed 
| yesterday the bill includes all Indian 
lands. The final vote, taken by agree- 
|} ment at 4 p. m., showed a decisive ma- 
jority in favor of the measure. 
The house spent almost the entire day

LUDLOW STREET JAIL. 


Four Federal Felons Escave and Only One Is 
Captured. 

New York, Jan. 15.—Four prisoners 
took French leave of Ludlow street jail 
early last evening. One of them was 
caught, more by accident than anything 
else, by the local police. The three others 
ere still missing. Thus far there seems 
to be no clew to the various directions 
which they took after their most sensa- 
tional method of flight from the prison 
walls, 

The fugitive from Ludlow street now 
in custody is Peter Masso, 27 years old, 
born in France, who was charged on the 
books of Ludlow street jail with bring- 
ing French girls to this country from 
Paris and other places in France for im- 
moral purposes. 

Those who are still at large are: 

William Post, 23 years old, a mail rob- 
ber. 

Michael Egan, 24 yars old, a counter- 
feiter. 

George Polyerannis, a Greek, also a 
counterfeiter. 

The manner in which the men made 
their escape was as follows: 

The top tier of the jail on the east side, 
the windows of which look out upon a 
large court yard which divides the jail 
from the Essex Market prison, had, until 
lately, been occupied by United States 
prisoners. A few days ago, however, 
these prisoners were transferred to 
other parts of the jail, and the upper tier 
on the east was given over to plumbers 
for repairs, thus leaving the cells empty. 
The four men, who had the freedom of 
the corridor, made their way in the semi- 
darkness to the upper tier and twisted 
the lock off from one of the unoccupied 
cells. Into this they went, and from the 
window of the cell, which looks over a 
space of five feet to the prison wall in 
which are the windows that open into the 
outer air. It was not difficult to remove 
the window, and this was done. Then 
ene of the men took the dangerous leap 
across the open space and landed on the 
sill of the outer window. He hadasharp 
saw of some kind, for he sawed the 
fourth stout bar in the upper frame of 
the window. It is supposed that the saw 
was one of those left by the plumbers 
who had been working there. After the 
Lar in the window had been broken, the 
bar being of iron and about half aninch 
in diameter, the halves were twisted se 
that a space a foot wide was made and 
sufficiently long to permit @ body to 
squeeze through. 

The window on which the men stood 
when they had clambered outside was 
but a little less than 60 feet above the 
ground. Five feet above them was the 
roof of the jail, with a large overhanging 
cornice. How i was done no one can 
tell, but the men in some way swung 
themselves from the cornice with the 
yard yawning 60 feet below, and by main 
strength lifted themselves to the roof. 
On the roof they were safe for a moment, 
but there was a sharp spiked fence, 10 
feet in height, between them and the 
adjoining tenement house roof. This 
was scaled in safety, and then the men 
had access to the stairway of the tene- 
ment house by way of the roof. It Is 
Supposed that Masso was the first of the 
fugitives, and his encounter with the 
people in the house led to his arrest. 
While the scene which ended in his be- 
ing locked up was enacted, his compan- 
ions in flight were secreting themselves 
on the roof. About half an hour after- 
ward one of them, a man in a light suit, 
the Greek, was seen to pass down the 
stairs, and still later another stranger 
was noticed to leave the building. When 
the third of the three still missing left it 
is impossible to say. 

None of the prison officials would 
speak of the case in the remotest way. 


Captain McGiffins Mind Unhinged 

New York, Jan. 15.—The Press this 
morning says: Captain Philo McGiffin 
lies in the pust graduate hospital with 
body shattered and mind unhinged by 
wounds received in the greatest naval 
battle of modern times. A retired offi- 
cer of the United States navy, he took 
command of the Chinese ironclad Chen 
Yuen in 1894, and fought her for five 
hours in Yalu river on Sept. 17 of 
that year against an overwhelming force 
of Japanese warships. The Chinese were 
defeated and Captain McGiffin was 
wounded badly in the head and thigh 
by fiying splinters of wood and iron. 
He returned to America and wrote a 
graphic account of the fight for the 
Century magazine in 1895. About three 
months ago he began to display eccen- 
tricity, and imagining that he was tor- 
mented with worms crawling under his 
skin he cut numerous gashes in his body. 
Then Dr. Graeme Hammond took him 
in hand, and when he is in a fit physical 
condition to undergo an operation a 
stall fragment of a Japanese shell, 
Which it is believed was not found by 
the surgeons after the famous battle, 
and is now pressing on his brain, will be 
removed. This, it is hoped, will restore 
him to perfect health.

THE HOUSEHOLD. 


Newest Features In Hand Embroideries, 
Cut Flowers This Season—De- 
licious Oyster Loaf. 

In embroideries on silks and linens 
natural flower forms are the most popu- 
lar, but all have an element of the con- 
ventional, either in the border alone or 
in arabesques aud rococo forms inter- 
mingled with the flowers, and the union 
is very pleasing. Instead of the honiton 
lace, once so popular, Art Amateur, al- 
ready quoted, says that a heavier lace is 
used, and an insertion about the center 
of a square piece, with a heavy button- 
holed edge, is effective and graceful. 
Some of the stiffer flower forms are 
among the new English designs, as 
bleeding heart, fuchsia, and even mi- 
gnonette. Cosmos has been used, too, for 
the first time in the Heminway em- 
broideries, and, when worked in white, 
with dark centers, wakes a beautiful 
contrast, with its feathery foliage. Sea- 
weed also is a novelty and is worked 
entirely in feather stitch to give it a deli- 
cate effect. 

Among the silks, some new colors are 
six in a pink called the sunset rose, 
which is the same as the tearose. There 
are also six shades of a dark red, called 
dull rose, suitable for orchids and some 
rich flowers, and there is a new set of 
green shades brought out by this firm 
called poppy greens, between the gray 
and the yellow greens. 

As a relief from one style of embroid- 
ery, the Bulgarian designs can be work- 
ed where Turkish floss is used, and the 
stitches go across the desigus in a rath- 
er bias direction, all the designs being 
conventional, and usually outlined with 
black. They are worked on a coarse 
linen, gray or white, and in Jow tones 
of color, as dull reds, greens and wood 
browns. In another piece of convention- 
al work the stems of the flowers were 
worked in three paralle] rows of button- 
Aholing, giving an odd raised and twisted 
effect? and some of the forms were 
worked in a basket style—three stitches, 
then an equal space, three more, etc. In 
the centers of such designs the raised 
effect which is used in honiton work 
can be made here in color. 


Cut Flowers This Season. 

Poinsettia roses have been especially 
popular in this winter’s decorations. If 
proper care is given it, a plant will keep 
its blossom for a month aud remain 
fresh and bright looking during that 
time. It must be well watered and pro- 
tected from cold drafts. After the flow- 
er has been cut the plant will bloom 
again if it is restored to the moist, arti- 
ficial heat of the greenhouse. The cut 
flowers will keep fresh for about a week 
in a vase of water. Cut flowers, so ex- 
pensive during the holidays, have begun 
to decline in price. From $12 a dozen, 
the regular price for the long stemmed 
flowers, American Beauties reach the 
climax at Christmas week of $40 per 
dozen. The New York Tribune, which 
reports the prices quoted, says: Two 
new ideas this season serve to increase 
materially the expense of presenting 
flowers. To correspond with the latest 
fashion they must be sent either in ex- 
tremely artistic and decorative boxes, 
tied with ribbons fully 6 inches wide, 
or in deep vases of the real or imitation 
Bohemian glass. The boxes are triumphs 
of daintiness, and the green and gold of 
the vases seem to bring out with espe- 
cial charm the beaaty of any flower. 

Photographs For Wall Decoration. 

In selecting photographs for wall dec- 
oration, The Art Amateur advises a few 
well chosen, large photographs as being 
better than a number of little ones, if 
selected with a definite purpose. The 
suggestion is also made that the decora- 
tive effect of a large framed photograph 
is nearly always enhanced by putting it 
under yellow instead of ordinary glass. 
It should be remembered, too, that sim- 
ple wooden moldings are the best set- 
tings for such pictures. Gilt frames 
should be reserved for paintings in oil, 
water color or pastel, or facsimiles of 
them. 

There are numerous photographs on 8 
scale to show every detail of the original 
paintings they represent. For the par- 
lor or dining room of a private house a 
selection might be made from the many 
beautifully toned prints which illustrate 
the works of the great masters of paint- 
ing. 


Delicious Oyster Loaf. 

Did you ever eat any oyster Joaf? If 
not, try this recipe, from the New York 
Tribune: Cut an oblong slice from the 
upper side of a Vienna loaf of bread, 
then scoop out the crumbs from the in- 
side ot the loaf. Spread the casing with 
butter, fill with raw oysters, about a 
quart; add a tablespoonful of chopped 


parsley, half a cup of cream, some small | 


bits of butter, pepper, salt and 2 drops 
of tabascosauce. Put on the upper crust, 
put in a baking dish and pour the oyster 
liquor over it. Cover and bake 20 min- 
utes, basting often with the oyster 
liquor. When done, put on an oblong 
dish, cut in slices and serve hot. 


Cream Ribbon Candy. 

Cream ribbon candy is a novelty for 
home candy makers, noted in Good 
Housekeeping. It is made by first roll- 
ing several colors of fondant (the fa- 
miliar foundation cream) very thin, 
then laying them together and passing 
the rolling pin lightly over them. This 
Presses the layers, which must be of 
uniform thickness, together, and when 
the candy is cut in squares or oblongs it 
looks very dainty. 


Useful Cleaning Fluid. 

Soap tree bark makes an excellent 
leaning fluid for removing spots from 
men’s clothing or any kind of black 
goods. Put 10 cents’ worth of powdered 
bark in a quart of soft water and let it 
steep an hour or more. Strain through 
a fine cloth into a quart jar and add 2 
tablespoonfuls of alcohol to it. Use a 
soft brush on a piece of black cloth to 
tub the soiled places.

What should the High School stand for | 


in the community? What function shou) a] 
it fulfill in order to have a reason for being + 
Optimistic patriots will tell you that every 
child can bave a High school education in 
these days in our country. Enthusiastic 
educators will declare that secondary edu 
cation is withip the reach of all, but those 
of us who exercise cool common sense, 
know better. It is often said that any boy | 
or girl who really wants to go through the} 
High school can do it,and this saying is, al 
least in a certain sense, true. Massachu- 
setts has done much, especially with her 
free text book law and put secondary edu- 
cation within the reach of many. 

3ut if every boy and every girl really 
wanted to go through the High school, 
every boy and every girl couldn’t doit. It 
does not lie within the bounds of possi- 
bility, under existing socia} 
that every family can afford to maintain 
every child up to the age of seventeen or 
eighteen without financial help from the 
child himself. A few families can send all 
their children through the High 
and a good many families can send one or 
two, but it very often happens that one 
boy or girl can have a High school educa- 
tion because the older brothers and sisters 
went from the grammar to employment of 
some kind and are increasing the family 
income. 

If then, 
every child can have a High school educa- 
tion; if practically, only about S or 10 in a 
hundred can hope to enjoy that privilege, | 
what should we do? Should we take the 
money which we spend on our High 
schools, and the sum is relatively large, for 
it is much expensive to educate a 
High school pupil grammar one, 
should we take this money and spend part 
of it in rendering our grammar schools 
more efficient, and save the rest? 

We want to see the grammar schools all 
over our country more eflicient, certainly, 
but not at the expense of the High schools. 
If, however, only one-tenth of the popula- 
tion is to take advantage of them, it may 
be asked, most pertinently, what gain is 
the community to receive from them in 
return for its outlay? 

The answer is not difficult, out of the

| Topic.—Revivals at home and in mission 

fields.—II Chron. xxx, li (A missionary 

topic.) 

This chapter tells the story of a re- 
markable revival. It was brought gbout 
under the direction of Hezekiah, the 
good king of Israel, who had succeeded 
Ahab, the wicked king. The story real- 
ly occupies the twenty-ninth as well as 
the thirtieth chapter. It places before us 
in an interesting and striking manner 
the characteristics of a revival in reli- 
gion, whether at home or on mission 
fields. Taking in the whole story, we 
find these characteristics to be: 

1. 4 consciousness of need. ‘Hezekiah 
realized this need. God had been neg- 
lected. He had be forsaken. The 
doors of the temple had been closed, the 
lamps put out and neither incense was 
burned nor burnt offerings offered. The 
consciousness of need is a necessary ele- 
ment to a true revival in religion. Men 
must be made to feel their need of a 

| Saviour before they will come to Him 
| to be saved. 

2. Preparatory stens. 1. The first step 
was reformation among the religious 
| leaders. Hezekiah summoned the priests 
|and Levites and ordered them to sancti- 

fy themselves. A revival must begin 
| with God’s people in the first place. 
This is what revival means—a reviving 
|of those who are already Christians.

| Awaken the church and the world will 
be awakened. Revive the saint and the 
sinner will easily and speedily be re- 
vived. 2. Obstacles overcome. There 
will always be apparent obstacles in the 
way of a revival. ‘The regular time for 
the passover, which was to be used in re- 
viving the people, had passed by a short 
time. Many would argue that ‘hey 
should wait the regular coming of the 
time again. But Hezekiah believed that 
now the iron was hot and it was time 
to strike. So applying a law to the con- 
gregation which gave individuals the 
permission to keep the passover in the 
second month he determined to cele- 
brate it in the second month. God’s 
laws will point out some way of over- 
coming difficulties if we are sincere and 
}in earnest. 3. Invitations were sent out. 
|The king issued a decree calling upon 
the peopletoreturn to God. Some mock- 
ed it, but others heeded it. There will 
always be mockers and scoffers, but still 
the work should be done. Invitations 
should be given to all to come to God 
and to the church. Personal solicitation 
is a very important preparatory step to 
a revival. People must be brought un- 
der the influences of the gospel, and 
nothing will bring them quicker than a 
kind personal invitation. 

| 8 The revival. The time came. God 
| Was present. The people were present. 
There was earnest prayer. The people 
| turned from idols. There was spirited 
music, It was a great success.

In the first place we can and we do

i8 nursing a so-called general, or com- 
| mercial course. That our own High school 
does not commit this injustice is a subject 
for congratulation, and we must look to it 
that it never does. 

Then, we can, and we do, demand that 
| the English language shall have an honor- 
| able place in the curriculum of our school, 
that the spirit of the school shall be such, 
that to misuse the mother-tongue will be 
|@ disgrace, and to acquire a free and 
jelegant diction, the highest distinction, 
a distinction more to be valued than high 
marks in any foreign language; indeed, 
we question if any pupil who cannot or does 
not use his own language fluently and well 
can deserve a high mark in a jesson in 
another language, since remarkable lin- 
quistic ability should certainly discover 
itself through the most flexible medium, 
and itis safe to assume that High school 
| pupils know more English, whatever its 


| quality, than Latin, Greek, French

Besides the ability to speak and write 
| their own language well, we demand tbat 
the treasures of that language be opened 
| to the pupils that they enter into the rich 
inheritance which we claim with other 
English speaking people. It is not wise to 
take it for granted :hat pupils will read an

| born, when he died, and what he wrote. 
The bookish boy and girl may be lad to go 
| farther, but the average boy and gir! will 
| be contented with the entry in their note- 
| books, The High School can give to it 
| pupils no greater good than a genuine 
| love for literature, and we look to our 
High School to do this for us.

CONSIDERABLE SURPRISE is expressed 
throughout the city and especially at Wol- 
laston that the city should be again called 
upon to buy another large lot of land for 
the Wollaston school. 

The late Nathaniel Safford of Milton, 
who owned considerable real estate at 
Wollaston before it was placed on the 
market by the Wollaston Land Company, 
gave to the town of Quincy, for school 
purposes, at the request of Mr. George F. 
Pinkham, a tract of land located at the 
corner of Beale street and Prospect avenue. 
This lot measured approximately 225 feet 
by 158 feet and contained 35,450 square 
feet of land. This was in 1873. The town 
then erected upon the easterly side of this 
lot the Wollaston school, 

In 1890 the city voled to enlarge the 
building, and it was subsequently done at 
an expense of $8,590. In buildiag this 
addition the structure was necessarily 
brought directly on the line of a piece of 
land owned by Mr. Charles R. Sherman. 
The grade of Mr. Sherman’s land was so 
abrupt that the lot at its highest point was 
on a level with the second story windows 
of the schoo! building and the water during 
heavy rains ran down this steep bank and 
percolated through the cellar walls, and 
into the cellar of the new part. In 1892 
the city in order to protect its property and 
secure the right to cut away this banking 
and build a retaining wall bought of Mr. 
Sherman this piece of land, which con- 
tained 13,533 square feet, paying him 
$2,000 for it. In doing this the city had a 
rectangular lot, extending from Prospect 
to Winthrop avenues containing 48,985 
square feet, and measuring approximately 
300 feet by 160 feet. This brought the 
school building in about the centre of the 
lot and when the Sherman lot is graded, as 
is now gradually being done, will make the 
whole scheme very attractive, 

To the people of Wollaston it was 
apparent that tue land question about the 
Wollaston schoo! had been settled for all 
time, there being as much land as the city 
will ever need for the building and the use 
of the children who attend the school. 

In the rear of the school lot there are 
two lots of unoccupied land. One is above 
the level of the second story windows of 
the school house and extends half way 
from Winthrop avenue to Prospect avenue, 
and the other which is on a level with the 
school land backs up to the first mentioned 
lot and runs through to Prospect avenue. 
It is the first lot which the city is called 
upon to purchase. This lot as previously 
noted is on a steep hill and cannot be used 
fora play ground or any other practical 
purpose for which the School Committee 
may wish to use it. It will be of no benefit 
for the city to purchase it, and, as the city 
is not in the real estate business it may not 
be premature to hazard the prediction that 
the school committee, who are now investi- 
gating the matter, will, with their usual 
good judgment indefinitely postpone any 
action on the matter. 


AN EXAMPLE of what a Board of Trade 
can do for a city is shown in the case of 
Chelsea, which has taken a new lease of 
life, and which is even considering a 
change of name to escape the jibes and 
threadbare jokes. Nearly a page of a 
Boston Sunday paper was devoted to 
setting forth the advantages of Chelsea, 
and we quote: 

**But to the Chelsea Board of Trade, 
which is a little more than two years old, 
and has about 125 members, belongs all 
glory. During its brief existence it is 
probable that the city has advanced more 
along all lines than ever before in double 
the time. The secretary of the board, ex- 
Alderman John H. Crandon, who for 30 
years was a successful journalist, has been 
a diligent worker for the improvement of 
his city, and he has most ably and em- 
phatically defended its fair fame.’

HE Record of births in any city or town 
is always more or less unsatisfactory, 
owing to the fact that the canvasser finds 
difficulty in getting the necessary informa- 


tion. Names and dates are frequently given 
incorrectly. The importance of accuracy 
is shown in many cases where there is 4 
question of descent, or inheritance of prop- 
erty, or collection of life insurance or pen- 
sions. The City Clerk’s copy of the record 
is accepted as conclusive evidence in & court 
of law. While great pains are taken by this 
oftice to have the record correct, experience 
shows that it is necessary that parents them- 
selves should lend their assistance. In fact 
the law requires that parents shall give 
notice to the City Clerk of the birth of their 
children, and provides a penalty for neglect 
to give such notice for the space of six 
months. 

It often happens that only children or 
servants are at home when the canvasser 
makes his call, and the answers to his ques- 
tions are open to doubt. I therefore na 
all parents in whose households a birth has 
occurred in the year 1896, to place. ae 
paper or card the required nee = 
keep it in a convenient place until the ¢ 
vasser appears.

| ‘The preferring of these charges at this 
| time, after a lapse of several months, opens 
| up an interesting story in relation to the 
|recent appointment of James W. Murray 
to the permanent police force. As far as 
Officer Murray is personally concerned 
there is no objection to him, but the 
method used to get over the civil service 
laws and appoint Officer Murray to the 
permanent force is hardly commendable. 

Those who understand the civil service 
rules know that when a man is wanted for 
the permanent force application is made to 
the commission and they certify three 
names to the Mayor, who must make his 
appointment from those three. 

Officer Murray’s name was number five 
on the list and in order to appoint bim two 
of the five must be got out of the way. 
These five were Timothy J. Golden, Frank 
Daveran, George A. McKay, Bernard M 


O’ Neil and James W. Murray. 
Officer O'Neil for some reason, best 
known to himself, requested the Com-

Congress Takes Up Consideration of 
Nicaragua Canal Bill, 
Decisions Hatded Down by 
Supreme Court. 


President’s Letter on Deen Waterways 
Report. 
Washington, Jan. 19.—The senate 


agreed to take up the Nicaragua canal 
bill. This gives the measure the par- 
liamentary advantage of being the un- 
finished business of the senate, so that 
it will be considered from day to day, 
until final action is secured. 

The prospect is that a linal vote will 
be reached at an early day, and the 


test vote yesterday on taking up this | 
bill, yeas 36, nays 14, foreshadowed its | 


fassage. Senator Morgan of Alabama 
cpened the debate with a lengthy speech 
in favor of the measure. He said he 
desired action before the senate took 
up the new Anglo-American treaty of 
arbitration. This covered certain “dif- 
ferences,"’ and Mr. Morgen said it should 
be determined whether American con- 
trol of the Nicaragua canal or the up- 
holding of the Monroe dvctrine was to 
be included among the dif 
submited to arbitration. 

The canal bill provides 
of $100,000,000 of Maritime 
pany stock, of which the secretary of 
the treasury, in behalf of the United 
States, is to subscribe for $70,000,000 
worth of shares. The company is to is- 
sue bonds up to $100,000,000, these to be 
guaranteed by the United States. The 
building and control of the canal are 
given to Americay engineers and a 
board of 11 directors, of whom five are to 
be appointed by the president. It is 
substantially the measure passed by the 
senate in the last congress. 

During the day, Mr. Chandler of New 
Hampshire introduced the Republican 
caucus bill for an international mone- 
tary conference, and state 1 that it would 
be cailed up today. Among the resolu- 
tions offered was one from Mr. Pet- 
tigrew of South Dakota, calling on the 
secretary of state for a stutement of the 
status of the Venezuelan question, and 
for the agreement made between the 
United States and Great Britain.

Decisions of Supreme Court, 
Washington, Jan. 19.—The supreme 
court has decided the portion of the 
/South Carolina dispensary law which 
| provides for the inspection of liquors 
|tmported into the state to be in contra- 
| vention of the constitution of the United 
States. The opinion, which had been pre- 
| pared by Jusice Shiras, was stated very 
| briefly by Chief Justice Fuller. The writ- 
ten opinion is a very elaborate docu- 
iment, but the chief justice gave a very 
brief synopsis of it, and declined after- 
| wards to give the document to the pub- 
|} lic. The court also declared a Texas 
|state law to be unconstitutional. The 
| decision was rendered in the case of the 
|Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe Railroad 
|compan vs. W. H. Ellis, appealed from 
the supreme court of Texas by the rail- 
road company. The case involved a case 
{against the railhoad company in which 
claim was alsu made for a judgment for 
| attorneys’ fees under the state law of 
| 1889, allowing $10 for such fees in claims 
lagainst railroad companies where the 
litigation results against the company. 
| The court held that the law is in contra- 
vention of the l4th amendment, in that 
lit deprives the railroad cempany of 
property without due process of law, and

INQUEST AT SHELBURNE. 


Shelburne Falls, Mass., Jan. 2C.—The 
inquest in the McCloud murder case was 
held in the Buc«land town hall yester- 
day before Judge Edward E. Lyman, 
and was private. The inquest was not 
concluded, and it is expected that it will 
take a good share of today to complete 
it. 

Twenty-six witnesses were examined 
in the morning and 2S in the afternoon, 
and more have been summoned. The 
strongest feature of the case is that sev- 
eral persons can place O'Neil up to near- 
ly 6 o'clock, but from that time until 
he was seen by Miss Schontag and her 
sister, Mrs. Dow and Miss Peebles, aside 
from the time he was seen at supper, 
he apparently dropped completely out 
of wight. Pferrick does not agree with 
O'Neil as to the time he was seen near 
the bridge. 

It has been learned that Mrs. George 
White resembles Mra. McCloud some- 
what in general appearance, and it is 
thought she is the woman seen by Tat- 
reau, Edwin Schontag and others who 
are so confident they saw Mrs. McCloud 
at 7 o'clock and later. All the witnesses 
told their stories behind closed doors, 
and they were substantially the same 
as given to the officers previously. 

It is said that the government case 
has been materially strengthened. If 
the doubt 1n relation to the time is elimi- 
nated by finding 2 woman who people 
mistook for Mrs. McCloud, the case of 
the government has undoubtedly been 
helped.

Mayor Petitioned by New England Athletic 
Association.

“No club, member of a club or ama- 
teur athlete in this association shall be 
permitted to give, hold, maintain or be 
identified in any manner or form with 
games, contests, entertainments or ex- 
hibitions participated in,either wholly or 
in part, by professional athletes. Viola 
tions of this article will be punished by 
immediate expulsion.” 

The amendments to the constitution 
will be voted upon by the members of the 
union in the next 30 days.

Freeman made an exhaustive research 
and recommends that state aid be here- 
after withheld from the institution, asit 
has departed entirely from its original 
purposes as dn agricultural college, and 
already has a greater income than any 
other college in the state, without even 
state aid. The proposed apprupriation 
for this institution will be vigorously 
fought.

Yesterday Fire Marshal Whitcomb ar- 
rested three young men on the charge ot 
being, in some manner, connected with 
the origin of the fires. The three mer 
are John Doyle, John Glynn and Patrick 
Clark, all residents of this town, and 
two of the three are volunteer members 
of hose No. 2 of the local fire department. 
All volunteers in the department are 
paid according to the number of fires 
which they attend, and receive $2 for 
each fire. 


Child Put Dynamite on Stove, 

Greenwich, Conn., Jan. 20.—Antonio 
Angelo, employed by Joseph Christaino, 
a contractor, placed frozen dynamite 
cartridges near the stove in the kitchen 
of his dwelling to thaw out yester-

HE Record of births in any city or town 

_ is always more or less unsatisfactory, 
owing to the fact that the canvasser finds 
difficulty in getting the necessary informa- 
tion, Names and dates are frequently given 
incorrectly. The importance of accuracy 
is shown in many cases where there is a 
question of descent, or inheritance of prop- 
erty, or collection of life insurance or pen- 
sions. The City Clerk’s copy of the record 
is accepted as conclusive evidence in a court 
of law. While great pains are taken by this 
office to have the record correct, experience 
shows that it is necessary that parents them- 
selves should lend their assistance. In fact 
the law requires that parents shall give 
notice to the City Clerk of the birth of their 
children, and provides a penalty for neglect 
to give such notice for the space of six 
months. 

It often happens that only children or 
Servants are at home when the canvasser 
makes his call, and the answers to his ques- 
tions are open to doubt. I therefore request 
all parents in whose Louseholds a birth has 
occurred in the year 1896, to place upon a 
paper or card the required information, and 

eep it in a convenient place until the can- 
vasser appears.

A Weill Planned Country House Suited to 
the Needs of a Physician.

In the country home of a busy physi- | 


clan, where the domestic and business re- 
quirements must be met together, care 
and attention must be given to the plan- 
ning, so as to distinctly meet the two is- 
sues and have both needs so expressed that 
they will connect and not interfere with 
each other.

The frame is balloon style and sheathed, 
papered and covered with cedar shingles. 
The roof is also of cedar shingles, all left 
to weather naturally. The advantages of 
a good cedar shingle so treated are many. 
First, the cedar is the second best shingle 
to be had, the first being cypress. Second, 
itis the cheapest shingle in the market 
the price ranging from $3.50 to $4.25 per 
thousand, according to market. These 
shingles average 4 inches wide by 18 inches 
long, and a thousand will cover, laid 5}< 
inches to weather, 132 square feet of sur- 
face. Third, they do not need any paint or 
other protection than nature has provyiaed 
them with, the wood being such that by 
leaving them exposed to the weather they 
turn a beuutiful silver gray, and this is

Paint the Floors. 

J Permanent floors should not be Jaid un- 
til the plasterers have finished their work 
as lime destroys paint. Lay temporary 
floors until this work is completed. After 
they are done and everything cleaned of 
lime as far as possible lay the floors and 
give them a good priming coat, using 
boiled oil, as it dries quicker and harder 
than raw oi]. After all the other interior 
woodwork is on and the varnishing done 
give the floors another coat of paint. This 
fills the cracks and pores so disease germs 
cannot lodge in them and makes a warmer 
and healthier floor to live over. If you do 
not wish to carpet the entire floor, small 
carpets or rugs can be used with good ef- 
fect.

A bill providing for the taking of the 
12th census of the United States, under | 
the direction of Carroll D. Wright, the 
chief of the bureau of labor, has been in- 
troduced in the house of representatives 
by Sayers of Texas. The bill fixes 
Colonel Wright's salary at $5000, pro- 
vides for an assistant commissioner of 
labor, salary $4000, who is to be an ex-| 
pert statistician, and for an increase of 
the clerical force of the bureau. It di- 
rects the commissioner of labor to report 
to congress in July, 1897, a plan for the} 
12th census, and carries an appropriation 
of $60,000 for preliminary expenses.

Chicago, Jan. 20.—Alfred Ashbrook, @ 
miillionaire sheep owner of Melbourne, 
fus., died in 1896, and left his es- 
tranged daughter, Edith, one-third of his 
vast estate. The heiress is supposed to 
be in Chicago or its vicinity, and de- 
tectives are trying to find her. 

The announcement of Ashbrook’s 
death and the disposition of his property 
was made in a communication received 
yesterday by a Chicago attorney from 
correspondents at Melbourne, who have 
the estate in charge. 

The estate of the sheep king, as Ash- 
brook was known, is estimated to be 
worth at least $2,509,000. 

The story of Miss Edith’s leaving home 
and her estrangement from her family 
is romantic. In spite of parental objec- 
tion, she married the man she loved, and 
received a father’s curses and promise of 
disinheritance. But the latter promise 
was, as now develops, never fulfilled. 

In 1880, Edith Ashbrook, then 18 years 
of age, met and loved Edward Townsend, 
an American civil engineer, in Mel- 
bourne. After a few months’ courtship, 
Townsend ph»posed and was accepted 
by the girl, but the parent would not 
sanction the union. The girl, however, 
married Townsend. The following year 
Townsend and his bride left Melbourne, 
going to San Francisco, where, for a 
while, he was employed on one of the 
morning papers. In 1886, the couple went 
to Port Townsend, Wash., and later to 
Seattle. Later they drifted to Victoria, 
where Townsend is said to have Gied of 
pneumonia. With her child, Mrs. Town- 
send has moved from one place to an- 
other, supporting herself and child as 
best she could. Two years ago advices

Through the Roof. 

Laconia, N. H., Jan. 21.—Another jail- 
breaking episode was added to the his- 
tory of the Belknap county jail here last 
night, and this time five prisoners, one 
of whom was undergoing a sentence, ex- 
changed their cells for the freedom of the 
country. The escaped prisoners are 
Albert Pike, under sentence for break- 
ing and entering, and Jessie Reynolds, 
Patrick Briscall, Henry Kumas and 
Jerry McColley, who are being held for 
the grand jury on various charges. 

The men broke jail in a bold manner 
They demolished the cell locks by using 
the iron posts of their bed frames, and, 
with the posts as weapons, made their 
way to the roof of the jail, getting out 
on the roof through a skylight. That 
their plan of escape had been carefully 
niade is shown by the fact that they had 
torn up the sheets and knotted them 
into a rope, by which means the ground 
Was reached from the roof. The men 
then scattered and apparently were a 
long way off when the alarm was given. 

There have been previous breaks at 
the jail, and, strange to say, several of 
the escaped prisoners have got out by 


the same skylight. 
Massachusetts Schools: 
Boston, Jan. 21.—The annual report 


of the state board of education has been 
made public. State ey a of schools 
for 1895 was $2,545,345,9: The num- 
ber of persons in the state May 1, 1895, 
between 5 and 15 was 417,335, an increase 
over the preceding year of 8437; the 
sumber of all ages in the public schools 
for 1895-36 was 424,353, an increase of 
11,460; the average membership, 349,336, 
an increase of 7665; the average attend- 
ance, 321,655, an increase of 7992; the per- 
centage of attendance, 92. The number 
ot pupils in academies was 5994; in pri- 
vate schools, including parochial, 61,090. 
During the year 12,275 teachers were em- 
ployed, of whom 1078 were men and 11,197 
were women. The men have been paid 
@n average of $136.03 a month, an in- 
crease of $7,48; and the women $50.30a 
month, an increase of $1.92. The number 
of schools, according to the popular local 
count, is 4539, a decrease of 51, which is 
explained by the process now going on 
of consolidating feeble and scattered 
rural schools into stronger schools and 
transporting the children thereto. 


Harvard-Yale Difficulties 
Cambridge, Mass., Jan. 21.—Harvard 
and Yale seem to be steadily drifting 
apart, and it now seems as if nothing 
short of a miracle would bridge over the 
gulf which has arisen betwen them in 
their attempts to resume friendly ath- 
letic intercourse. The report received 
from New Haven to the effect that Yale 
had given up all ideas of pleying Har- 
vard this year was a surprise to the ath- 
letic committee here, and Professor J. 
H. Beale went as far as to say that he 
thought that the repurt from New Haven 
Vas very likely true. He would say 
nothing more, however, except that Har- 
vard was likely to give out an official 
statement of che entire affair inside ofa 
week. The one point which has been 
bothering the committee here for some 
time past is whether it would be con- 
sistent for Harvard to play baseball with 
Yale in case no boat race was arranged, 
in view of their original position, that 
contests must include all sports or none. 


Agricultural Interests Considered 

Boston, Jan. 21.—The annual meeting 
of the Bay State Agricultural society 
was held at the United States hotel here 
yesterday. The chief business of the 
session, following the reading and adop- 
tion of the annual reports, consisted of 
the presentation and adoption of resolu- 
tions affecting the agricultural iterests, 
not alone of Massachusetts, but of the 
country in general. The methods em- 
ployed by members of congress in dis- 
tributing seeds were denounced, and 
resolutions favoring better laws for pro- 
tection from contagious diseases in cat- 
tle were adopted. The passage of the 
“free homestead” law was condemned. 
President French was re-elected, and 
the same secretary, assistant secretary, 
vice presidents and auditors were ap- 
pointed as last year. 


Stamford Skaters 

Stamford,Conn., Jan. 21.—The first of 
the three days’ racing of the National 
Amateur Skating association was held 
on Cove pond, near Stamford, yesterday. 
and was witnessed by upwards of 3000 
persons. The ice was in excellent shape, 
though the wind was against the contes- 
tants. The event was under the man- 
agement of the Outing Athletic club of 
Brooklyn, and the list of entries far out- 
numbered all previous records, which 
with the co-operation of the weather 
clerk promises a meeting which will 
surpass all its predecessors. 


Struck For More Pay. 

Portland, Me., Jan. 21.--Twenty 25 ma- 
sons employed in the construction of the 
new Grand Trunk elevator went on a 
strike yesterday for a raise of 25 cents a 
day. Their demands were refused, and 
they attacked the boss mason. A fight 
took place, in which several men were 
injured. One of the strikers was ar- 
rested, and all of the others were dis- 
charged, and all of the others were dis- 
their places. The strikers tried to pre- 
vent these men from working, and an- 
other fight took place. Five more men 
were arrested, charged with rioting. 


Evils of Immigration. 

Boston, Jan. 21.—Before the Bout and 
Shoe club last night, Brigadier General 
Curtis Guild spoke on “Immigration, 
lts Effects and Defects.’’ The speaker 
said that the Lodge bill was almost cer- 
tain to pass congress. It is perhaps not 
a dangerous fact that 15 per cent of our 
population were foreign born, but it 
was a dangerous fact that these people 
furnished 33 per cent of our paupers, 
37 per cen{t-of the criminals of the 
United States, and 75 per cent of the 
criminals in Massachusetts. 


Maine Firemen Organize, 

Portland, Me., Jan. 21.—A Maine State 
Firemen’s association, based on the 
same general principles as the Massa- 
chusetts association, has been organ- 
ized. The object of the association is the 
establishment ofa relief fund for fire- 
men disabled in discharge of their du- 
ties, the study of the best methods for 
subduing fires and for the promoting of 
social relation between the firemen of 
social relations between the firemen of 
various cities of the state.

New Couaty Laws.

Mills to Run Forty-Two Hours a Week From 
February 1 to May 1. 


Fall River, Mass., Jan. 22.—An appre- 
ciable curtailment of the production of 
cotton cloth of the various descriptions 
and goods made by Fail River mills is not 
only impending, but almost a certainty. 
This was practically the announcement 
made after yesterday's general meeting 
of the Cotton Manufacturers’ 
tion.

Andrew Borden presided, 
curtailment subject was 
discussed, for which the meeting was 
called, in view of so much talk among 
the manufacturers and brokers for a 
fortnight. The mills represented were: 
The American Linen, Anawan, Barnard, 
Border City, Bourne, Chace, Cornell, 
Durfee, Fall River Manufactory, Flint, 
Granite, Mechanics’, Merchants’, Meta- 
comet, Pocasset, Richard Borden, Robe- 
son, Sagamore, Shove, Slade, Stafford, 
Tecumseh, Troy, Union, Wampanoag 
and Weetamoe. 

Before the meeting ended a paper was 
circulated, and the first signature was 
that of M. C. D. Borden, owner of the 
Fall River Iron Works company, repre- 
senting a quarter of million of spindles, 
pledging the signers toa curtailment of 
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product, to be secured by shutting down | 


the mills for two days a week, making 
42 hours, instead of 58 hours, per week, 
from Feb. 1 until May 1, or 13 weeks. 
The provision is that 3,500,000 spindles be 
represented on the agreement. 

Secretary Rounseville stated, in an 
interview, later, that, while the papers 
are largely signed, several mill men held 
off until they were instructed by the di- 
rectors. The executive committee will 
take charge of the movement and will 
try to get co-operation from manufac- 
turers in New Bedford and Rhode Island. 
On the strength of representations made 
at the meeting, citing conference by lo- 
cal agents with agents in other places, 
the curtailment will be general.

bring in the required number of spindles 
to make the plan operative. Fall River 
alone wil! present 2,000,000 spindles in fa- 
vor of the curtailment. 

The present weekly production of this 
city is 220,000 pieces. The short time will 
cut out about 60 or nearly a 
million pieces in the aggregate, for the 
13 weeks.

“Seeley” Show. 

Lynn, Mass., Jan. 22.—The arrest of 
four men lest night is the confirmation 
from police headquarters of a spicy and 
pensational incident in this city Wednes- 
day night. The men are Frank E. Berry, 
& shoe cutter, Otis Page, a painter, Er- 
nest F. Haskell and William H. Holmes, 
dealer in shoe supplies, and the charge 
against them is that of promoting an 
amusement enterprise without a license, 
in Montrose Temple hall. 

This entertainment was designed to 
be a reproduction on a small scale of the 
how famous Seeley dinner, a recent in- 
cident in New York life.

Accord- 
ingly Sergeant O’Brien and a squad 
Went out to attend the party. But they 
missed their way for some time, by rea- 
60n of misdirections, reaching Montrose 
hall just when the fun was waxing fast 
and warm. 

The main feature of the party, and the 
one which has caused trouble for some 
of the men at it, was two young colored 
Women who gave a few of the dances 
which were features of the Midway 
Plaisance. Their first appearance was 
in sheets, in lieu of more substantial 
apparel. Their success as dancers was 
instantaneous, and encores were in de- 
mand. More than this, something more 
artistic for art's sake was called for, 
and a committee appointed to wait upon 
the young women to see if their other 

humbers might be danced without 
sheets. The dancers acquiesced, on con- 
dition that art should have its reward 
by a contribution from the audience. 
It was just at this stage when the offi- 
cers came in to be spectators. Confusion 


reigned as the “altogether” young 
women gathered up their garments and 
left, while the police checked off the 
names of many of the audience. Ar- 
rests have been hourly expected, and 
more are anticipated. The men arrested 
are said to be the committee who ar- 


ranged the party. Members of the lodge 
who were not at this special event are 
highly indignant at its developments.

Ex-United States Senator Believes 
In Arbitration Treaty. 


Replies to Criticism of the 
Agreement. 


Says Monroe Doctrine Is In No Wise Affected. 
About Umpire. 


Philadelphia Jan. 22.—Following is a 
letter by ex-Senator George F. Ed- 
munds in reply to a request for his opini- 
fon on the new arbitration treaty. The 
letter is written to C. C. Harrison, pro- 
vost of the University of Pennsylvania. 

Philadelphia, Jan. 20, 1897. 

My Dear Sir: I have yours of yester- 
day concerning the arbitration treaty, 
and am very willing to answer your in- 
quiry, if my opinion is of any interest to 
you. The three principal criticisms of 
the treaty are: 

First, that it commits this government 
to submitting to arbitration questions 
that may arise in connection with the 
Monroe doctrine. With sincere respect 
for the gentlemen who, it is said, have 
suggested this objection, I think that it 
is quite unfounded, and that those who 
have advanced it must have failed to 
observe the careful language used in 
the treaty. The words upon which the 
criticism is based are found in Article 
IV., as follows: 

“All other matters in difference, In re- 
spect of which either of the high con- 
tracting parties shall nave rights 
against the other under the treaty or 
otherwise.”” What, then, are “rights 
against the other’ in the theory of the 
municipal, state and of all its autonomy? 
The rights of one citizen against another 
are essentially and exclusively those 
things that the law of the state enjoins 
upon each in regard to the other. This 
is the whole definition. Precisely the 
same is true in international law and the 
centuries of intercourse belween nations. 
This, I believe, all writers on national 
law and international law agreein. To 
illustrate these propositions: I take it 
that the United States has no right 
against Great Britain in regard to her 
operations in Abyssinia, nor would she 
have any rights against us if we wereto 
attempt to share in the partition of 
Africa. In the case of Turkey, if we 
were to seize the whole of Asia Minor 
and establish peace and order there (as 
the British have done, in substance in 
Egypt), we should have invaded no 
right of any power except Turkey. The 
same is, of ¢ true ir? respect of 
our relations and conduct with the states 
of the venle hemisphere under the 
Monroe doctitine, or under any other 
policy that we may think is Just to adopt. 
It was, then, the clear and perfectly un- 
derstod t between the rights 
of one t another and their 
interest I s in regard to other 
nations tha =s led to a separate 
treaty in reg he Venezuelan ques- 
tion, for governments knew that 
uld not possibly come with- 
of the general treaty.

The se . is the fear that 
the treaty may affect our attitude in re- 
gard to the Nicaragua canal, in which 
the interests of the United States are so 


deeply concerned. WhatI have already 
said disposes of that solicitude. I have 
not time to go into detail about It. 

The third and last objection I have 
heard is the supposed danger of leaving 
it to any European power to name an 
umpire in certain contingencies. It is 
enough to say that, so far as our con- 
siderable experience has gone in such 
matters, we have never had occasion to 
complain of the action of any sovereign 
in naming an umpire or tn deciding a dis- 
pute. In the great arbitration treaty of 
1871, we agreed that three members of 
the Geneva tribunal should be named by 
three sovereigns, two of them European, 
and that if any or allof these sovereigns 
should fail to name these members, the 
Ning of Sweden should name them all. 
And, in the same treaty, we did not hesi- 
tate to submit the very important ques- 
tion of our boundary on the Pacific coast 
to the Emperor of Germany. 

I am an intense supporter of the Mon- 
roe doctrine. I believe the building of 
the Nicaragua canal under the auspices 
of the United States to be of urgent ne- 
cessity. I believe most earnestly in in- 
ternational arbitration to the utmost ex- 
tent that civilized, just and self-respect- 
ing nations can and I most earnestly 
hope that the senate will ratify the 
treaty, as it is proposed, as the first step 
—very great and auspicious—toward the 
attainment of peace among nations.

SEWER PIPE BIDS. 


Quincy Sewer Commissioners 
Get Some Very Low Bids, 


A Much Better Figure than the 
State Obtained. 


Now a Favorable Time to Make 
Advantageous Contest. 


The Sewer Commissioners upened bids 
Thursday for the 24inch cast iron pipe 
required for the sewer construction. The 
weight required is 175 pounds per foot, 
and the quantity as follows: 16,655 feet of 
straight pipe, 2240 pounds to the ton; 925 
feet of curved pipe, 2240 pounds to the 
top, and about 3 tons of special castings. 
The bids were as follows, the first figures 
being for straight pipe, the second for 
curved pipe and the third for special cast- 
ings:

The contract was not awarded, but the 
bids taken under advisement. 

As about 1,300 tons of straight pipe are 
required, a cent per top amounts to some- 
thing. It may also be noted that $20.30 
per ton of 2,240 pounds is equivalent to 
$18 12 per ton of 2,000 pounds. It is 
reported that the lowest price ever paid for 
pipe in this vicinity was on a contract 
awarded by the Commonwealth last year at 
$18.50 per ton of 2,000 pounds. At the 
lowest bid the cost would be over $9,000 
less than if paid for at the rate the city of 
Brockton paid for its force main. 

It seems a very advantageous time to 
make a contract, and as the payments will 
be in the future it may be unwise to delay 
the work.

The City Clerk’s copy of the record 
is accepted as con lusive evidence in a court 
of law. While great pains are taken by this 
office to have the record correct, experience 
shows that it is necessary that parents them- 
selves should lend their assistance. In fact 
the law requires that parents shall give 
notice to the City Clerk of the birth of their 
children, and provides a penalty for neglect 
to give such notice for the space of six 
months. . 

I often happens that only children or 
servants are at home when the canvasser 
makes his call, and the answers to his ques- 
tions are open to doubt. I therefore request 
all parents in whose households a birth has 
occurred in the year 1896, to place upon & 
pene or card the required information, and

MUST BECOME CITIZENS 


Immigration Bill Amended to Stop 
Employment of Aliens, 


Violation of Act Incurs Fine 
and Deportation. 


if Passed, Law Will Go Into Efiect on July 1. 
Conference Amendments. 


Washington, Jan. 22.—The compro- 
mise immigration bill which has been 
agreed upon by the conferees of the 
house and senate, and which will come 
before the two houses for acceptance 
within a few days, contains several new 
features which have not heretofore been 
made public 

The first section of the senate bill is 
retained, which excludes from the Unit- 
ed States all persons over 16 years of age 
who cannot read and write the English 
language or the language of their native 
country, but is amended by the words 
“or resident” before “country,” in ac- 
cordance with a suggestion made by 
Chairman Bartholdt of the house com- 
inittee.

United States to be employed on any | 


public works of the United States or to 
come regularly or habitually into the 
United States by land or water, for the 
purpose of engaging in any mecheanical 
trade or manual labor, for wages or 
Salary, returning from time to time to 
a foreign cuuntry.” 

“That it shall be unlawful for any 
person, partnership, company or cor- 
poration knowingly to employ any alien 


coming into the United States in viola- | 


tion of the next preceding section of this 
act; provided, that the provisions of this 
act shall not apply tv the employment of 
sailors or devckhands or other employes 
of vessels or railroad trainhands, such 
as conductors, engineers, brakemen, 
firemen or baggagemen, whose duties 


require them ta pass over the frontier | 


to reach the terminus of their run, or to 


boatmen or guides on the lakes and riv- | 


ers of the northern border of the United 
States.” 

Violations of these sections by aliens 
or citizens are made misdemeanors pun- 
ishable by $500 fine or imprisonment not 
exceeding one year, or both, and persons 
coming into the country in violation of 
the sections are to be deported to the 
country whence they came.

SPANISH FIENDS. 
Cuban Hospital Taken and All Inmates 
Butchered. 


Havana, Jan. 22.—One of the principal 
hospitals of the Cubans, located in the 
Siguanea mountains, near Cienfuegos, 
was captured last week by Spanish 
troops. 

The Cuban soldiers defended the sick 
and wounded inmates of the hospital, 
and fought heroically, holding the pass- 
es successfully for hours—as long, in 
fact, as their scant supply of ammuni- 
tion lasted. They were finally compelled 
to give way, and the majority of them 
were mercilessly cut down by the Span- 
jiards. A few escaped. 

The hospital, once reached, was at- 
tacked on all sides. Dr. Soler, the pa- 
triot surgeon, came out, waving a white 
flag and bearing the insignia of the Red 
Cross, to ask for mercy. 

He was met by a volley of Spanish bul- 
lets and fell wounded. He was dis- 
patched a few minutes later by the ma- 
chete. 

A sick American in one of the build- 
ings, assisted by two wounded Cubans, 
raised the Stars and Stripes. This act 
infuriated the Spanish commander, and 
was made the signal for a general 
cirze. 

The work of Spanish bayonets and 
machetes was*short and bloody. Nota 
prisoner was taken, not even women 
nurses were spared. 

When the work of the cold-blooded as- 
sassination was over and the piteous, 
but vain, appeals of the sick for mercy 
and the moans of the wounded and dy- 
ing were hushed, the government com- 
mander, before retiring from the scene 
of his “victory,” set fire to the hospital 
and surrounding buildings, burning 
them down over the bodies of his vic- 
tims. ‘

IN SENATE AND HOUSE, 


Washington, Jan. 22.—The senate was 
on the verge of a deadlock yesterday, 
and for a time there were prospects of a 
protracted test of endurance, extending 
the session late into the night. Morgan, 
in charge of the Nicaraguan canal bill, 
Was determined to secure time for a 
final vote. This was resisted, however, 
by Turpie and Vilas. Thereupon, Mor- 
San announced that he would ask the 
senate to “sit out” the bill, remaining in 
continuous session until a vote was 
forced. This evoked sharp criticism. 
Vilas finally made a dilatory motion, 
which, on a roll call, disclosed the ab- 
sence of a quorum, and Morgan was 
obliged to give up his plan, although he 
expects to execute it if an agreement for 
a@ vote is not reached. 

During the day Chandier presented the 
credentials of John Edward Addicks, 
claiming the vacant seat as senator from 
Delaware. The claim of Henry A. Du- 
pont for the same seat has already been 
presented. In the course of a discussion 
on laying electric conduits in the Wash- 
ington street, Hill (N. Y.) spoke against 
trusts and monopolies in general, as a 
serious menace to the public welfare. 

After a two days’ debate, in the course 
of which considerable partisan passion 
was aroused and an ineffectual attempt 
to filibuster, for the purpose of gaining 
time, the house yesterday decided the 
contested election case of Yost vs. Tuck- 
er, from the Tenth Virginia district, by 
denying the seat to Mr. Yost and confirm- 
ing Mr. Tucker's title thereto. The Re- 
publicans were badly divided, 54 of them 
joining with the Democrats and support- 
ing the claims of the Democratic contes- 
tee. When the supporters of Mr. Yost’s 
contentions found they were defeated by 
a narrow margin of eight vutes (the vote 
being 119-127 against him), they inaug- 
urated a filibuster, in the hope of gain- 
ing time, and for two hours there was 
a succession of roll calls, but they were 
finally overpowered by numbers, and 
the resolutions confirming Mr. Tucker’s 
title to his seat were adopted.

Violation of Fight-Honr Law. 

Washington, Jan. 22.—Replying to a 
resolution, the secretary of the navy 
has sent to the senate a statement of the 
department's attitude towards the viola- 
tion of the eight-hour law by contractors 
and sub-contractors. The secretary 
says he has no.-information as to 
whether such violations are being com- 
riitted, and adds: “It has always been 
the policy of this department to require 
an absolute observance, both in letter 
and spirit, of the act of congress, insofar 
as all employes under its direction are 


| concerned; but it has never supposed 


that it had any authority or that it was 
its duty to enforce the provisions of the 
act as to laborers or mechanics not un- 
der its employment or control.” 


Gerrymander In Kansas. 

Topeka, Kan., Jan. 22.—The congres- 
sional apportionment bill, which has 
been expected daily, ever since the open- 
ing of the legislature, has been intro- 
duced in the house. The bill, if it be- 
comes a law, will help out the cause of 
fusion very materially. Jt divides the 
state into congressional! districts in such 
a@ way as to prevent the Republicans 
from electing a congressman in any but 
the First district. As the Republicans 
are hopelessly in the minority, their op- 
position to the billcan avail nothing. In 
the Fifty-fourth congress the Republi- 
cans elected six of the seven Kansas rep- 
resentatives. 


Destitute Caundians Sent Home, 

New York, Jan. 22.—Steamer Buffon 
has arrived home from Santos, Brazil, 
with 53 stranded Canadian emigrants 
who left the cold climate of their north- 
ern homes to establish themselves near 
Santos. The warm climate of the south- 
ern Brazils was too much for the col- 
onists, and they were unable to toil 
with their usual energy. They were 
nearly destitute when the British con- 
sul became inter*sted in them, and by 
his aid they embarked on the Buffon, 
their transportation being paid through 
to Canada by the British government. 


Bay State Lawmakers. 

Boston, Jan. 22.—Secretary of State 
Olin sent to the legislature a review of 
the working of the McTammany voting 
machine. Secretary Olin pointed out 
many defects in the new machine, and 
practically advocated its being abol- 
ished. He suid that, unless the law of 
last year was repealed, the state would 
be liable for an outlay of $500,000, pro- 
vided every city and town adopted the 
new machine. Another bill was also in- 
troduced, modifying town government 
by abolishing the board of selectmen 
and establishing a “town council.” 


International Copyright Suit. 

New York, Jan. 22.—The United 
States courts will probably soon be 
called on to settle a dispute that has 
arisen, under the international copy- 
right. law, between S. S. McClure of this 
city and William Waldorf Astor of Lon- 
don. As it is the first time the question 
has been brought forward, it will un- 
doubtedly prove of interest to pub- 
lishers. The controversy is over Robert 
Louis Stevenson's last novel. 


SLAUCHTER AT BENIN. 


Details of Massacre of Englishmen Given by 
Two Survivors. 

London, Jan. 22.—A despatch from 
Lagos, capital of the British West Afri- 
can colony of that name, gives details 
of the massacre of the British expedition 
under Consul General J. R. Phillips by 
the inhabitants of Benin City early dur- 
ing the present month. 

The party consisted of Consul General 
Phillips, Major P. W. G, Copland-Craw- 
ford, deputy commissioner and vice con- 
sul in the Niger coast protectorate and 
adjoining native territories; Captain A. 
M. Boisragon, commandant of the Niger 
toast protectorate force; Captain Malin 
‘of the 16th Lancers, an officer of the 
Niger coast protectorate force; R. F. 
Locke of the consular staff; H. C. 
Campbell of the consular staff; Dr. B. BR. 
Elliott, medical officer, and Messrs. 
Powis and Gordon, civilians. 

The party was unarmed and was pro- 
ceeding to Benin City in order to make 
a request for a palaver or conference, 
with King Obdah, in regard to increas- 
ing the trading facilities with that part 
of Africa, the king having previously 
consented that the expedition should 
visit his capital. The nine officers went 
unarmed, in order to impress the king 
with the peaceful character of their 
mission, and over 200 native carriers 
were taken with the party, in order to 
propel the canoes and carry presents in- 
tended for the king. 

After proceeding up the river the ex- 
pedition landed at a spot about 15 miles 
from Benin City, and the carriers were 
sent ahead through the dense jungle, the 
officers following. 

Five miles from Benin City the officers 
suddenly came upon a narrow defile 
which was filled with the dead carriers, 
who were fearfully mutilated. 

Almost immediately afterward the 
officers and their servants were sur- 
rounded and attacked by hundreds of 
Savages armed with guns, cutlasses, 
spears and clubs, and in a few minutes 
all the members of the party, excepting 
Boisragon and Locke, were killed. 

Captain Boisragon and his companion, 
after wandering in the bush for a week, 
succeeded in reaching New Benin, 
wounded and exhausted, bringing the 
first authentic news of the massacre, 
although seven Kroomen of the carrier 
party also succeeded in escaping and 
were the first to spread the reports of 
the disaster. 

The affair is looked upon as deserving 
of the sending of a punitive expedition to 
Benin City, known as the “‘clity of blood” 
on account of its being the seat of the 
fetich priests of that part of Africa, and 
because human sacrifices are of fre- 
quent occurrence, the reniainsof sacri- 
ficed slaves being seen bleaching in the 
sun on all sides. 

The British warships Phoebe, 
Widgeon, Alecto, Barossa, Theseus and 


Forte have already been despatched to 
the entrance of the river Benin. British 
officers left Liverpool for the same coast 
Saturday, and munitions of war will fol- 
low on Saturday next.

A Russian Swindle. 

Washington, Jan. 22.—Much of the 
wool which is expected in large quanti- 
ties from Russia to the United States 
is being largely adulterated with “sour 
wool,” gathered from the clippings of 
sheep skins made into clothing. This 
“sour wool” is nearly worthless to our 
manufacturers. In anticipation of the 
taking of wool from the free list large 
quantities are being hurried to the 
United States, and this contains from 10 
to 12 per cent of the adulteration of 
which our manufacturers are igno- 
rant, but which could readily be detected 
by the custom house inspector. 


Sentenced For Shooting Sweetheart 

Oakland, Cal., Jan. 22.—Lewis Muhiler 
has been sentenced to ten years’ impris- 
onment for killing his sweetheart, Jen- 
nie Lewis. Muhller quarreled with Miss 
Lewis and called at her house to secure 
his ring and letters. After he left the 
young woman was found dead with a 
bullet through her heart. Muhller dented 
that he shot her. He was found guilty 
of manslaughter, but Judge Frick or- 
dered a new trial, declaring that it was 
murder or nothing. The supreme court 
overruled Judge Frick and decidéd that 
the verdict of manslaughter should 
stand. 


Cemetery to Be Abandoned. 

Clinton, Mass., Jan. 22.—Rev. R, J. 
Patterson, pastor of St. John’s Catholic 
church, has returned from a meeting of 
the metropolitan water board of Bos 
ton. He states that it was reported 
there that a portion of the cemetery be- 
longing to St. John’s church will be sub- 
merged by the immense reservoir, and 
that, in all probability, the whole ceme- 
tery will have to be abandoned. This 
will necessitate the removal of over 3500 
bodies and tombstones. 


Both Legs Amputated, 

Dorset, Vt., Jan. 22.—H. Greeley Har- 
wood, representative to the legislature 
from this town last year, while working 
in his saw mill, got caught in a circular 
saw and had both legs nearly cut off.

A SHINPLASTER. 


I am a 25 cent greenback, and for all 
I know may be one of the unredeemed, 
but I have had such varied experiences 
and was able todo so much good the 
day Richmond was evacuated I feel I 
must tell about it, for I was as much a | 
subject of dispute in my day as gold and 
silver and bonds are now. I was sent 
forth fresh and crisp from Washington 
to a paymaster in the Army of the Po- 
tomac on the Virginia peninsula, and 
he delivered me, along with a lot of , 
larger notes, toa captain of the Fifth | 
Pennsylvania cavalry. 

The captain placed the big notes in a 
letter which he wrote to his wife—a 
sweet, loving letter—in which he told ! 
her he was going the next dayon a 
raid up the peninsula, and that if all 
went well he might sleepin Richmond; 
that she must keep up a brave heart and 
that he would be home soon. When he 
sealed this letter, I saw the muscles of 
his mouth twitch and his brave blue 
eyes moisten, and I snuggled up within, 
for I knew the bravest were the tender- 
est, and he was wishing that he could 
go with that letter. 

But there were no braver men in the | 


war than the Pennsylvanians, and I 
knew that, live or die, he would be 
game and do what was right.

Our enemies were re-enforced, and 
my captain, seeing discretion was the 
better part of valor, again retired and 
dashed down the main street 3efore 
he had gone two squares a bayonet was 
thrust through his thigh, and he was 
made prisoner. In avery short time I} 


was exchanged for a bag of tobacco and 
became an ally and 
rebellion. A shinplaster has no affec- | 
tions or attachments, you know. 

IT was put in what was called a pocket 
by my rebel owner, but it seemed to me 
like arag bag. Iwas so frightened I 
thought I would die and was sure I 
would never smile again, but that night 
IT laughed myself sick at the ludicrous 
and hiairbreadth escape of my new 
friend. 

He was worn out with excitement of 
the day, and as he passed a house by the | 
college, Just across from the president’s 
house, que of his friends asked him in, 
pointed toa feather bed on the floor, 
and he sank down in it and slept as 
only a Confederate soldier could, for he 
had not seen a bed of any kind for so 
long. He was in high feather at his 
good fortune. He was too tired to 
dream. I was awake, studying my new 
surroundings. Suddenly a friendly 
hand shook him up and said, ‘‘You are 
caught.’’ He crept to the window, pull- 
ed the curtain aside, and there, sure 
enough, were my friends of the Fifth 
Pennsylvania cavalry. 

If ever ny Union soul longed for a 
voice, it was then. He could have put 
his hand on them. He double quicked 
into his clothes and buttoned me up 
against his heart, which was going faster | 
than a weaver’s shuttle. It was a bril- | 
liant moonlight night in April. He had 
put his horse in an open shed and pushed 
acart in front of it to keep him from 
getting away. He realized his danger | 
and the absolute necessity for quiet. 

Just as he stealthily entered the shed 
a calf ran between his legs and bellowed 
as only a calf can and threw him over on 
the cart. *‘Well,’’ thought I, ‘‘I will now 
be back with the Fifth Pennsylvania | 
cavalry.’’ He clutched at the horse, 
jumped on his back, dug his spurs in its 
side and dashed down the road I had 
been over twice before. The bit was out 
of the horse’s mouth, and he was going 
like John Gilpin—and no possible way 
for the rider to control his horse—right 
to the Confederate pickets, who had or- 
ders to shoot any aud all cavalry com-

After great yelling 
he made himself known to the guards, 
and he never stopped till the horse got 
to the camp. 

I was presented to his sister, and then 
I was taken to the parlor in Richmond 
and put in something I had never heard 
of before—a glory pitcher. I had great 
curiosity to know what a glory pitcher 
was. Day and night I kept my ears open 
to try to find out, and on the Fourth of 
July I did, for they took me out and 
filled the pitcher with punch and drank 
General George Washington’s health, 
and I heard them say that when General | 
Washington died these pitchers were 
made of china, jvith a picture of Gen- 
eral Washington being taken up to glory 
on their sides. Every 22d of February 
and Fourth of July they were used for 
punch. If Ihad been sound money, I 
would have known that a sister of the 
poet Longfellow, Mrs. Pearce of Port- 
land, Me., had one of these pitchers, | 
but I was of mushroom growth—knew | 
nothing of traditions and really very lit- | 
tle about myself. | 

Well, I remained a prisoner in soli- | 
tary confinement in Richmond until 
evacuation day came. It was Sunday, 
and heaven seemed to give one grand, 
glorious smile to the last day of the 
Confederacy. A smile like a martyr 
wears on his dying face, and nature, 
every tree and flower, was bursting 
with green leaf and blossom, struggling 
to be free, and I thought the tearful 
eyes of my dear ladies should take com- 
fort and remember that they, too, had 
been prison bound and now were free- 
ing themselves. 

I had grown to love the lady in 
whose care I had been, she was so pure 
and brave, and I became unhappy lest | 
some evil should befall her and her lit- 
tle children. I saw her kiss her husband 
goodby and saw her hand her jewels 
and valuables to an old slave, who 
promised to do his best te protect her. 
In a short time the city was in flames, | 
the water cut off, the gashouse destroy- | 
ed, and darkness reigned. The streets | 
were full of Union soldiers and army | 
followers, and the desolation of that 
house was beyond anything I can de- 
scribe. 

Suddenly I heard my friends coming 
down stairs, and I felt my dear lady’s 
soft white hand pick me up from the | 
glory jar, smooth me ont, and, calling 
Uncle Harry, a faithful old slave, she 
said: ‘‘Uncle Harry, this shinplaster 
came from a fight in Williamsburg. 
Richard gave i¢ to me, and I have kept 
it all this while. I see they have estab- | 


lished a sutler’s store across the way. If 
you are not afraid, go and see if it will 
buy me some candles, for if it will we 
will not be quite so forlorn.’

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Shortly after this I retired from busi- 
ness—a small boy put a mustache on

ful career I was sponged off, and I now 
lie in a cabinettof curiosities, not caring 
25 cents what becomes of me.—Phila- 
delphia Times. 


The Woman In Black, 

One of the most familiar characters 
to be seen daily about the city hall and 
park is a pretty, sweet voiced, gentle 
mannered little woman, apparently 
about 85 years old.

story of the second calling of Peter and 
| Andrew, James and John. Although 
they had toiled all night and caught 
nothing, at Jesus’ command Simon 
launched into the deep and let down the 
net and it was filled. 

1. Failures. On his way from Cana 
i to Capernaum, Jesus enters the ship of 
Simon Peter and preaches to the people. 
He then commanded him to launch out 
in the deep and let down his net. Simon 
replied, ‘‘Master, we have toiled all the 
night and have taken nothing.” Fail- 
ure! How these few words picture be- 
fore us the condition of many who are 
fishing for men! It tells the story not 
simply of a night’s work, but often the 
story of weeks, months and even years, 
It is a story of toil, toil, toil, but noth- 
ing caught. The fish are wary. They 
| avoid the net, and, heartsick and dis- 
couraged, we fee] like giving up. But 
the remainder of this incident inspires 
us to renewed efforts even in the face 
of apparent failures. 

2. Successes. To his statement of fruit- 
less toil Peter added, ‘‘Nevertheless at 
Thy word I will let down the net.”

It may seem 
strange that Mr. Barnard should leave 
the place where he is understood, appre- 
ciated and honored and come to “‘gro- 
tesque New York,’’ but it 1s not so 
strange that grotesque New York should 
hem and haw before finally accepting 
Mr. Barnard. 

Theatrical Stock Companies. 
It is more than strange that a city of 
the size and importance of Ne York 
should not be able to maintain a single 
purely ‘‘stock’’ theatrical company. It 
is true that there are several very excel- 
lent organizations known as such here, 
but they are not stock companies in the 
strictest acceptation of the term, for the 
reason that all of them spend as much 
of their time elsewhere as they do in 
this city, utilizing the metropolitan in- 
dorsement us u means of attracting au- 
| diences the road.”’ Philadelphia 
has two regular companies devoted to 
the drama and one to opera which re- 
main there all the time and are there- 
fore entitled to the designation.

Revivalists at Boston 

Boston, Jan. 2i.—What might be 
termed the crowning point in the re- 
vivalist efforts among Boston churches 
occurred yesterday afternoon, when a 
crowd estimated at 12,000 people tried to 
get into Boston theatre to hear Rev.

There was some in- 
terest on the part of many as to whether 
the revivalist would refer to Robert 
Ingersoll, who was to speak, and did 
speak, in the evening in the same the- 
aire. But Mr. Jones ignored Mr. Inger- 
soll, and the latter did the same toward 
the revivalists who are in this city. Mr. 
Jones’ sermon was in his usual charac- 
teristic manner, and was truly what he 
termed it, “A plain talk to those who 
cannot find time to help others out of 
their degraded condition.” 


Took Chloroform, 

Lynn, Mass., Jan. 25.—The death of 
Estella Gordon, aged 21 years, at the hos- 
pital yesterday, made quite a stir here. 
This young woman was found in an un- 
conscious condition on Nahant beach at 
1¢ a. m., and removed to the hospital, 
where she died. The diagnosis of her 
case was that of an overdose of chloro- 
form. The girl lived in Haverhill, but 
formerly made her home at 36 Chestnut 
street in this city. An ounce bottle par- 
tially filledwith chloroform was found 
on her person, and it was learned that 
she haa purchasd it at a local phar- 
macy, telling the clerk thut she wanted 
it for the purpose of killing a cat. Miss 
Gordon was here on a visit, and her 
friends think she was mentally unbal- 
anced. 


Ingersoll Speaks at Boston. 

Boston, Jan. 25.—Colonel Robert G. 
Ingersoll delivered a lecture on “‘How to 
Reform Mankind” last evening in the 
same theatre where Mr. Jones spoke in 
the afternoon. The seating and stand- 
ing room capacity of the building was 
inadequate to accommodate all who 
wished to hear him. It was an audience 
composed of men ad women represent- 
ing all conditions of life, from the hardy 
street laborer to the successful merchant 
of philosophical bent. Mr. Ingersoll read 
his address, forthe most part. He spoke 
for nearly two hours, and during that 
time he held the cloest attention of his 
audience. His text was: “There is no 
darkness but ignorance.’ 


Arrested For Embezzlement. 

East Greenwich, R. L., Jan. 25.—James 
McCann, formerly station agent at Na- 
tick for the New England road, is under 
arrest! here for alleged embezzlement 
and the obtaining of njoney under false 
pretences. The complainant is the New 
New York Fidelity and Casualty com- 
pany, who allege that the prisoner has 
been obtaining sums of money from lo- 
cal merchants or manufacturers, by 
overcharges on railroad bills of lading. 
While specific charges are for small 
sums, the aggregate is said to be quite 
large. 


Man and Wife Arrested, 

New York, Jan. 25.—Henry Barnard 
and his wife, Charlotte, were arrested 
yesterday at their home in Forty-fourth 
street, charged with couterfeiting silver 
coins. Secret Service Agent Bagg says 
that Barnard is an expert counterfeiter 
and that he has been passing his worth- 
less coins in small shops on the west side 
for several weeks. His imitations of 
United States coins were so good, said 
Mr. Bagg, that Barnard had no scruples 
in passing the counterfeits in the same 
stores overandover again. Barnard’s 
home was searched, and in it was found 
an extensive counterfeiting plant, con- 
sisting of antimony, tin, copper plating 
apparatus, files and about $25 in bad 
coins. Mrs. Barnard was arrested, 
charged with being cognizant of her 
husband’s criminal proceedings. The 
two children of the couple were placed 
ia charge of the Gerry society. 


Yale Is Willing. 

New York, Jan. 25.—At a meeting of 
the Yale Alumni association of this city 
a resolution was adopted, of which this 
is the substance: That Yale is willing 
to go to any extent to resume athletic 
relations with Harvard, providing the 
conditions named by Harvard do not in- 
terfere with the faculty rules of Yale 
university. If Harvard is not willing 
to meet Yale under such conditions, then 
there seems to be no way by which ath- 
letic relations can be resumed. 


Three Hundred Perished. 

San Francisco, Jan. 25.—The steamer 
Gaelic brings advices from the Orient, 
telling of a terrible panic in a temple at 
Kwong Tong, China, in which 300 men, 
women and children perished. During a 
theatrical performance a lamp was 
broken, which set the temple on fire. The 
main entrance was closed, and two 
smaller exits were choked. Of the 40 
actors in the performance, four escaped. 
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CUBANS VICTORIOUS. 


Sanguinary Pattle In Southern Part 
of Havana Province, 


Spanish Were Caught Una- 
wares In Church. 


Both Sides Fought Desperately---Patriots Cap 
ture Gold and Arms. 


Cinzinnati, Jan. 25.—The Commercial 
Tribune's special from Key West, Fla., 
says: 

Another defeat for the Spanish Is re- 
ported from Pelanos, in the southern 
part of Havana province. The place has 
1000 inhabitants, is well fortified and has 
a Spanish garrison of 600 men, with one 
field piece. Lieutenant Colonel Hernan- 
dez, in command of 500 insurgent caval- 
rymen, made a dash at the town Monday 
afternoon, while the troops were at the 
church, celebrating some local holiday. 
Before they could form, the insurgents 
had possession of the blockhouse force 
The cannon was trained at the churches 
before the Spanish were aware of what 
Was the trouble. Solid shot came hurling 
through its walls, while cries of “Cuba 
Hbre” filled the air. Out they rushed, 
only to fall before a deadly volley froma 
strong force posted behind some neigh- 
boring houses. Colonel Muncio, the 
Spanish officer, bravely rallied his men, 
but, as they formed for a charge, he 
fell, with a dozen balls through him. 
The second in command took his place, 
but he, too, fell in a few seconds, the 
sharpshooters of Hernandez dealing 
death with a rapidity that made the 
troops panic stricken. They made one 
more attempt to charge the blockhouse, 
but Hernandez’s cavalry dashed at them 
sweeping through their ranks, cutting a 
bloo¢y path with their sharp machetes. 
They turned, and again they came 
through the crowded ranks of the 
Spanish, carrying death in their tracks, 
though many empty saddles spoke of 
the bravery of the Spanish troopers. The 
Spanish then retired, it being a rout, 
though a portion subbornly protected 
their rear, making stands, until forced to 
retire by Hernandez’ fierce charges. 
After pursuing them nearly to Cajaio, 
on the coast of Hernandez, they with- 
drew. They burned the fort at Palanos. 
The insurgents secured 1400 stands of 
arms, one cannon, $100 in gold and $5000 
in paper money, besides ammunition 
and many valuable papers belonging to 
the Spanish commissary department. 
Havana officials knew of the defeat 
Tuesday night, but have kept it sup- 
pressed, and the palace officials say that 
the place has been “evacuated.’” 


Insurgents Near Havana. 

City of Mexico, Jan. 25.—Various trav- 
elers just arriving from Cuba confirm 
the capture of Santa Clara by the Cu- 
bans and also bring news that the in- 
surgents have been fighting in the near 
vicinity of Havana, and a few days ago 
wrecked a passenger train within two 
miles of that city. Two young English- 
men direct from Cuba, Harry E. Lord 
and Lee A. Hervey, have reached this 
city, after having passed several weeks 
in Cuba, and with the insurgent army 
part of the time and the remainder in 
the field with the Spanish troops. Her- 
vey received a shot through the left arm. 
They are preparing a report for Senator 
Cameron, which will be forwarded to 
Washington in a few days. 


Ti'ness of Senator George. 

Washington, Jan. 25.—United States 
Senator James Z. George of Mississippi 
is dangerously ill from heart failure at 
the Garfield hosnital in this city, and, 
owing to his advanced age, his friends 
are very apprehensive of the outcome, 
Two grandchildren, Miss Hemmingway 
and Mr. George, his private secretary, 
are with him, while his daughter, Mrs. 
Henderson, and his sons have been sum- 
moned to his bedside from their home in 
Mississippi. The senatur’s wife is in 
Mississippi. Owing to an attack of para- 
lysis, she will not be abie to come to 
Washington. Senator Ceorge, who is 
now in his 7lst year, has served as a 
member of the United States senate for 
nearly 16 years, and the term for which 
he was elected expires March 3, 1899. He 
was a gallant soldier in the Mexicanand 
civil wars (serving on the Confederate 
side), and is a well-known lawyer. He 
held important judicial positions in his 
state prior to his election to the senate. 


Fred Douglass’ Widow Wins. 

Washington, Jan. 25.—Mrs. Helen 
Douglass, widow of the late Frederick 
Douglass, wins her dower rights in an 
order of Judge Hagner, giving her 
dower in all the lands and tenements 
mentioned in the widow's suit against 
2osetta D. Sprague in an undivided 
moiety in the county. This includes ac-

Dr. Saadi. 


At Christ’s church Sunday morning Dr. 
Saadi told his story of being interpreter to 
the party sent out to Khartum in 1884 to 
the relief.of General Charles George Gor- 
don in simple strong terms. His picture 
of their arrival only twenty-four hours 
after the betrayal of the brave man whom 
England seemed to have deserted, was 
touching. Dr. Saadi dwelt upon the work 
begun by General Gordon and at his un- 
left for bis successors to 
finish, that of Christianizing the Moham- 
medans, of trying to develop the spirit of 
Christianity dormant in them, by Christian 
methods. He isa medical man, an occu- 
list, and educated in languages. At pre- 
sent this young missionary is studying eye 
diseases in this country as well as prepar- 
ing to take the orders of the church through 
Bishop Williams. He is also translating 
the Testament into the language of the 
country to which he will go. 

His method of planting even a tiny seed 
of Christianity was of having the test cards 
read among the natives, to contain the 
words ‘ Our Father” and longer sentences 
from the Lord’s prayer and the Testament. 

| This would lead to questions from them 
and answers relative to the spirit of the text, 
| Then he gradually led up to more texts 
| printed in finer letters and would ask them 
to read it one half -hour and tell him if 
| they felt pain in their eyes after this, 

He hopes to accomplish a mission by 
ministering to the troubles of the eye 

| Prevalent in that climate, and trusts to 
spread the Gospel of Christ in a land where 
| heathen principles prevail. 
| The congregation was held closely by bis 
; simple eloquence. The choir came in 
| singing, ‘‘ The morning light is breaking,” 
} and later the congregation joined in the 
jinspiring lines of the hymn beginning 
| ‘* From Greenland’s icy mountains, from 
India’s coral strand,’’ which blended with 
the subject treated, most touchingly.

The early handicappers must have had a 
happy time of it, as the weights they 
could assign were not limited, though 
after they got as low as 56 pounds they 
put ‘‘feather’’ against the name of any 
of the competitors whom they considered 
should carry less, this meaning that the 
owner might put up the lightest boy he 
could obtain. 

Only one important race, however, 
was ever won by a horse thus weighted, 
Tripoli taking the Somersetshire stakes 
in 1842 with a ‘‘feather’’ up. The next 
lowest weighted runner was Red Deer, 
who, in 1844, was awarded the Chestez 
cup, when carrying only 56 pounds. He 
was ridden by Kitchener, afterward a 
very famous jockey, whose bodily weight 
on that day was only 48 pounds. It is 
tolerably certain, however, that this 
horse did not actually win. The race is 
234 miles, twice around thecourse. The 
starters were so numerous—there being 
42 runners—that they had to be drawn 
up in double line. Red Deer had prob- 
ably gone but once around and was 
really more than a mile behind the lead- 
ers when he passed the judge, though to 
that official he appeared to be ten lengths 
in front of them. 

Naturally such a wide range of 
weights caused enormous fields to come 
to the post; but, though the ‘‘feather’’ 
was abolished in 1845; it was not till ten 
years later that the jowest weight was 
fixed at 70 pounds. Shortly after this 
was raised to 77 pounds, and about ten 
years ago 84 pounds was made the min- 
imum, at which point it still remains. — 
Horseman. 


Lively Rope Skipping. 

Johnson and Michael, who are now 
making such wonderful records with the 
bicycle, have added to their training 
equipments one of the most simple yet 
effective devices. It is nothing but an 
ordinary skipping rope, such as is used 
by schoolgirls in the springtime. They 
skip the rope every night before going to 
bed, and at the close they are subjected 
toa liberal and energetic rub down, 


which leaves all the muscles soft and 1372 Water Street. 


relaxed for sleep. 

The skipping rope brings into play all 
of the muscles especially needed fur fast 
bicycle work and at the same time in- 
creases the athlete’s wind and endur 
ance. 

Johnson has a record of 748 with the 
Tope and is considered a pretty good 
mark until it is set up against that of 
Michael, who breaks ten mile records. 
When asked how many times he had 
skipped the rope without stopping, he 
said, ‘‘Seven thousand.’’ 

‘*But how in the world did you keep 
it up for that length of time?’’ was 
asked. 

“It depends altogether: on how you 
feel. When I skipped 7,000, I did not 
stop once, but got into my step and 
kept it nicely withont a break. Some- 
times it is impossible for me to go much 
above 2,000, for then I do not feel like 
it, but when I did 7,000 I did not stop 
because I was tired, but simply because 
I thought I had done enough.’’ 

The results of this kind of training in 
Michael’s case are very evident. When 
making some of his record races, he 
rides almost upright in the saddle and 
seems to make no particular effort to 
hasten his machine. His racing work 
has not that straining, intense appear- 
ance that that of other riders has.-——St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. 


Notable Racing Events. 

The Saratoga association will open 
four steeple chases, of which one is the 
Hunters’ steeple chase, for half bred 
hunters, owned and ridden by members 
of any recognized hunt in the United 
States or Canada; the other the Sara- 
toga Pink Coat steeeple chase, for hunt- 
ers, riders in each case to qualify under 
the rules of the National Hunt associa- 
tion. Another notable event at Saratoga 
will be the weight for age race, the 
Citizens’ stakes, at 144 miles, of $2,500. 
All these races, which tend to bring the 
amateurs actively into the sport, are 
greatly to be desired, and if they are 
successful next season we may hope to 
see more such.—Philadelphia Ledger.

Washington, Jan. 25.—The Nicaragua 
canal bill comes first in importance of 
measure to be considered by the senate 
this week.

The time of the senate after 3 o’clock 
today will be devoted to eulogies upon 
the late Speaker Crisp, and the time pre- 
vious to that hour after the disposal of 
the routine morning business will be 
consumed by Senator Turpie in a speech 
discussing the Cameron resolution. The 
speech may be broken in upon at 2 
o'clock by a contest for precedence 
between the friends of the Nicaragua 
bill and the supporters of the bankrupt- 
cy bill, but if so it Is likely that the con- 
test will be postponed to a more conven- 
ient season. 

It is known that Senator Turple will 
take advanced ground favorable to Cu- 
ban recognition, and it is hinted that he 
will take occasion to criticise Mr. Olney’s 
position sharply. Mr. Turpie’s speech 
may prove to be the first of several on 
the Cuban ouestion, but the committee 
on foreign relations is manifesting no 
disposition to press the resolutions toa 
vote. 

Tomorrow Senator Chandler expects 
to secure a vote on his bill pre¢iding for 
the representation of this country at an 
international monetary conference. 
There will be several short speeches and 
more or less running debate on this 
mneasure, but it is believed that all sub- 
stitutes and amendments will be voted 
down and the bill passed before the close 
of the day set for its consideration.

COLD WAVE GENERAL. 


New England Thermometers Take 
Violent Tumbles, 


Much Suffering In Larger 
Cities. 


Poor People Starving and Freezing In New 
York and Chicago. 


Boston, Jan. 26.—The stiff northwester 
which has been blowing over New Eng- 
land since Sunday, and which has 
dragged with it a moderate cold wave, 
continued unabated last night, but 
there was no further drop in the the tem- 
perature after noon. The thermometer 
registered 14 above zero at 9 p. m. in this 
city. The high wind, however, has made 


the cold more severe, especially in ex- 
posed places, ahd along the coast, and 
all incoming veusels are well iced up. 


Along Cape Cod, espe 
the coasters have had a hard time all 
day, and a large fleet sought shelter in- 
side Chatham bar. Nantucket reported 
a gale all day, witha minimum tempera- 
ture of 16 above zer 


zero at 8 o'clock last 
night, and the harbor is blocked with ice. 
In northern New England, however, the 
temperature has been very low, av- 


ially off Chatham, 


efaging zero or a tew degrees below, and 
the mercury shows signs 
ther drop.

Chicago, Jan. 26.—Mayor Swift has is- 
sued an appeal for aid, for the poor who 
are suffering from the co id, calling upon 
the big packers, coa! and mer- 
chants for contributions on supplies

to relieve the suffering. In many in- 
stances the proclamation was fore- 
stalled, and heavy contributions are 


coming in constantly. On the floor of the 
board of trade a subscription paper was 
Started, and several thousand dollars 
subscribed in a few minutes. The big 
department stores and dry goods mer- 
chants sent in checks for $500 and $1090. 

The police department has been turned 
into a vast relief corps. Chief of Police 
Badenoch has issued orders to every offi- 
cer in the city to make a personal inves- 
tigation of all cases of destitution on his 
beat and report the same at once. Help 
is sent immediately, and every patrol 
wagon and inspector's carriage is being 
used for the purpose. One pitiful case 
of suffering was reported to the Hyde 
Park station. At the home of Edwin 
Martin was a child that had died Satur- 
day from starvation and lay unburied in 
the house. The family was without food, 
fuel or money, and had been for several 
days. 

Another death was that of Fred A. 
Busch, 6 years old, who succumbed as 
the result of exposure. George Grant 
was found in a freight car near North 
street, almost dead, and with his feet 
badly frozen, so that they will have to 
be araputated. 

The work of clearing the down town 
streets of snow was abandoned on ac- 
count of the intensity of the cold. 

Many of the men had no gloves or 
overcoats, and nearly 400 of them were 
more or less severely frostbitten. 

Joseph, Fey, a driver on a snow plow 
of the street cleaning department, had 
his body and limbs so badly frozen 
that he will probably die. 

On some lines passengers on the street 
ears suffered badly. Miss Emma Smith, 
while riding from Thirty-fifth street to 
Madison on a Clark street car, became 
unconscious, and was only resuscitated 
after nearly an hour’s hard work by 
physicians. The various police stations 
were crowded to their utmost capacity. 
The Harrison street station alone shel- 
tered over 300 unfortunates. The Salva- 
tion Army barracks on West Madison 
street was kept open all night, and many 
were taken care of there. - 

Yesterday was the coldest day in the 
history of Chicago. The temperaturm 
averaged 20 degrees below zero all day. 

Whistles of distress becan to sound 
from the Sixty-eighth strect crib yester- 
day afternoon, and a tux was sent out 
at once. Thecribis about four mileseut 
in the lake.

whistle. The weather is moderating 
very slowly. 


New York, Jan. 26.—The threatening 
antics of the weather for some time past 
culminated yesterday in the most se- 
vere cold throughout the state of New 
York experienced this season. In New 
York city the mercury got down to the 
record point of the year, and in the up- 
per part of the state it succeeded in dis- 
appearing almost entirely. Reports 
from Canada indicate an even more rig- 
orous condition of affairs, but it was in 
the large cities of this state that the 
direful effects of the cold wave were the 
most painfully apparent. The poor of 
this city suffered terribly, for they had 
not alone to contend against the low 
temperature, but against a biting wind 
that opened up the crevices, and cut its 
way through the broken windows and 
under the doors. The weather forecaster 
here reported yesterday that the cold 
wave had spread over a great section 
of the country, and that not only in its 
extent, but in its severity as well, it 
Was quite up to the record of previous 
years. Worse than this, he declares 
that for this section of the country, at 
least, there is no relief in sight. Fair 
weather is promised, and today, it is 
prophesied, will break another record. 

In other parts of the state a terrific 
snow storm raged during the day. At 
buffalo the wind blew at the rate of 44 
miles an hour, bringing with ita drifting 
fall of snow. For the first time this win- 
ter Erie lake was frozen from shore to 
shore. Syracuse experienced the worst 
snow storm of the year.

Twotinches 
of dry snow fell Saturday, and Sunday’s 
wind piled this in great drifts, effectual- 
ly blocking all trains. It will probably 
be three days before the Northern Pa- 
cific is again clear. Northen Pacific 
coast trains which left St. Paul Thurs- 
day and Friday last are in a snow drift at 
New Salem, 40 miles west of Mandan, 
and trains due at St. Paul Saturday 
night and Sunday night have been held 
at Jamestown, and the one due there last 
night is heid at Dickinson. All west- 
bound trains were held at Fargo. There 
is undoubtedly much suffering among 
farmers and others exposed to the 
storm’s fury, and many have probably 
perished. The loss of cattle on the 
ranges will be frightfully lance. 


Austin, Jan. 26.—The cold wave that 
struck here has swept over the entire 
state. Reports from western ranges 
show that there is much suffering among 
cattle and sheep, with considerable loss 
oflife. The blizzard following the heavy 
rain storm found the cattle wet, and they 
are freezing to death rapidly. Much suf- 
fering among the poor people is reported 
and the cold is increasing hourly. 


Memphis, Jan. 26.—Reports from west- 
ern Tennessee, northern Mississippi and 
Arkansas are to the effect that the colda- 
est weather of the season is prevailing. 
There is no suffering reported, however, 
and the indications are that the tempera- 
ture will rise considerably today. In 
Memphis and vicinity the thermometer 
registers 12 degrees above zero, 


Cleveland, 26.—The cold wave 
continues. At 7 o’clock last night the 
weather bureau thermometer regis- 
tered 5 degrees below zero, which is 9 
degrees lower than at the same hour 
Sunday night. The observer says the 
temperature will continue until morn- 
ing, and he thinks it may go as low asit

Trenton, N. J., Jan. 26.—The New Jer- 
sey commissioners appointed to bring 
about uniformity of legislation in the 
United States have made their report, 
to the senate, at the same time submit- 
ting a draft of a bill reating to negotia- 
ble instruments.

“AYSTERIOUS ALARM 


Morning, 


Few Minutes. 


Which Might Have Been Serious. 


For an hour or more this morning the 


kept on the jump chasing fire alarms, 

The first alarm was at 1005. The bells 
all over the city sounded Box 73, 

The Central station apparatus started 
for that box, and on its arrival it was 
found that the box had not been opened 
and that there was no fire in that vicinity.

Hose 3, of West Quincy, taking Box 62 
for a second alarm responded and went to 
Atlantic. On its arrival no fire was found 
and the apparatus returned. 

It was a hard run for the Hook & Ladder 
horses, as they had to contend against the 
wind from Quincy Point to Atlantic, 
about four miles, As this piece of 
apparatus was going down the hill at the 
corner of Hancock and Squantum streets 
the driver put on his brake which caught 
in the wheel tire, which the frost had 
opened, and tore it off. The horses were 
put up in a near by stable and word sent 
to Quincy. Afteran hour’s delay a new 
wheel was supplied and the apparatus came 
home, 

The firemen had not found any fire but 
the newspaper men did. After consider- 
able running about it was found that Box 
62 was ruog in fora firein the house of 
Michae! Buckley at 558 Hancock street. 

The cold weather Monday night froz2 
the water pipes in the house. The family 
were attempting to thaw out and in doing 
so set the building on fire. The fire crept 
up between the plastering and made con- 
siderable smoke, and it looked like a large 
fire, 


By the time the Atlantic Chemical 
arrived the fire had been extinguished 


with a loss of perbaps $15. 

The thing that now puzzles the fire- 
men is, where did the alarm from Box 73 
come from ? 

The firemen are inclined to think that 
the trouble with~ the fire alarm was caused 
by the boy who pulled Box 62, pulling the 
hook more than once. The indicator at 
the Central Fire station registered 99 and 
the men took the number 73 from the First 
cbureh bell,

Tuberculosis In New Hampshire, 

Concord, N. H, Jan. 26.—The report of 
the state cattle commissioners, cover- 
ing a period of two years, which is just 
made public, is devoted mainly to the 
prevalence of tuberculosis.

Transportation on Bikes, 

Montreal, Jan. 26.—The Grand Trunk 
R. R. has put in force a new regulation 
regarding bicycie fares. In future, 
wheelmen will be charged a tariff for the 
transportation of their wheels, varying 
according to distance, in proportion te 
he rate paid for the passenger's ticket. 
Where the cost of the ticket exceeds $30, 
the fee for carrying the wheel will be ¢ 
per cent of the ticket rate. For less dis- 
tances, the rate will be larger, no feé 
being less than 25 cents. Bicycles will be 
carried on passenger trains only when 
Passengers accompany them. The Ca- 
nadian Pacific railway has adopted the 
same schedule of bicycle rates as the 
Grand Trunk railway. 

Injunction Against Goode. 

New York, Jan. 26.—-Justice Beekman, 
in the supreme court, has granted an in- 
junction to David H. McAlIpin, restrain- 
ing the John Goode Cordage and Ma- 
chine company “from issuing, conveying, 
transferring or selling any of the bonds 
referred to in the mortgage made by the 
Gefendant to the Kings County Trust 
company and recorded on Jan. 9 last, 
given to secure the bonds thereafter to 
be issued.”

Satisfactory Results In California Reported by 
Susan B. Anthony. 

Des Moines, Jan. 27.—At yesterday’s 
fession of the National Woman's Suf- 
frage convention Susan B. Anthony, 
president, gave her annual address, It 
was devoted largely io a statement of 
the work in California, which she re- 
garded as very satisfactory. She said 
that California's defeat is simply victory 
deferred, for the legislature is sure to 
resubmit, and they will be victorious in 
November, 1898. Nevada, California, 
Washington and Montana are also like- 
ly to have suffrage campaigns, and pros- 
pects for success are good. She urgeda 
more thorough organization for the edu- 
cation of the voters. What we need, 
she said, is house to house educational 
work, throughout every pee We 
may carry amendments without educa- 
tion of this kind, but we are not likely to.

Million Dollar Fire 

Philadelphia, Jan. 27.—One of the most 
valuable blocks in the city was con- 
sumed in raging flames yesterday. It was 
the block bounded by Market, Thir- 
teenth, Filbert and Juniper streets, in 
the very heart of the city.

Quiney Daily Ledger! THE EAL -ScHOOL 


Col, Parker Lectures at the 
High School. 


Greeted by Large Gathering of 
Friends and Teachers, 


Common Schools the Only Place to 
Educate American Citizens. 


Col. Francis W. Parker, the first super- 
intendent of the Quincy public schools, 
came back to his old love ‘Tuesday night, 
and talked to the teachers and others 
interested in education at the High school 
building. There was a gathering*of nearly 
300, including many of his old friends and 
acquaintances, and teachers of Quincy, 
Braintree, Milton, Boston and elsewhere. 
The ex-Superintendent has not been very 
neighborly since he went west and identi- 
fied himself with the Cook county norma! 
school at Chicago, nearly twenty years 
ago, and it was a pleasure to meet him. 
He has changed considerably, developed 
we might say, but still old acquaintances 
recognized many of his old ways and the 
thoughts which he inculcated when here, 

Mr. T. B. Pollard, the president of the 
Quincy Teachers’ Association, called the 
assembly to order, but the association 
postponed all its business, and Mr, Pollard 
resigned the chair to Superintendent Lull. 

Mr. Lull said he was reminded of April 
’75. Not the date in Revolutionary history 
but 1875 when a shot was fired in Quincy 
which if not heard around the world was 
certainly heard without the commonwealth. 
It was the end of the dark ages especially 
in the primary grade, and since then many 
educational pilgrims had visited our city 
and had gone forth and established little 
Quincys everywhere. He took pleaure in 
presenting Col, Francis W. Parker, who 
had fired the shot, and who was today one 
of the educational experts of the country. 

Col. Parker spoke for one hour and 
twenty minutes on ‘* The Ideal School,” 
and no short abstract will do him justice. 
He said he had pleasant memories of 
Quincy. His cause he regarded as the 
greatest, and he wished to try it beforea 
jury of citizens rather than teachers. 
What do you want for your children ? 
First of all good health ; it was the founda- 
tion of happiness and of progress. Study 
the children, Often they have physical 
difficulties. Children should have much to 
do. Some care or responsibility. Let 
them realize that their work is important, 

Cultivate good taste, order and cleanli- 
ness. Home is the centre of the world. 
Don’t lecture or scold. Kindergartens 
were excellent, 

We want children to be of use in the 
world, and happy is he who finds his 
vocation. Many wander through the 
wilderness, 

We want our children to be good citizens, 
It is the highest thing conceivable. How 
and whence shall we get these ? We send 
them to school to get knowledge. What 
knowledge shall the child learn? Some 
say classics, others science, but should it 
not be experience. Seven-eighths of all 
the work of many schools is the learning 
of empty words. Then knowledge is a 
failure, Education should be the gener- 
ation of power. 

Education is life. There is an end and 
an aim to education. Teachers should 
bave a purpose. The time had come to 
save men on earth. 

The ideal school is the ideal community. 
The child is a citizen as soon as he enters 
school. The ideal society is democracy. 
That society where there is no obstructioa 
to working out one’s personality. A com- 
munity should give its individual all the 
things necessary to work out self. No 
more. The end and aim control moral and 
mental action. There was but one ideal of 
individual, the good of the whole State. 

How shall the community help indi- 
viduals ? By the common school. No 
child can ever be educated in a home, 
You cannot educate American citizens in 
a private school. Girls and boys cannot 
be educated apart. 

What should the common school do? 
Organize for human life. It was best seen 
in the kindergarten. It was a sad thing to 
be an only child. The deepest thing in 
human life is a desire to be recognizsd. A 
child will be recognized. The reward 
system was the disintegration of society, 

Someone asked how much whispering 
should there be in school? Enough for 
work. He had seen teachers who boasted 
that there was no whispering in their rooms 
who attended a teachers’ meeting and 
whispered all the time, 

Knowledge as an end is not the thing, 
but knowledge as a means is glorious, 
History is of value in every day life. So 
with mathematics and other studies. The 
ideal way is yet tobe worked out. Can 
man govern himself? Democracy was 
still in swaddling clothes. What the com- 
mon school is, that will the nation be. 
What we need is a great purpose, Impress 
upon the scholar what it costs, and be 
worth what it costs. The solution is in 
the public schools. The ideal school the 
ideal community.

“~ BROTHER AND SISTER, 
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But They Didn't Know It Until Theis 

Thirty-ninth Wedding Anniversary, 

The village of Mulvane, a few miles 
south of Wichita, Kan., is stirred up 
over disclosures brought to light on the 
occasion of the thirty-ninth wedding an- 
niversary of Peter Wilson and wife a 
few days ago. Their nine children and 
several grandchildren were present, with 
many neighbors. 

In the company were Isaac Ashton, 
foster father of Mrs. Wilson, who was. 
en route to Oklahoma, and Robert Wil-| 
son, foster father of Peter Wilson, who | 
lived in aneighboring county. The men | 
were neighbors 40 years ago, but had 
not seen each other since. 

Their reminiscent talk brought out 
the fact that in 1888 Alexander Taylor, 
his wife and two children located in| 
Richmond, Ind., having moyed there | 
from Noble county, O. Taylor went as 
& volunteer to the Florida Indian war 
and died while on the expedition. Mrs, 
Taylor died soon afterward, leaving her 
children, Peter and Rachel, 6 and 2 
years old respectively, to the care of 
strangers. 

Isaac Ashton and Robert Wilson had 
been friends of the Taylors. Ashton 
adopted Rachel and Wilson adopted Pe- 
ter Taylor. Ashton moved to Iowa soon 
afterward, and Wilson went to northern 
Missouri. They never spoke to the chil- 
dren of their antecedents, and they grew 
up to consider they were the children of 
their respective foster parents. 

When Peter Wilson was 17 years old, 
he went to Sioux City, Ia, to learn the 
carpenter’s trade, and at a temperance 
meeting he met Rachel Ashton, who 
was visiting her foster aunt. They be- 
came sweethearts, and three years later 
were married. 

They settled in Sumner county, Kan., 
where they have always been highly re- 
spected. They have nine children. 
Three children are deaf mutes, and twa 
others are deformed. All are married 
except one of the deaf mutes and two of 
the younger children. 

Peter Wilson swooned when he heard 
the old neighbors’ talk, and for a time 
he was thought to be dead, but he was 
revived. He and his wife are almost 
crazed with grief.

A QUEER CASE. 


Strange Story of a Pension Claim Told In 
Congress, 

One of the queer cases in pension an- 
nals was reported to the house a day or 
two ago. It was a Pennsylvania case, 
where a soldier enlisted as Harmon 
Francis, a name he assumed for the cor- 
rect one of Hiram Francis. He fought 
bravely through three years of the war 
in Company K of the Ninety-seventh 
Infantry volunteers.

He was 
wounded in the mine explosion at Pe- 
tersburg, for which he drew a pension 
under his brother’s enlisted name until 
the latter died, when it was stopped. 
But George wants a pension for his 17 
months’ service. Hiram’s widow now 
receives pension for the service of her 
dead husband. This was too much for 
the bureau of pensions, and so the mat- 
ter was taken to congress, where the 
committee on invalid pensions decides 
that both soldier and substitute’s widow 
are entitled to government aid in theiz 
declining years. —Washington Post.

WANT TREATY RATIFIED. 


Directors of Amer'can Peace Society Memo- 
rialize Senate. 

Boston, Jan. 27.—In accordance with 
instructions formulated by the directors 
of the American Peace society at their 
January meeting, held recently, an ex- 
pression in regard to the pending treaty 
of arbitration between the United States 
and Great Britain has been prepared 
and forwarded to the president, secre- 
tary of state and the senators. Itis as 
follows: 

To Grover Cleveland, President of the 
United States, Hon. Richard Olney, 
Secretary of States, and to the Honor- 
able Senators of the United States. 

The American Peace society, acting by 
its board of directors, is moved to say: 

We rejoice, we believe the whole civil- 
ized world rejoices, that arbitration is 
triumphing over war. 

We rejoice in the honorable share of 
our beloved country in this grand con- 
firmation. 

We rejoice that English-speaking peo- 
ple have the proud privilege of being pio- 
neers in this great achievement. 

We rejoice in the firm faith that this 
illustrious example will be followed by 
other countries, till in less time than 
would now be foretold the world shall 
feel the sweet but potent influence of 
just and honorable arbitration. 

We do not begrudge “concessions 
made by each party in the “patient 
deliberation” which has produced this 
treaty. We do not complain of the treaty 
that its mactiinery is intricate or its 


|} term brief. Experience will simplify the 


procedure and the term which now be- 
gins will have no end. 

America and England are bound Into 
perpetual amity by the indissoluble 
bonds of justice. The glory of this great 
international act between the two most 
powerful nations of the world is not 
merely that they are to kcep peace with 
each other, but even more, that they 
sclemnly declare that hereafter between 
them all that either party asks or will 
accept is justice. 

The judicial integrity of our English- 
speaking race is a pledge of impartial 
justice, so that disputes may no longer 


| be settled by war, but will yield to dis- 


cussions of intellectual champions and 
decisions by tribunals of eminent and 
honored jurists. 

We believe that this treaty and its es 
sential principle mark a new epoch in 
worthy culmination of the 
century. 

“Peace between the nations ‘of the 
world is the essential foundation of in- 
ternational brotherhood and human 
progress"; peace, not so much asa prob- 
able outcome of discord, but assured 
peace; peace protected by solemn trea- 
ties of arbitration, peace founded on the 
rock of justice. 

If these words ring with excess of joy, 
the American Peace society, which has 
been working in the cause of peace for 
three-quarters of a century, cannot now 
refrain from expressing its exultation. 
We congratulate America and Great 
Britain, and indeed, the whole civilized 
world, on the signing of this treaty, aus- 
picious harbifiger of peace, wrought out 
under the constraint of Christian con- 
science. We congratulate also the dis- 
tinguished statesmen and diplomatis 
of both countries, whose sagacity has 
enabled them to achieve this great re- 
sult. 

We earnestly petition the honorable 
senate of the United States, after giving 
thorough cu..sideration to the provisions 
of the treaty, not to allow minor consid- 
erations to outweigh the supreme im- 
portance of accepting the result of mu- 


| tual concession and to ratify the treaty 


at an early day. 


Arbitration Meeting at Washington. 

Washington, Jan. 27.—A large meeting 
here last night indorsed the arbitration 
treaty. The speakers were ex-Secretary 
of State John W. Foster, Justice Brewer 
of the supreme court and others. A reso- 
lution asking the senate to ratify the 
agreement was passed. 


Bidding For Atlantic Fast Line. 
Montreal, Jan. 27.—It is stated thata 
Boston syndicate, with a Mr. Pierce at 
its head, proposes to bid for the fast 
Atlantic service, on condition that the 
terminus on this side rhall be in the 
Straits of Canso, at the end of the Inter 
colonial railway, at a place called Mid- 
die Medford, near Port Mulgrave. The 
proposed new port would be at least 14¢ 
miles nearer England than Halifax. 
Mr. Pierce has been in Toronto in the 
hope of seeing Sir Richard Cartwright 
on the subject, but the latter ig at pres- 
ent in the Maritime provinces, tending 

the sittings of he tariff commission. 


Seven Firemen Injured. 

Chicago, Jan. 27.—Seven firemen and 
two spectators were badly hurt by fall- 
ing walls at a fire which last evening 
destroyed the Williams block on Monroe 
street and damaged property to the ex- 
tent of $386,000. Two of the injured fire- 
men will probably die. The fire origina- 
ted in the basement of the building, and 
spread with such rapidity that within a 
few minutes it had become utterly use- 
less for the firemen to attempt to save 
the structure. After a hard fight, they 
inanaged to confine the flames to th? 
walls of the Williams block, but they 
were able to save nothing in it.

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WILLIAMS FACTION LOSES, 


Court Refuses to Grant the Injunction Asked 
For. 

Boston, Jan. 28.—A preliminary in- 
junction asked for by the George Fred 
Williams faction of the Democratic 
State central committee to restrain cer- 
tain members of the committee who, it is 
claimed, were not Jegally empowered to 
do so, from taking part in the proposed 
reorganization of the committee, was re- 
fused by Judge Barker in the Suffolk 
Supreme court yesterday. 

The matter was brought before the 
court Tuesday for a hearing and extend- 
ed over until yesetrday when the argu- 
ments of counsel were heard.

Portland, Me., Jan. 28.—Evidence is all 
in in the case of George W. Murray, alias 
“Ullie’ Burke, who is on trial here for 
blowing a safe last September, and who 
has been identified as a notorious crook.

The Toughest of the Winter and

The clerks in the stores are having a 
quiet time of it today, for the customers 
are very few and far between, for no one 
ubless absolutely obliged to would be out 
today. 

Most of the young ladies at City Hall 
braved the elements and reported for duty, 
but it is safe to say tbat if they went home 
to lunch they will remain there. 

The no-school signal was sounded at 7.30 
this morning and again at 11.30. It is 
doubtful even if the signal had not sounded 
if there would have been many pupils. 


The Morrell Case. 


The special committee of the Legisla- 
ture, which heard the question of juris- 
diction in the matter of impeachment of 
Melville P, Morrell, the Norfolk county 
commissiorer, offered an order in the 
House, Wednesday, requesting an opinion 
of the supreme court on the question :

The committee submitted a report that it 
had heard all persons who desired to be 
heard on the question whether the house 
has jurisdiction and after consideration the 
committee is of the unanimous opinion 
that in view of the interests concerned the 
far-reaching effect and great importance 
of the precedent to be established, such an 
imporiant question of law is involved that 
it is the duty of the house to require the 
opinion of the supreme court upon it.

NEW PLAN FOR CANAL. 


United States 
Private Concession, 
Sherman Declares It to Be the 
Only Feasible Scheme. 


Conference Report on Immigration Bill 
Adopted by House. 


Washington, Jan. 28.—The Nicaragua 
canal debate came to a head yesterday 
rather unexpectedly. At times the dis- 
cussion was quite heated and the sena- 
tors became deeply interested. 

During the debate Senator Sherman 
foreshadowed a new treaty, by which 
the United States could build the canal 
without the intermediation of a private 
eoncession, The senator declared that 
this governmental execution of the 
project was the only feasible one, and 
that all private efforts in that direction 
had proved failures. Answering Mr. 
Morgan's recent charges, that England 
inspired opposition to American control 
of the canal, Mr. Sherman asserted that 
this was a “bugaboo,” wholly without 
foundation. He 
tribute to England and her institutions. 

Mr. Vilas followed with a motion to 
recommit the canal bill to the commit 
tee on foreign relations, a step which 
Mr. Morgan characterized as an insult. 
The motion was changed, so as to make 
the recommittal to the special commit- 
tee of which Mr. Morgan is chairman. 
The senate adjourned before a vote was 
taken, and the Vilas motion to recom- 
mit is pending. The military academy 
appropriation bill, carrying, approxi- 
mately $479,000, was passed, after the 
defeat of the amendment for participa- 
tion of the West Point cadets in the 
inauguration ceremony. The amend- 
ment led tuo a sharp controversy be- 
tween Mr. Allen of Nebraska and Mr. 
Gray of Delaware. The bill for an in- 
ternational menetary conference was 
not reported during the day. 

The house, after a debate of four 
hours, adopted the conference report on 
the immigration bill, by a vote of 131 
to 118. The principal criticism of the 
measure agreed on by the conferees in 
the debate was based upon the exten- 
sion of the education test to female as 
well as male immigrants, on the ground 
that it might divide families, and to the 
limitation of the ability of animmigrant 
to read and write the “fong!ish language 
or the language of their ygative coun- 
try or residences.”

Washington, Jan. 28.—David Starr 


Jordan, commissioner in charge of the 
fur seal investigations for 1896, in his 


report to the secretary of the treasury, | 


makes a close estimate of the seals of all 


Classes at one time or another on the | 


Pribylof islands during the last sum- 
mer, and finds the number to have been 
about 440,000, of which over 86,000 died on 
or about the islands during the same 
period. Of the total mortality, elagic 
sealing accounts for 29,398, and about 
27,000 pups died of starvation or tramp- 
ling. In concluding his long and com- 
prehensive report, Mr. Jordan points out 
what he believes would prove a solution 
of the whole question of the preservation 
of the fur seal. He says: 

“The sole possible basis of adjustment 
must be the protection of the fur seals 


through concessions, international cour- | 


tesy and self-respect. So long as pelagic 
sealing exists, the restrictions governing 
it are of slight importance, and the re- 
lations between the owners of the 
Pribylof islands and the nation whose 


ships have the right to destroy its herd 
| 


must be in some degree strained. 

“The ultimate end in view should bean 
international arrangement whereby all 
skins of female fur seals should be 


seized and destroyed by the custom au- | 


thorities of civilized nations, whether 
taken on land or sea from the Pribylof 
herd, the Asiatic herds or in the lawless 
raiding of the Antartic rookeries. Inthe 
destruction of the fur seal rookeries of 
the Antartic as well as those of the Jap- 
an islands and of Behring sea, Ameri- 
can enterprise has taken a leading part. 
It would be well for America to lead the 
way in stopping pelagic sealing by re- 
straining her own citizens, without wait 
ing for the action of other nations. We 
can ask for protection with better grace 
when we have accorded unasked protec- 
tton to others.”

If the assessment system is adopted, it 

will in part pay the interest, maintenance 
jand debt of 1898. It is a fact in some 
| cities that there isa surplus from assess- 
| ments the first few years, because assess- 
|ments must be paid within ten years, and 
are often paid in full the year levied, while 
| the sewer bonds are spread over thirty or 

forty years and the maturing payments 
| are small. 

We are not committed to the assessment 

plan of payment, but the sewer act as 
| accepted allows the city to pay but one- 
| third to one-half, and it would be sometime 
| before a rental system would pay one-half 
| or two-thirds, so unless the act is amended 
| there must be assessments. A sewer should 
be put in as water works; it being a public 
benefit to health, as the water works are a 
public benefit for fire protection. If the 
city assumed the whole cost, rentals might 
be charged annually and a revenue soon 
| obtained, but it seems now out of the ques- 
|tion. To pay one-half or two-thirds of the 
| cost by rentals might require rentals of $25 
or even $50 annually. The assessments 
| propesed are to meet the cost as we under- 
stand it. Whether rentals could be charged 
| for maintenance is another question. 
| Weread with interest recently that in 
| the city of Glascow, Great Britain, the in- 
| come from municipal works was sufficient 
to meet all the expenses of the city. That 
it was not necessary to have any assessors 
or levy any taxes, This seems like an 
ideal state of affairs. If Quiucy would ap-

VER 200 MARRIAGES 


‘Yet Not Up to the Grand 
| —- Record of 1893, 


Last Year 391 Persons Made First 
Venture in Matrimony, 


However 46 Tried it for Second Time 
and 4 forthe Third. —- 


The number of marriages recorded with 
City Clerk Keith for the year 1896 was 213 
which is an increase of 22 over the year 
1895, 27 over 1894 and a decrease of six 
from 1893, 

One naturally looks for an increase every 
year and why the number should have 
fallen off in 1895 and 1894 is hard to tell, 
unless it was the hard times and the young 
people thought they could not afford to get 
married. 

The most popular month last year for 
this interesting event was June when 33 
mariiages were recorded. The number of 
marriages by months for the past four 
years forms an interesting table for com- 
parison :

Al) the marriages recorded were not con- 
summated in Quincy, for we find by e»nsult- 
ing the records that of the 213 recorded 
147 were solemnized in Quincy and, 66 in 
other places. But usual custom was 
followed. 

So also is it with clergymen, while some 
prefer that the nuptial kpoct should be 
tied by Quincy clergymen there are others 
who perhaps think it can be more securely 
tied by out of town clergymen, and still 
others who think a justice of the peace the 
proper fuactionary. 

And these are the reasons probably why 
126 couples employed Quincy clergymen, 
71 out of town clergymen and l#a justice 
of the peace. 

Then again we find that of the 213 
grooms 166 claimed Quincy as their 1resi- 
dence and 47 other towns and cities; whiie 
of the blushing brides, 159 were Quincy 
ladies and 54 claimed their homes in other 


the 


places. 

These are not all the interesting facts 
furnished by consalling the records 
Grooms to the number of 189 marched 
with faltering step to the altar for the 
first time, while 22 had been there once 
before, and two came up smiling for the 
third time. Of the ever beautiful brides, 
202 made their first venture in matrimony 
last year, while 24 widows captured their 
second husbands, and two with a winning 
smile quietly informed the clerk that they 
tad had two and captured another.

WANT A. CHANGE. 


Street Railway Company Hope for 


Repeal of Paving Clause. 


As stated recently in the LEDGER the 
Street Railway Company has not accepted 
as yet the location granted by the City 
Council of 1896 for a double track on Han- 
cock street. The stumbling block in order 
was the fifth section which provided that 
the street railway should pave Hancock 
street from curb to curb between Granite 
street and School street. 

There bas been considerable discussion 
on the part of those interested whether the 
present City Council could without first 
giving a public hearing, repeal the objec- 
tionable clause in the order. 

City Solicitor Blackmur was appealed to 
and this morning he rendered the following 
opinions on the matter to Mayor Adams, 
a copy of which was sent to the Street 
Railway Co. 

Quincy, Mass., Jap. 29, 1897. 
Hon, Charles F. Adams, 2d, Mayor of 
Quincy: 

My Dear Sig: In reference to our 
conference concerning Order No. 143, 
passed by the City Council, December 21, 
1896, giving location to the Quincy and 
Boston Street Railway Company, and non- 
acceptance of the same by the Company 
because of their objection to the fifth 
condition in said order, I have the follow- 
ing opinion torender you. Inasmuch as 
the thirty (80) days have not expired since 
notice was sent to the Railway Company 
under Sections 7 and 21 of Chapter 114 of 
the Public Statutes and inasmuch as the 
railroad has not accepted said location the 
Council can repeal a portion of said order 
for location providing they do it witbia the 
thirty days aforesaid and can make such 
amendment without first giving a public 
hearing providing that it does not effect 
the location or position of the tracks of the 
railroad in the street. I see no reason why 
the present Council may not pass an order 
repealing the fifth section contained in the 
above named location.

Superintendent Cavanagh of the Water 
Department was interviewed by the 
LEDGER today asto finances. According 
to the City Treasurer’s books, he says, the 
interest on the water debt for the year 1896 
was $29,700.94, and the maintenance of the 
Water Department for the year 1896 was 
$14,325 81, making the total running ex- 
penses for the department for the year 
ending Dec, 31, 1896, $44,033.75. 

The income for the year 1896 was $52,- 

This leaves a over and 
above the total running expenses of $8,- 
267.22, as profit to the city. This is a very 
marked increase since 1892, the first year 
the city owned the works, when the income 
was but $28,000. 

There are also many other benefits, Mr. 
Cavanagh says, which the city receives, 
and for which the department has received 
no credit. New hydrants to the number 
of 225 have been set for which no credit 
been The income from the 
department each year, not only saves the 
City Treasurer from borrowing money for 
which the city would otherwise have to 
pay interest, but it earns interest for the 
city.

YOUR HAND ON YOUR HEART. | 


New “Secret Sign” of the Metal Polishers 
aud Buffers’ Union, | 

Though the labor unions are getting | 
tired of the old grips and passwords 
which used to hold them together, they 
are still in favor of ns to identify 
members at meetings. Among the or- 
ganizations which have abolished grips 
and passwords and still stick to the 
signs is the International Union of 
Metal Polishers, Buffers, Platers and 
Brass Workers. This organization has 
established an entirely new sign to be 
used by members when they are enter- 
ing union meetings and leaving them. 
It has issued a statement giving the 
sign to be usedinfuture.
